The  Committee  on  Appropriations  submits  the  following  report  in 
explanation  of  the  accompanying  bill  making  appropriations  for  the 
legislative  branch  for  the  fiscal  year  1948. 

SCOPE  OF  THE  BILL 

The  bill  embraces  regular  annual  appropriations  for  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  and  those  joint  services  and  activities  which 
by  law  or  custom  have  heretofore  been  considered  a  part  of  the 
general  legislative  establishment,  as  follows: 

(1)  Senate. 

(2)  House  of  Representatives. 

(3)  Capitol  Police. 

(4)  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel. 

(5)  Architect  of  the  Capitol. 

(6)  Botanic  Garden. 

(7)  Library  of  Congress. 

(8)  Government  Printing  Office. 

ESTIMATES  AND  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  estimates  of  appropriations  upon  which  the  bill  is  based  are 
contained  in  the  Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1948  on  pages  3  to  26,  in- 
63071—47 - 1 
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elusive,  as  revised  and  supplemented  by  subsequent  recommendations 
contained  in  House  Documents  Nos.  88,  194,  216,  287,  and  294.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  estimates  for  the  House  and  Senate,  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  original  budget  estimate,  were  completely  supplanted 
by  revised  estimates  contained  in  House  Document  287.  This  re¬ 
vision  was  necessary  as  the  original  estimates  did  not  include  the  cost 
of  increased  compensation  of  employees  under  laws  passed  in  1945 
and  1946  and  increased  costs  pursuant  to  the  Legislative  Reorganiza¬ 
tion  Act  of  1946.  As  Members  of  the  House  are,  of  course,  aware  the 
duty  of  the  President  in  transmitting  estimates  for  the  legislative 
establishment  is  purely  a  ministerial  function,  the  legislative  budget 
requirements  being  included  in  the  regular  Budget  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  reflecting  in  one  document  a  statement  of  over-all  fiscal 
requirements  for  the  operations  of  the  Federal  Government.  A  de¬ 
tailed  tabulation  of  appropriations  for  1947  to  date,  the  budget 
estimates  for  1948,  the  amount  recommended  by  the  committee  in  the 
accompanying  bill,  and  appropriate  comparisons  thereof  is  contained 
at  the  end  of  this  report.  For  convenience,  there  follows  a  summary 
of  such  amounts  by  major  segments  of  the  bill:

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  table  that  the  grand  total  of  the 
bill  is  $21,095,572  below  the  budget  estimates.  This  represents  a 
reduction  of  about  27.7  percent.  As  compared  with  appropriations 
for  1947,  the  bill  reflects  a  reduction  of  about  11.6  percent.  It  also 
may  be  noted  that  with  the  exception  of  three  very  small  items  in 
the  foregoing  table,  the  committee  has  effected  reductions  in  every 
major  segment  of  the  bill.  This  fact  reflects  the  committee’s  deter¬ 
mination  to  comply  with  the  urgent  need  for  drastically  reducing 
appropriations  in  the  interest  of  contributing  toward  a  sound  govern¬ 
mental  fiscal  condition.  The  accompanying  bill  therefore  includes 
provision  only  for  those  functions  and  activities  which  appear  to  be 
essential  under  present  circumstances  for  the  operation  of  the  general 
legislative  establishment.  Excluding  the  increases  allowed  over  1947 
appropriations  for  the  Senate  and  House,  the  bill  recommends  reduc¬ 
tions  of  $10,914,000  below  current  appropriations.  By  far  the  greater 
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part  of  the  increase  of  $3,691,000  for  Senate  and  House  items  is 
attributable  to  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1946  and  the 
Federal  pay  adjustment  acts. 

As  a  result  of  its  consideration  of  the  budgetary  needs  for  the 
functions  and  activities  embraced  by  the  bill,  the  committee  is  per¬ 
suaded  to  believe  that  there  may  be  a  general  lack  of  efficiency  and 
economy  of  operation  in  the  administration  of  many  of  such  functions 
and  activities.  General  administrative,  supervisory  and  other  so- 
called  overhead  costs  in  some  of  the  organizations  may  be  unduly 
high.  A  thorough  study  and  analysis  of  these  activities  very  probably 
would  reveal  overorganization,  duplication,  or  performance  of 
nonessential  activities.  Some  of  the  reductions  imposed  by  the 
committee  will  to  a  certain  extent  be  directly  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  an  improvement  in  this  respect.  However,  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  committee  before  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1949  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  conduct  a  thorough  examination  of  the  organization  and 
management  of  such  agencies  with  the  view  to  effecting  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  their  operations.

In  accordance  with  the  comity  existing  between  the  two  Houses, 
the  committee  has  excluded  from  its  consideration  all  items  which 
relate  solely  to  the  Senate.  No  hearings  were  held  on  such  items, 
and  the  bill  carries  the  full  amount  of  the  budget  estimates  as  con¬ 
tained  in  House  Document  287.  The  total  amount  contained  in  the 
bill  under  the  Senate  heading  is  $10,368,295,  which  is  $2,022,492.44 
above  the  1947  appropriations  to  date  of  $8,345,802.56.  It  should  be 
stated  that  these  amounts  include  full  provision  for  certain  joint  con¬ 
gressional  committees  which  in  the  past  have  been  provided  for  under 
an  arrangement  whereby  one-half  of  the  funds  were  made  available 
to  the  Senate  and  one-lialf  to  the  House.  Similarly,  the  estimates  for 
the  House  include  full  provision  for  certain  joint  congressional  com¬ 
mittees.  This  arrangement  has  been  worked  out  between  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  its  purpose  is  solely 
one  of  simplification  in  accounting. 

Joint  Committee  on  Atomic  Energy. — Under  the  arrangement  for 
presenting  estimates  for  joint  congressional  committees  as  discussed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  estimates  submitted  under  the  Senate 
heading  include  full  provision  for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Atomic 
Energy  established  by  section  15  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1946. 
That  act  authorized  the  joint  committee  to  make  a  continuing  study 
of  the  activities  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  relating  to  the  development,  use  and  control  of  atomic  energy. 
During  the  fiscal  year  1947  the  committee’s  expenses  are  being 
financed  primarily  with  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  $50,000. 
The  joint  committee  submitted  to  this  committee  a  budget  for  1948 
in  the  amount  of  $190,620,  involving  a  total  of  25  positions.  This 
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budget  lias  been  thoroughly  considered,  and  the  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  envisions  a  staff  and  program  far  more  elaborate  than 
appears  to  be  absolutely  essential.  The  accompanying  bill  provides 
$50,000  for  expenses  of  the  joint  committee,  and  it  is  believed  that 
this  should  be  adequate  for  all  essential  needs.  A  detailed  discussion 
of  the  budget  request  appeal’s  on  pages  475  to  490  of  the  printed 
hearings.

A  total  of  $17,742,160  is  recommended  for  all  items  under  this 
head.  This  total  represents  a  decrease  of  $654,550  below  the  revised 
budget  estimates  contained  in  House  Document  287,  but  is  $1,668,520 
above  total  appropriations  for  1947.  By  far  the  greater  part  of  the 
increase  above  current  year  appropriations  is  attributable  to  additional 
staff  and  costs  arising  out  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress  and  the  Federal  pay  adjustment  acts.  The 
largest  single  increase  above  1947  is  in  the  item  for  salaries  of  com¬ 
mittee  employees  and  is  occasioned  by  reason  of  section  202  of  the 
Reorganization  Act  which  authorizes  each  of  the  18  standing  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  House  (other  than  the  Appropriations  Committee)  to 
employ  a  professional  and  clerical  staff  of  not  to  exceed  10  in  total, 
with  a  basic  salary  range  of  from  $2,000  to  $8,000  per  annum. 
Another  substantial  increase  over  1947  is  the  item  of  $548,750  for 
salaries  of  Members  and  Delegates  which  were  increased  effective 
with  the  beginning  of  the  Eightieth  Congress. 

The  items  for  salaries  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  House  and  the 
Senate  do  not  include,  as  heretofore,  a  detail  listing  of  all  the  positions 
appropriated  for  and  the  salary  of  each.  Inasmuch  as  these  positions 
and  the  salaries  therefor  are  all  statutory  the  repetition  in  the  ap¬ 
propriation  act  each  year  of  the  list  is  unnecessary  and  meaningless. 
The  language  of  the  accompanying  bill  provides,  in  a  lump  sum,  the 
amount  necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  of  all  persons  employed  under  the 
particular  appropriation  as  authorized  by  law. 

A  complete  list  of  House  positions  appropriated  for  and  the  salary 
of  each  as  provided  by  law  will  be  found  on  pages  408-412  of  the 
hearings. 

A  provision  in  the  annual  appropriation  act  for  each  year  (sec.  105 
of  the  1947  act)  has  made  permanent  law  of  all  changes  in  such  posi¬ 
tions  and  salaries  so  that  the  positions  detailed  in  the  1947  act  with 
the  salaries  attaching  thereto  are  the  permanent  law  and  the  provision 
as  carried  in  the  accompanying  bill  will  provide  for  the  same  positions 
and  the  salary  attaching  to  each  whether  such  salary  is  in  one  amount 
or  includes  additional  compensation  to  be  paid  so  long,  as  the  position 
is  held  by  present  incumbent.  In  such  a  case  the  additional  com¬ 
pensation  is  permanent  law  so  long  as  the  present  incumbent  is  in  the 
position  and  upon  his  replacement  the  salary  will  revert  to  the  old 
base  automatically.  Section  105  of  the  accompanying  bill  makes 
permanent  law  of  all  changes  in  salary  and  positions  which  are  pro-

vided  for  in  the  bill — in  a  few  instances  the  committee  has  included 
special  language  to  provide  for  such  changes  as  it  deemed  proper  to 
make — and  also  writes  into  permanent  law  the  provisions  with  respect 
to  changes  in  positions  which  have  been  adopted  by  resolution  of  the 
House  since  the  enactment  of  the  1947  appropriation  act.  The 
change  in  the  bill  is  purely  for  simplification,  makes  no  difference 
whatever  either  in  positions  or  salaries  provided  and  confers  no 
authority  whatever  on  officers  or  employees  to  make  changes  in  such 
positions  or  salaries. 

Before  proceeding  to  explain  the  action  of  the  committee  with 
respect  to  certain  appropriation  items  for  the  House,  the  committee 
wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  testimony  of  the  Director  of  the  Radio 
Room  in  the  Capitol  appearing  on  pages  503  to  513  of  the  printed 
hearings.  Mr.  Robert  Coar,  the  Director,  presently  operates  a  service 
providing  electric  transcriptions  and  recordings  for  Members  of  the 
House  and  Senate,  obtains  radio  broadcast  time  for  them,  and  related 
services.  Mr.  Coar  owns  all  of  the  equipment  and  facilities  used  in 
rendering  this  service  and  pays  the  personnel  involved.  Members 
are  charged  for  each  recording  or  transcription  made.  Mr.  Coar 
appeared  before  the  committee  to  submit  for  consideration  a  plan 
whereby  the  House  and  Senate  would  make  certain  appropriations  to 
the  extent  of  about  $25,000  a  year  to  operate  the  facility  as  a  service 
for  Members  of  the  two  Houses.  Under  this  arrangement,  the  cost 
to  Members  of  making  recordings  would  be  substantially  reduced. 
The  committee  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  thoroughly  study  the 
proposal  and  accordingly  suggests  that  the  appropriate  legislative 
committees  of  the  House  and  Senate  may  wish  to  consider  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  adopting  the  proposal  and  recommending  its  inclusion  in 
future  budgets. 

Committee  employees. — As  previously  noted,  the  Reorganization 
Act  of  1946  authorizes  each  standing  committee  of  the  House  (other 
than  the  Appropriations  Committee)  to  employ  a  staff  of  not  to  exceed 
10 — 4  professional  and  6  clerical.  The  authorized  basic  salary 
ranges  for  these  employees  are  $5,000  to  $8,000  for  the  professional 
staff  and  $2,000  to  $8,000  for  the  clerical  staff.  The  authorized  total 
number  is  180  positions  for  the  18  standing  committees  referred  to. 
As  of  May  1947, 122  of  those  positions  were  filled  at  an  over-all  average 
gross  salary  of  about  $6,460  per  annum.  The  estimate  includes 
funds  for  all  such  positions  on  the  maximum  basis,  that  is,  at  the 
maximum  rate  authorized  for  each  of  the  180  positions.  In  making  a 
reduction  of  $450,000  in  the  estimate  for  salaries  of  committee  em¬ 
ployees,  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  over-all  average  gross  salary 
for  the  180  positions  will  not  exceed  $7,500,  and  the  committee 
believes  that  an  allowance  of  this  amount  is  liberal. 

Furniture. — The  committee  recommends  $100,000  for  this  item,  a 
reduction  of  $25,000  below  the  estimate.  The  estimates  included 
funds  with  which  to  continue  the  annual  program  of  purchasing 
carpets  for  members’  offices.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this 
is  not  the  time  to  engage  in  buying  carpets  and  rugs  in  view  of  the 
current  shortage  of  rugs  and  the  inferior  quality  of  those  which  may 
be  available.  The  reduction  is  predicated  largely  on  this  opinion. 

Coordinator  of  Information. — The  budget  estimates  include  $65,000 
for  the  expenses  of  this  office  which  was  created  by  House  Resolution 
183  of  May  2,  1947,  to  provide  the  House  with  a  nonpartisan,  un¬ 
prejudiced  operation  of  digesting  the  mass  of  information  which  comes 
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in  to  Members,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  amount  of  work  a  Member 
has  to  do  in  order  to  get  a  grasp  of  all  phases  of  pending  legislative 
matters.  The  organization  of  the  staff  for  this  office  is  now  in  process 
of  being  completed.  Seven  positions  are  presently  filled  and  the  esti¬ 
mate  of  $65,000  contemplates  a  total  of  10  for  the  fiscal  year  1948. 
The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  activities  of  this  office  will 
duplicate  to  a  considerable  extent  some  of  the  activities  now  engaged 
in  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Service  and  in  effecting  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  budget  for  that  Service,  the  committee  has  taken  into 
account  the  allowance  of  $60,000  recommended  for  the  Coordinator’s 
Office. 

The  salary  scale  and  organizational  structure  of  the  offices  of  the 
House  have  not  been  reviewed  from  an  over-all  standpoint  for  many 
years.  In  each  of  the  last  2  years,  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
has  suggested  in  its  report  on  the  legislative  bill  that  this  matter  should 
receive  attention.  There  are  many  inequities  between  salaries  of 
various  employees  of  the  House  growing  out  of  changes  in  responsibili¬ 
ties  since  the  last  general  survey  and  piecemeal  increases  granted  here 
and  there.  A  few  instances  of  such  inequity  have  been  called  to  the 
committee’s  attention  this  year,  and  some  of  them  are  of  such  a  nature 
that  the  committee  has  felt  that  they  should  be  corrected  and  has  so 
provided  in  the  bill.  However,  the  committee  desires  to  call  attention 
to  the  urgent  importance  of  a  general  survey  by  the  appropriate  legis¬ 
lative  committee,  with  view  to  adj  usting  salaries  as  well  as  distribution 
of  functions  and  positions  to  meet  the  present-day  requirements.

The  bill  carries  an  item  of  $15,500  for  purchase  of  uniforms  and 
equipment  for  the  Capitol  Police,  which  is  an  increase  of  $6,100  over 
the  budget  estimate  and  the  current  year  appropriation.  The  Ser¬ 
geant  at  Arms  of  the  House  testified  that  the  Capitol  Police  Board 
recently  voted  to  urge  an  additional  appropriation  sufficient  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  replacement  of  overcoats,  blouses,  trousers,  shirts,  etc.,  for 
members  of  the  force.  The  committee  is  impressed  with  the  need  for 
this  replacement  program  and  has  included  the  necessary  funds  in 
the  bill.

For  the  offices  of  the  legislative  counsels  of  the  House  and  Senate, 
the  estimates  proposed  a  total  of  $180,000,  which  is  $50,000  above 
the  comparable  amount  for  the  current  year.  The  estimates  consist 
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of  $80,000  for  the  House  and  $100,000  for  the  Senate,  which  compares 
with  $60,000  and  $70,000,  respectively,  for  the  House  and  Senate  for 
1947.  The  committee  recommends  a  total  of  $160,000,  divided 
equally  between  the  House  and  Senate.

The  Architect  of  the  Capitol  is  charged  with  the  structural  and 
mechanical  care  of  13  buildings  including  operation  of  the  mechanical 
equipment  and  upkeep  of  surrounding  grounds  and  with  responsibility 
for  furniture  and  equipment  requirements  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  Budget  estimates  for  1948  total  $8,255,672  as  against  $3,586,788 
appropriated  for  all  purposes  for  1947,  or  an  over-all  net  increase  of 
$4,668,884  relating  principally  to  Library  of  Congress  construction 
and  equipment  proposals.  The  net  increase  of  $4,668,884  requested 
consists  of  $46,560  for  mandatory  within-grade  salary  advancements; 
$12,700  for  the  salaries  of  30  charwomen  who  replaced  committee 
janitor  positions  abolished  by  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act; 
$68,602  for  various  recurring  repair  and  maintenance  items;  $4,997,307 
nonrecurring  conduction,  equipment,  and  repair  items  principally 
in  the  Library  of  Congress;  offset  in  part  by  elimination  of  non¬ 
recurring  items  available  in  1947  amounting  to  $456,285. 

The  committee  is  recommending  a  total  of  $3,258,350  for  all  pur¬ 
poses,  which  is  $4,997,322  below  the  estimates  and  $328,438  less  than 
current  year .  appropriations.  As  indicated  in  more  detail  in  the 
following  paragraphs,  the  committee  has  with  two  exceptions  made 
only  minor  reductions  in  the  several  estimates  under  this  office.  The 
exceptions  are  the  items  involving  construction,  equipment,  and 
furniture  for  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Capitol  Building—  Eliminating  some  small  non-recurring  items 
totaling  $9,365  made  available  for  1947,  the  estimate  of  $499,500 
represents  an  increase  of  $33,827  over  the  current  year,  embracing 
$9,853  for  within-grade  salary  promotions  and  $23,974  for  several 
repair  and  maintenance  items.  The  committee  has  allowed  a  total 
of  $463,700,  or  $35,800  less  than  the  request.  The  amount  recom¬ 
mended  includes  increases  of  $8,353  for  within-grade  promotions; 
$1,700  for  substation  equipment  repairs;  $2,974  to  meet  increased 
costs  and  needs  in  maintaining  the  street  and  park  lighting  system; 
and  $2,500  for  deferred  repairs  to  certain  art  works  in  the  Capitol. 
The  committee  has  disallowed  the  requested  increase  for  painting  and 
reduced  the  annual  painting  allotment  $2,500  below  the  current  year 
in  the  belief  that  not  more  than  $12,500  should  be  provided.  The 
current  year  item  of  $15,000  for  plumbing  renewals  has  been  elimi¬ 
nated.  This  latter  item  and  the  $14,300  increase  requested  for  re¬ 
placing  certain  revolving  and  other  doors  have  been  cut  from  the 
budget  without  prejudice  but  the  committee  did  not  wish  to  approve 
increases  involving  competitive  construction  materials  at  present  high 
prices  unless  absolutely  essential  to  do  so. 
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Capitol  Grounds. — The  committee  has  reduced  the  budget  estimate 
of  $181,000  by  $3,500,  allowing  $177,500.  A  requested  increase  of 
$1,550  to  reconstruct  the  west  driveway  entrance  at  the  New  House 
Office  Building  has  been  specifically  denied.  This  can  wait.  The 
remainder  of  the  reduction  has  been  applied  to  partial  absorption  of 
within-grade  salary  advancements. 

Senate  Office  Building. — The  committee  has  included  in  the  bill  the 
full  budget  estimate  of  $492,100  for  this  building.  In  accordance 
with  custom,  no  hearings  were  held  on  this  item  and  determination 
of  needs  for  maintaining  the  building  has  been  left  to  the  Senate. 

House  Office  Buildings. — For  maintaining  these  two  buildings  during 
fiscal  year  1948,  the  committee  recommends  $665,000  which  is  $3,000 
below  the  estimate  but  $16,944  above  the  current-year  appropriation. 
The  committee  lias  allowed  the  increase  of  $12,700  requested  to  carry 
on  a  full-year  basis,  30  charwomen  provided  for  by  a  supplemental 
appropriation  for  the  last  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1947.  All  but  $3,000 
of  the  $7,244  additional  request  for  within-grade  salary  advancements 
has  been  approved;  absorption  of  this  small  amount  should  not  be 
difficult. 

At  the  hearings  the  Architect  requested  the  committee  to  add 
$32,000 — not  submitted  in  rhe  formal  budget  estimates — to  this 
item  for  painting  corridors,  Members’  officers  and  committee  rooms. 
It  was  testified  that  a  recent  resurvey  was  made  of  painting  needs 
because  of  a  heavy  turn-over  in  occupancy  of  committee  rooms  and 
offices,  and  that  a  total  of  $57,000  was  desired  to  take  care  of  paint¬ 
ing.  The  present  allotment  is  $25,000,  whereas  the  prewar  allotment 
ranged  from  $30,000  to  $35,000  annually.  Furthermore,  painting 
costs  have  increased  substantially  thus  reducing  the  relative  buying 
power  of  the  allotment.  The  committee  recognizes  the  desirability 
of  making  adequate  provision  for  painting  needs,  but  does  not  feel 
warranted  under  existing  stringent  fiscal  conditions  in  granting  the 
request  and,  accordingly,  has  not  included  the  increase  .in  the  bill. 

Capitol  Power  Plant. —  The  committee  recommends  $1,056,650  for 
this  item  which  allows  increases  over  the  current  year  totaling  $63,272, 
but  owing  to  elimination  of  several  nonrecurring  items  available  in 
the  current  year,  is  $61,828  less  than  the  1947  appropriation.  The 
principal  increase  allowed  is  $54,120  to  meet  increased  coal  costs  due 
to  increased  prices.  More  than  half  of  the  total  budgeted  for  this 
plant  is  for  coal  supplies.  The  request  to  replace  three  pick-up  trucks 
has  been  reduced  by  one. 

Library  buildings  and  grounds. —  This  general  heading  embraces  four 
appropriations  under  which  funds  are  provided  to  the  Architect  of  the 
Capitol  to  enable  him  to  provide  for  the  structural  and  mechanical 
care  of  the  Library  buildings  including  operation  of  mechanical  equip¬ 
ment,  the  Library  grounds,  and  for  supplying  furniture  and  equipment 
for  the  Library,  as  follows: 

Salaries. — The  committee  recommends  $180,000  for  this  item, 
which  is  $1,200  below  the  estimate  and  represents  a  disallowance  of 
part  of  the  increase  for  within-grade  salary  advancements.  This  can 
be  absorbed. 

Salaries,  Sunday  opening. — The  budget  estimate  of  $14,700  has 
been  approved  in  full,  representing  a  continuation  at  the  1947  -level. 
This  item  includes  funds  for  mechanical  personnel  necessary  to  keep¬ 
ing  the  Library  buildings  open  every  Sunday.  The  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  salary  appropriation  includes  funds  for  other  than  mechanical 
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personnel  necessary  to  the  Sunday  operation.  The  committee  believes 
that  there  may  be  some  room  for  economy  in  this  joint  operation 
through  an  arrangement  whereby  the  workweek  of  the  necessary  reg¬ 
ular  full-time  employees  of  the  Architect’s  Office  and  the  Library  of 
Congress  could  be  staggered  or  so  prescribed  as  to  include  Sunday. 
This  would  obviate  the  need  for  payment  of  overtime  compensation. 
The  committee  therefore  suggests  that  the  Architect  and  the  Librarian 
explore  all  possibilities  in  this  respect  and  make  whatever  workable 
adjustments  that  will  result  in  economy. 

General  repairs,  etc. — The  budget  estimate  for  this  item  totals 
$4,782,300,  a  net  increase  of  $4,595,200  over  the  current  year.  The 
committee  recommends  a  total  of  $57,050.  The  estimate  is  composed 
of  $37,000  for  ordinary  annual  expenses  and  $4,745,300  for  special 
nonrecurring  improvements,  replacements,  and  repairs  to  the  Library 
buildings.  The  principal  increases  embraced  by  the  budget  are  the 
erection  of  structures  in  the  northwest  and  southwest  courtyards, 
$2,916,800;  air-conditioning  of  book  stacks  in  the  main  building, 
$500,000;  completing  and  equipping  of  book  stacks  in  the  Annex 
building,  $770,190;  and  replacement  of  book  carriers  in  the  main 
building,  $250,000. 

Expansion  of  physical  facilities  as  contemplated  by  the  estimate 
is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  shelves  in  existing  space  for  the  Library’s 
expanding  collections  and  for  new  space  to  accommodate  its  staff 
and  users.  The  Library  administration,  as  indicated  more  fully  later 
in  this  report,  conceives  the  present  and  continuing  role  of  the  Library 
to  be  that  of  a  national  library — an  institution  that  would  constantly 
expand  in  terms  of  providing  additional  research  and  reference 
facilities  and  services  to  the  country  at  large.  The  structures  and 
other  major  improvements  and  replacements  encompassed  by  the 
present  estimate  would  be  in  pursuance  of  that  concept 

Aside  from  a  consideration  of  whether  the  Library  of  Congress 
shall  in  the  future  be  limited  to  a  library  for  the  Congress,  or  whether 
it  will  function  as  and  be  a  national  library,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  this  is  not  the  time  to  embark  on  such  an  ambitious  con¬ 
struction  and  replacement  program.  High  labor  and  material  costs 
and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  construction  materials  render  it  unwise 
to  engage  in  major  construction  work  now.  The  Architect  of  the 
Capitol  concurs  with  this  position.  Accordingly,  the  committee  has 
deleted  all  major  construction  and  repair  items  in  this  estimate  and 
as  previously  indicated,  allowed  a  total  of  $57,050.  This  amount 
includes  three  small  items  which  the  Library  testified  were  urgent 
and  which  the  committee  believes  should  be  provided.  They  are 
$5,000  for  pointing  coping  walls,  fountain,  and  stair  approaches  in 
the  grounds  of  the  main  building;  $12,500  for  railings  for  main 
stairways  as  a  safety  measure;  and  $4,250  for  improving  lighting 
facilities  in  the  Annex  Card  Division. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  conpnittee  does  not,  in  any  event,  view 
favorably  the  plan  to  place  additional  structures  in  the  existing 
courtyards  of  the  Library.  It  would  seem  that  such  construction 
would  work  permanently  to  the  disadvantage  of  operations  in  the 
existing  buildings  by  shutting  out  natural  light,  and  would  also 
unbalance  the  architectural  lay-out  of  the  existing  plant. 

Furniture,  etc—  The  budget  estimate  of  $243,800  includes  increases 
totaling  $227,800  for  new  furniture  and  equipment  for  additional 
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personnel  requested  in  the  estimates,  for  movable  partitions  to  create 
additional  offices  in  existing  space,  for  special  equipment  such  as 
file  cases,  motion  picture  equipment,  office  machines,  etc.,  and  $4,000 
for  increased  costs  on  the  ordinary  annual  items.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  committee  has  disallowed  practically  all  requested  increases 
in  personnel  in  the  Library,  there  is  of  course  no  need  for  additional 
office  furniture  for  that  purpose.  As  to  the  other  items,  the  com¬ 
mittee  believes  that  the  Library  should  be  able  to  get  along  without 
the  additional  equipment.  Accordingly,  the  $20,000  allowed  pro¬ 
vides  only  for  ordinary  annual  items  including  the  requested  increase 
of  $4,000  to  meet  rising  costs.

For  salaries  and  repairs  and  improvements  necessary  for  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  Botanic  Garden  the  committee  recommends  a  total  of 
$155,000,  of  which  $135,000  is  for  salaries  of  48  permanent  employees 
and  temporary  labor  and  $20,000  is  for  repairs  and  maintenance. 
The  only  increase  requested  was  $3,202  for  mandatory  within-grade 
salary  advancements  which  the  committee  has  reduced  by  $2,500  in 
the  belief  that  this  very  slight  amount  can  be  met  by  salary  lapses. 
The  number  of  Garden  employees  has  come  down  to  48  from  a  total 
of  57  in  1935  and  in  view  of  testimony  that  the  number  of  visitors  to 
the  Garden  this  year  is  expected  to  reach  almost  the  previous  high  of 
three-hundred-odd  thousand,  plus  increased  costs  of  supplies,  materials, 
and  other  contract  services,  the  committee  did  not  feel  disposed  to 
further  reduce  the  estimate  submitted.

For  all  items  under  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  budget  estimates  for 
1948  total  $11,362,500,  an  increase  of  $4,823,933  over  appropriations  of 
$6,538,567,  for  the  fiscal  year  1947.  The  accompanying  bill  carries  a 
total  of  $6,712,800,  a  reduction  of  $4,649,700  below  the  estimate  and 
$174,223  above  the  current  year.  Excluding  the  $500,000  increase 
allowed  by  the  committee  for  the  books-for-the-blind  program,  the 
bill  total  for  the  Library  is  $325,767  below  1947  appropriations.  In 
addition,  as  discussed  under  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  in  this  report, 
reductions  totaling  $4,950,250  have  been  made  in  the  estimates  for 
structural  and  mechanical  care  and  maintenance  and  construction  and 
improvement  work  relating  to  Library  buildings  and  grounds.  For  all 
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items  under  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  estimates  propose  2,933  posi¬ 
tions,  a  very  large  increase  of  1,263  above  the  present  authorized  total 
of  1,670.  In  1933,  the  Library  had  853  employees. 

In  his  general  statement  to  the  committee,  in  support  of  the  budget 
estimates,  the  Librarian  made  the  following  summary  statement  as 
to  the  general  philosophy  underlying  the  various  increases  proposed: 

I  should  like  to  emphasize,  by  returning  to  the  points  made  at  the  beginning, 
that  these  increases  are  attributable  to  (1)  the  need  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
Congress  for  a  specialized  service  beyond  that  which  we  give  to  the  other  users 
of  the  Library;  (2)  the  importance  of  the  Library  in  relation  to  the  national  security 
of  the  United  States;  (3)  the  need  to  achieve  economies  throughout  the  Govern¬ 
ment  by  providing  for  the  development  and  maintenance  of  one  comprehensive 
library  collection  and  providing  adequate  service  on  this  collection;  (4)  the  need 
to  meet  more  adequately  our  responsibilities  as  the  National  Library  of  the 
United  States;  (5)  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  tremendous  arrearages  which 
have  developed  in  order  to  prevent  further  waste  of  investments  already  made; 
and  (6)  the  need  to  provide  adequately  for  certain  operations  which  return  funds 
to  the  United  States  Treasury. 

When  the  committee  considered  the  estimates  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  the  fiscal  year  1947,  it  faced  a  situation  similar  to  that 
now  confronting  this  committee  as  basic  to  action  on  the  Library 
budget,  namely,  the  question  of  the  role  and  status  of  the  Library. 
Whether  the  Library  of  Congress  is  to  function  as  a  service  exclusively 
for  the  Congress  and  Government  agencies,  or  whether  it  should  be  a 
national,  and  even  an  international  library,  has  never  been  compre¬ 
hensively  spelled  out  by  Congress  in  substantive  law.  It  has  grad¬ 
ually  evolved  over  the  years  to  the  point  where  today,  in  many  re¬ 
spects,  it  functions  as  a  national  library.  Its  facilities  are  rather 
elaborate  and  its  services  many,  including  those  rendered  to  the  Con¬ 
gress,  to  the  various  departments  and  agencies  of  the  Government,  to 
the  libraries  all  over  the  world,  to  scholars  and  researchers,  and  to  the 
public  in  general. 

It  was  in  this  set  of  circumstances  that  the  committee,  in  reporting 
the  1947  legislative  branch  appropriation  bill,  stated  that  reductions 
imposed  in  the  various  estimates  were  made  without  prejudice,  and 
that  the  committee  would  be' obliged  in  the  future  to  take  similar 
action  (disallow  budget  increases)  until  such  time  as  a  definite  Library 
policy  is  established  by  the  Congress.  This  year,  the  committee  is 
faced  with  an  added,  and  perhaps  more  compelling  situation  bearing 
on  the  question  of  financial  provision  for  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Library.  The  need  for  reducing  to  barest  minimum  needs  the 
appropriations  for  all  branches  of  the  Government  is,  of  course,  urgent. 
This  single  factor  has  also  figured  prominently  in  the  committee’s 
decisions  on  the  Library  budget  for  1948. 

In  respect  to  the  matter  of  congressional  action  defining  by  sub¬ 
stantive  enactment  what  the  specific  character,  scope,  and  functions 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  shoidd  be,  the  Librarian,  acting  on  the 
strength  of  the  committee’s  position,  as  stated  in  its  report  on  the 
1947  appropriation  bill,  has  appointed  a  Library  Planning  Committee 
to  advise  the  Congress,  in  the  words  of  the  Librarian,  on  what  the 
country  thought  the  Library  was  and  what  it  thought  the  Library 
ought  to  be.  The  Librarian  submitted  the  report  of  this  informal 
committee  to  the  House  and  Senate  on  March  20,  where  it  was  in 
turn  referred  to  the  appropriate  legislative  committees.  Until  there 
has  been  action  on  this  proposal  the  committee  does  not  feel  war¬ 
ranted  in  approving  the  rather  grandiose  scheme  of  organization  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  budget. 
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In  view  of  all  of  the  foregoing  and  other  relevant  considerations,  the 
committee  has  denied  practically  every  increase  requested  by  the 
Library  and,  as  previously  indicated,  made  some  reductions  below 
the  current  year. 

As  a  part  of  the  facilities  for  making  use  of  the  Library’s  vast 
collections,  the  Library  lias  approximately  400  so-called  study  rooms 
and  study  tables.  These  rooms  are  assigned  to  scholars  and  research¬ 
ers,  including  representatives  of  government  agencies,  under  a  general 
Library  policy  which  limits  the  ordinary  period  of  occupancy  to  6 
months.  No  charge  is  made  for  use  of  the  rooms.  It  was  testified 
that  the  demand  for  the  use  of  these  rooms  and  tables  exceeds  the 
number  available.  The  period  of  occupancy  is  often  extended  beyond 
the  original  6  months.  From,  evidence  adduced  in  the  hearings,  and 
from  a  perusal  of  a  list  of  assignments  by  the  Library,  the  committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  a  closer  check  should  be  maintained  on  the 
period  of  occupancy  by  the  various  users  of  these  rooms  and  tables, 
to  the  end  that  abuse  of  the  privilege  will  be  stopped. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  might  be  persuasively  contended  that  a 
nominal  charge  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  rooms.  Certainly  anyone 
accorded  the  privilege  of  access  to  the  Library’s  vast  storehouse  of 
information  in  furtherance  of  some  particular  subject  matter  in  which 
they  are  interested,  should  not  object  to  a  nominal  charge  being 
assessed  for  usage  of  the  rooms,  and  the  committee  strongly  urges  the 
Librarian  to  give  this  matter  serious  study. 

The  committee  inquired  into  the  matter  of  reclassification  and  up¬ 
grading  of  positions  in  the  Library,  of  which  there  has  been  a  great 
deal.  A  full  statement  with  respect  to  this  matter  appears  on  pages 
102  and  103  of  the  printed  hearings.  The  committee  feels  that  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  perhaps  overorganized — there  are  too  many 
departments  and  divisions  with  correspondingly  higher  positions. 
This  situation  is  related  to  the  reclassification  program  and  is  one 
of  its  direct  products.  The  committee  has  disallowed  all  increases 
requested  in  the  1948  estimates  to  pay  for  reclassifications  which  have 
already  been  placed  in  effect  since  the  last  budget  was  approved  and 
serves  notice  on  the  Library  that  under  existing  conditions,  the  com¬ 
mittee  "will  not  be  disposed  to  look  with  favor  on  any  further  upgrading 
which  is  attendant  to  further  reorganization. 

The  committee  inquired  into  the  matter  of  certain  top  officials  of 
the  Library  receiving  compensation  greater  than  the  $10,000  provided 
by  statute  for  the  Librarian.  Many  years  ago  several  grants  of  funds 
were  made  to  the  Library  by  private  persons  and  organizations  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  honorariums  to  occupants  of  certain  Library 
positions  in  addition  to  their  Federal  salary  for  such  positions.  The 
basic  objective  of  the  donors  was  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Library 
to  employ  persons  of  outstanding  competence  in  various  fields  of 
knowledge  at  a  time  when  the  salary  levels  were  deemed  too  low  to 
attract  such  individuals.  These  honorariums  were  established  in  the 
period  between  1925  and  1936,  since  which  time  the  Federal  salaries 
for  the  positions  to  which  the  honorariums  attach  have  been  very 
materially  increased,  thus  eliminating,  in  the  view  of  the  committee, 
the  primary  reason  for  the  original  grants.  The  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  total  compensation  received  by  any  subordinate 
official  of  the  Library  should  not  exceed  that  of  the  Librarian,  namely, 
$10,000,  and  has  accordingly  included  a  provision  in  the  bill  prohibiting 
the  payment  from  appropriated  funds  of  any  salary  which,  combined 
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witli  an  honorarium,  exceeds  $10,000  per  annum.  The  committee 
desires  to  point  out  that  it  is  in  no  wise  opposed  to  the  granting  of 
honorariums  of  this  character  nor  should  this  action  be  construed 
as  in  any  wise  reflecting  upon  the  individuals  involved.  It  is  a 
matter  of  simple  justice  and  equity  to  the  head  of  the  Library. 

Pursuant  to  a  special  appropriation  approved  in  December  1941, 
the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  constructed  a  vault  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  as  a  depository  for  “valued  documents”  of  the  Congress. 
The  vault  was  used  for  the  purpose  indicated  until  1946  when  pur¬ 
suant  to  a  directive  in  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  the  papers 
stored  in  the  vault,  together  with  other  official  papers  of  the  House, 
were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  for  preservation.  Since 
that  time  a  mild  controversy  has  arisen  between  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  as  to  the  right  of  the  House  to 
store  papers  in  that  vault  which  may  not  necessarily  be  subject  to 
certification  as  “valued.”  The  Librarian  contends  that  the  vault, 
upon  transfer  to  the  National  Archives  of  the  “valued  documents” 
originally  stored  in  the  vault,  passes  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Librarian 
under  some  thin  interpretation  of  organic  statutes  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  vault  was  constructed  for  the  use  of  the  Congress  and 
the  question  of  the  Library  of  Congress  using  it  in  nowise  entered  into 
the  original  consideration.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  has  urgent  need 
at  the  present  time  for  the  use  of  the  vault,  and  the  committee  sees 
no  justification  whatever  for  the  Librarian  being  obstinate  about  it 
or  relying  on  some  long-winded  legal  dissertation  as  to  who  rightly 
has  legal  “title”  to  the  facility.  It,  therefore,  directs  the  Librarian 
to  forthwith  cease  and  desist  from  interfering  with  the  use  of-the  vault 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

The  Librarian  requested  the  committee  to  include  language  in  the 
bill  making  appropriations  of  the  Library  available  for  transfer  to 
appropriate  agencies  of  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  investi¬ 
gating  the  loyalty  of  Library  employees.  The  committee  has  included 
the  language  requested  and  will  expect  the  Library  to  take  full  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  authority  to  be  certain  of  removal  from  the  Library’s 
rolls  of  any  employee  of  even  remotely  questionable  loyalty,  and 
intends  to  inquire  into  the  matter  further  in  connection  with  the 
1949  budget. 

Salaries,  Library  proper. — The  bill  carries  $2,499,600  for  this 
appropriation,  which  provides  for  the  major  part  of  the  personnel  of 
the  Library,  with  the  exception  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Service 
and  the  Copyright  Office.  The  amount  granted  represents  a  reduction 
of  $2,295,600  below  the  budget,  representing  denial  of  practically  all 
of  the  980  additional  positions  requested.  The  net  increase  of  $1 17,600 
granted  by  the  committee  over  current  appropriations  includes 
provision  for  approximately  19  positions  to  establish  a  new  Division 
of  Science  and  Technology.  The  Office  of  Naval  Research  and  the 
Joint  Research  and  Development  Board  of  the  Army  and  Navy  pre¬ 
sented  testimony  to  the  committee  urging  approval  of  this  activity 
for  which  46  new  positions  were  requested,  but  which  the  Librarian 
indicated  could  be  undertaken  on  a  more  moderate  scale.  An  increase 
of  $115,500  has  been  allowed  to  meet  in  part  the  additional  cost  of 
mandatory  withing-rade  salary  advances.  A  few  existing  position? 
have  been  eliminated.  The  following  table,  which  is  on  a  gross  salary 
basis  whereas  the  estimate  contemplates  a  lapse  of  25  percent  due  to 
delay  in  filling  new  positions,  reflects  by  organizational  units  the  exist- 
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mg  positions,  the  additional  positions  requested,  and  the  increases  or 
decreases  approved  by  the  committee:

Copyright  Office,  salaries. — The  committee  has  allowed  $520,500  for 
salaries  of  the  operation  of  the  Copyright  Office  during  1948,  repre¬ 
senting  a  reduction  of  $215,400  below  the  budget  request,  and  $71,425 
below  the  current  year  appropriation.  Increases  totaling  $143,975, 
including  $99,709  for  41  new  positions,  have  been  denied.  Operating 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Copyright  Act,  this  office  records  and 
indexes  all  copyright  applications,  assignments,  and  renewals,  and 
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supplies  information  to  the  public  on  copyright  matters.  Under  the 
law,  the  office  is  required  to  charge  a  fee  for  certain  of  its  services. 
These  fees  were  established  by  statute  many  years  ago  and  are  woe¬ 
fully  inadequate  to  cover  present-day  costs.  They  are  badly  in  need 
of  revision,  and  the  head  of  this  office  testified  that  a  study  is  cur¬ 
rently  being  made  to  assemble  the  facts  necessary  to  support  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  Congress  for  an  upward  Revision  of  the  schedule  of  fees. 
In  years  passed,  cash  fees  exceeded  cost  of  operations,  excluding  the 
copyright  catalog.  In  1946  actual  fees  collected  were  $379,738,  against 
expenses  of  $381,087.  As  a  result  of  a  substantial  increase  granted 
for  this  office  in  the  1947  appropriation  bill,  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  1947  for  operating  costs  will  approximate  $644,800,  whereas  fees 
are  estimated  at  about  $441,800.  In  addition  to  the  collection  of  cash 
fees,  the  office  receives  a  copy  of  each  book,  motion-picture  film,  or 
other  document  on  which  a  copyright  application  is  filed  and  for  which 
a  copyright  is  granted.  The  estimated  value  of  these  materials,  which 
are  added  to  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Library,  brings  the  total 
estimated  income  from  Copyright  Office  operations  considerably  above 
the  cash  outlay  for  operating  expenses. 

Upgrading  or  reclassification  of  employees  in  the  Copyright  Office 
has  been  a  contributing  factor  to  increased  costs,  as  have  the  two  pay 
acts  of  1945  and  1946,  making  upward  adjustments  of  salaries  of  all 
Federal  employees. 

The  committee  strongly  urges  that  the.  study  currently  being  made 
of  fees  charged  for  searches  be  expedited  to  the  fullest  extent  possible, 
to  the  end  that  an  early  recommendation  with  respect  thereto  will 
be  made  to  the  Congress.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there 
is  a  degree  of  inefficiency  existing  in  the  present  operations  of  this 
office.  The  reduction  effected  in  the  budget  estimate  is  predicated 
in  part  on  this  factor  and  on  the  premise  that  a  concerted  and  deter¬ 
mined  effort  will  be  made  forthwith  to  further  review  existing  pro¬ 
cedures  and  activities  to  eliminate  those  which  are  not  absolutely 
essential.  Fees  for  1948  fiscal  year  are  currently  estimated  at 
$508,000,  so  that  if  the  committee’s  recommendations  are  adopted, 
the  entire  operation  should  be  substantially  self-supporting  in  1948. 

Legislative  Reference  Service. — For  this  item,  the  budget  estimate 
was  $650,000,  which  is  the  full  amount  authorized  for  1948  by  section 
203  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act.  The  appropriation  for 
the  current  year  is  $475,000.  The  committee  has  reduced  the  budget 
estimate  by  $350,000,  allowing  $300,000.  The  principal  purpose  of 
the  increase  of  $175,000  proposed  by  the  Library  above  the  current 
year  appropriation,  was  for  the  addition  of  42  new  positions,  of  which 
7  would  be  at  the  rate  of  $9,975  per  year,  4  at  $8,179  per  year,  5  at 
$5,905  per  year,  10  at  $3,397  per  year,  and  7  at  $2,645  per  year.  All 
of  the  foregoing  are  in  the  professional  classification,  and  to  this 
number,  a  total  of  nine  in  the  clerical  grades  is  added.  At  the  present 
time,  there  are  a  total  of  136  authorized  positions  in  the  Legislative 
Reference  Service,  of  which  approximately  115  are  occupied.  In 
1946  there  were  approximately  60  employees. 

The  committee  inquired  at  some  length  into  the  activities  of  the 
Legislative  Reference  Service.  A  function  of  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Service  which  is  currently  emphasized,  and  which  the  proposed 
increase  would  further  augment,  is  in  the  zone  of  high-grade  specialists 
who  would  work  with  the  various  committees  of  the  two  Houses. 
There  is  a  table  appearing  on  pages  229  and  230  of  the  printed  hearings 
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reflecting,  by  committees,  the  research  staff  assigned  to  the  various 
subject  matter  fields  corresponding  with  congressional  committees, 
and  the  additional  staff  which  it  is  proposed  would  be  assigned  to  such 
fields.  The  plan  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Service  is  to  synchronize 
its  staffing  and  work  with  that  of  the  committee  staffs.  Under  this 
arrangement,  one  would  be  complementary  to  the  other. 

The  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  authorizes  each  standing  com¬ 
mittee  to  appoint  a  professional  staff  of  not  to  exceed  4,  in  addition  to 
a  clerical  staff  of  not  to  exceed  6,  or  a  total  of  10.  The  salary  range 
authorized  for  the  professional  and  clerical  staffs  of  each  committee 
is  such  as  to  permit  the  organization  of  a  high-quality  staff,  and 
the  accompanying  bill  carries  funds  adequate  to  enable  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  full  staff  authorized  for  such  committees.  In  this  con¬ 
nection,  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  while 
the  Legislative  Reference  Service  has  a  very  substantial  number 
of  these  specialists  and  their  professional  assistants  assigned  for  as¬ 
sistance  to  committee  staffs,  many  of  the  standing  committees  are  not 
utilizing  these  specialists  to  any  great  extent.  In  some  cases,  it  is 
understood  that  hardly  any  use  at  all  is  made  of  the  Reference 
Service.  In  view  of  these  circumstances,  the  committee  does  not 
believe  that  there  is  any  need  for  expanding  the  Legislative  Reference 
Service,  or  of  continuing  it  at  the  present  level. 

Another  matter  bearing  on  the  activities  of  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Service  is  the  establishment  by  House  Resolution  183,  adopted 
May  2,  1947,  of  the  Office  of  Coordinator  of  Information  for  the  House. 
The  functions  and  activities  of  the  Coordinator,  for  which  provision  is 
made  in  the  accompanying  bill,  are  in  the  same  general  field  as  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service  functions,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  there  is  a  substantial  area  of  duplication.  Such  duplication 
must,  of  course,  be  avoided,  and  this  accounts  for  some  of  the  reduc¬ 
tions  effected  by  the  committee  in  the  budget  estimate  for  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service. 

Accordingly,  the  committee  has  granted  a  total  of  $300,000  for  the 
Legislative  Reference  Service,  and  believes  that  this  will  take  care  of 
all  essential  needs  of  this  activity. 

Distribution  of  'printed  cards. — The  committee  has  allowed  $350,000 
for  this  item  to  cover  the  distribution  of  printed  catalog  cards  and 
other  publications  of  the  Library  to  thousands  of  American  libraries. 
This  is  $33,200  below  the  budget  request  but  $6,000  over  the  current 
year  appropriation,  the  increase  allowTed  being  for  mandatory  within- 
grade  salary  advancements. 

This  activity  has  been  in  operation  about  45  years,  under  authority 
of  a  statute  which  provides  that  the  Librarian  of  Congress — 

may  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  individuals  as  may  desire  to  buy  them,  such 
copies  of  the  card  indexes  and  other  publications  of  the  Library  as  may  not  be 
required  for  its  ordinary  transactions,  and  charge  for  the  same,  a  price  which  will 
cover  their  cost  and  10  per  centum  added,  and  all  moneys  received  by  him  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

The  “cost”  of  a  printed  card  is  determined  by  taking  the  actual 
cost  of  printing  the  extra  cards  to  be  sold,  adding  the  distribution 
cost,  and  to  the  sum  of  the  two,  10  percent  is  added  to  arrive  at  the 
sales  price.  The  cost  of  the  initial  card  for  any  particular  title  is  not 
prorated  to  extra  copies  of  that  card  when  sold  to  libraries  and  others 
desiring  to  secure  them.  Thus  the  return  to  the  Treasury  under  this 
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arrangement  does  not  recapture  any  portion  of  the  original  cataloging 
cost  necessary  in  producing  the  first  card.  It  is  contended  by  the 
Librarian  that  such  a  proration  should  not  be  made  inasmuch  as  the 
Library  would  incur  the  cost  of  cataloging  and  printing  the  first  card 
for  its  own  operations. 

It  may  well  have  been  the  original  intent  under  this  statute  that  the 
charge  for  cards  sold  would  be  computed  as  it  is  now  being  done. 
However,  the  committee  can  see  no  valid  reason  why  the  recipients 
of  this  service  should  not  be  required  to  bear  some  equitable  portion 
of  the  true  cost  of  producing  the  finished  product.  Certainly  this 
view  carries  added  weight  at  a  time  when  the  Federal  Government  is 
saddled  with  a  $258,000,000,000  debt.  Tbe  committee,  therefore, 
strongly  urges  that  the  Library  immediately  initiate  steps  to  revise 
tbe  price  structure  for  cards  to  include  a  fair  portion  of  the  initial 
cataloging  cost.  It  would  appear  that  the  existing  law,  as  quoted 
above,  affords  adequate  substantive  legal  basis  for  this  arrangement. 

Index  to  State  legislation. — Tbe  committee  recommends  $50,000  for 
this  item,  or  $53,000  less  than  the  budget  of  $103,000,  which  latter 
amount  represented  a  small  increase  over  the  current  year.  The 
statutory  authorization  for  this  activity  (2  U.  S.  C.  164-165)  directs 
the  Librarian — 

to  prepare  biennually  an  index  to  the  legislation  of  the  States  of  the  United  States 
enacted  during  the  biennium,  together  with  a  supplemental  digest  of  the  most 
important  legislation  of  the  period. 

The  activity  has  been  expanded,  however,  to  include  a  State  bill 
and  law  service  which  indexes  every  bill  introduced  in  every  State 
legislature  of  the  Nation.  The  committee  cannot  see  the  necessity 
for  the  Federal  Government  indexing  and  digesting  every  bill  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  several  State  legislatures  and  the  reduction  imposed  is 
directed  at  that  activity.  Also,  overhead  expense  under  this  activity 
appears  to  be  unduly  high  and  the  committee  suggests  that  some  of 
the  reduction  be  applied  thereto.  As  proposed  by  the  Library,  the 
committee  has  included  hi  the  bill  language  which  would  make  this 
appropriation  available  for  a  2-year  period  to  correspond  with  the 
cycles  of  State  legislature  sessions;  it  was  testified  that  this  provision 
would  permit  more  economical  operation. 

Union  Catalogs. — The  committee  is  recommending  $61,000  for  this 
item  which  involves  the  development  and  maintenance  of  a  National 
Union  Catalog  to  record  the  location  of  each  title  possessed  by  thfe 
research  libraries  of  tbe  United  States  and  Canada.  Tbe  budget 
estimate  of  $222,800  included  an  increase  of  $120,400  above  the  1947 
appropriation  to  add  70  additional  people,  45  of  which  were  proposed 
to  be  devoted  to  filing  additional  cards  into  the  National  Union 
Catalog  from  other  union  catalogs  and  other  sources  in  order  to  have 
in  one  master  catalog  a  complete  inventory  of  tbe  holdings  of  libraries 
of  research .  materials.  An  additional  24-man,  1-year  project  was 
requested  for  editing  of  a  so-called  American  imprints  inventory  for 
eventual  inclusion  in  the  National  Union  Catalog. 

Prior  to  1947  when  $98,000  was  available,  the  largest  appropriation 
was  $53,266.  In  tbe  interest  of  economy,  the  committee  allowance  of 
$61,000  reduces  the  activity  to  approximately  the  1946  level  after 
taking  into  account  pay  act  salary  adjustments. 

Alotion-pidure  project.- — Two  years  ago  the  Congress  made  a  small 
appropriation  to  plan  a  motion-picture  project  in  the  Library,  which 
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envisions  a  central  storage  and  distribution  of  Government-owned 
films  as  well  as  a  depository  for  the  more  important  commercially 
produced  films,  in  order  that  they  might  be  preserved  for  reference  in 
years  to  come.  As  a  result  of  that  small  appropriation,  the  Library 
a  year  ago  requested  $153,000  to  begin  the  project  and  the  Congress 
approved  the  appropriation  of  $100,000.  The  project  has  now  de¬ 
veloped  to  a  point  where  the  committee  has  been  able  to  determine 
the  scope  of  the  plans  of  the  Librarian  with  respect  thereto,  and  it  is 
of  the  opinion  that  this  project  will  cost  an  amount  of  money  out  of  all 
proportion  to  its  value.  For  1948  the  Librarian  requested  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $370,500,  and  there  is  every  probability  that  this  amount 
would  necessarily  be  largely  increased  in  future  years  if  the  program 
were  carried  through.  The  committee  has  allowed  $85,000  for  1948 
and  desires  that  before  another  budget  is  presented  the  whole  matter 
be  restudied  with  a  view  to  (1)  determining  the  extent  to  which  it  is 
practicable  for  the  Government  to  carry  on  this  kind  of  activity,  and 
(2)  whether  or  not  the  Library  of  Congress  is  the  logical  agency  to 
administer  if  it  is  determined  that  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
such  a  purpose  is  necessary. 

Increase  of  Library,  general. — -The  budget  estimate  of  $570,700 
contemplated  an  increase  of  $200,700  over  the  1947  appropriation  for 
this  item,  the  principal  reason  for  the  increase  being  the  reopening  of 
various  parts  of  the  world  to  book  and  periodical  acquisitions.  The 
committee  recommends  $300,000,  or  $70,000  less  than  the  current 
appropriation.  This  is  a  2-year  fund  and  it  was  testified  in  the  hear¬ 
ings  that  approximately  $75,000  of  the  current  appropriation  will  be 
available  for  obligation  next  year  making  a  total  available  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $375,000.  The  present  estimate  of  the  expenditures  during  the 
current  year  is  only  $370,000  so  that  the  amount  allowed  is  in  terms 
of  availability  slightly  above  the  present  year  outlay. 

The  committee  is  fully  aware  of  the  need  for  making  adequate 
provision  for  purchases  of  library  materials  since  that  is  elemental 
and  basic  to  the  functioning  of  a  library.  However,  there  are  several 
reasons  why  the  committee  feels  that  it  has  been  quite  liberal  in 
allowing  the  amount  of  $300,000.  First,  the  Library  has  substantial 
arrearages  in  various  units  of  the  Library,  and  it  does  not  seem  par¬ 
ticularly  wise  to  embark  on  an  enlarged  acquisition  program  under 
those  circumstances.  Second,  the  committee  has  deleted  all  requested 
additional  personnel  for  the  Processing  and  Acquisitions  Departments 
through  which  additional  materials  coming  into  the  Library  must  be 
processed.  Third,  while  prices  of  materials  increased  during  the  last 
year,  it  should  be  noted  that  prior  to  1946  the  largest  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  in  recent  years  was  $248,000  in  1942.  Finally,  only 
about  12  percent  of  the  Library’s  acquisitions  are  by  purchase,  which 
means  that  something  like  88  percent  comes  in  bjr  exchange,  gift,  etc., 
and  the  volume  coming  in  by  the  latter  methods,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  arrearages,  will  perhaps  be  more  than  the  staff  recommended 
in  the  bill  can  handle. 

Increase  of  the  Law  Library. — The  budget  estimate  of  $150,000  pro¬ 
posed  an  increase  of  $25,000  over  the  current  year  for  the  purchase  of 
lawbooks  to  fill  gaps  in  the  collection  and  to  build  up  the  current  ma¬ 
terials  available  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  The  estimate  includes 
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a  total  of  $29,500  for  the  purchase  of  “early  imprints,”  both  foreign 
and  domestic.  The  committee  has  eliminated  these  items  entirely, 
and  in  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  economy  in  Federal  expenditures 
has  cut  the  estimate  by  $55,000,  allowing  $95,000  in  total.  This 
amount  is  as  high  as  any  recent  annual  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
prior  to  1946. 

Books  for  the  Supreme  Court. — In  view  of  the  urgent  need  for 
economy  the  committee  has  denied  the  $4,000  budget  increase  for  this 
item  and  has  allowed  $20,000,  which  is  the  same  as  the  current  appro¬ 
priation.  It  is  believed  that  the  amount  allowed  will  prove  adequate 
for  all  essential  purposes. 

Books  for  adult  blind. — The  budget  estimate  of  $1,125,000  for  this 
program  is  in  the  full  amount  authorized  by  Public  Law  661  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress,  approved  August  8,  1946.  The  committee 
has  allowed  $1,000,000  for  1948,  which  is  double  the  amount  available 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  reducing  the  estimate  by  $125,000,  the 
committee  has  applied  $74,000  to  personnel  and  travel  expenses,  since 
it  can  see  no  justification  for  increasing  the  staff  as  proposed  by  the 
estimate. 

The  committee  is  very  much  interested  in  this  program  and  desires 
to  financially  implement  it  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  consistent 
with  and  subject  to  the  restraint  necessitated  by  present  budgetary 
stringencies.  Contrary  to  action  on  practically  every  other  item  in 
this  bill,  the  committee  has,  as  previously  indicated,  doubled  the 
current-year  appropriation.  There  are  approximately  230,000  blind 
persons  in  the  United  States,  while  at  the  present  time  only  about 
24,000  talking-book  machines  are  available  for  their  use.  The 
$1,000,000  allowed  will  permit  the  purchase  of  about  250  Braille  and 
Moon  books,  about  160  talking  books,  and  approximately  7,000 
talking-book  machines,  and,  in  addition,  provide  for  repairs  on  old 
machines.  In  all  probability  this  is  as  much  as  can  be  expended 
economically  in  the  first  year  of  the  expanding  program. 

Printing  and  binding,  general. — In  allowing  $381,500  for  general 
printing  and  binding,  the  committee  has  disallowed  a  requested  in¬ 
crease  of  $333,700  and  continued  the  item  at  its  current-year  level. 
This  action  is  consistent  with  the  disallowances  of  the  committee  of 
all  requested  personnel  increases  in  the  Acquisitions  and  Processing 
Departments. 

Printing  catalog  title  entries,  Copyright  Office.—^ The  committee  has 
allowed  $35,000  for  this  item,  which  is  the  same  amount  available 
during  the  current  year,  and  $1,500  below  the  budget  estimate.  This 
is  a  small  reduction  which  the  committee  believes  to  be  in  order  as  a 
small  but  necessary  contribution  to  expenditure  reductions. 

Printing  catalog  cards. — In  allowing  $400,000  for  this  item,  the 
committee  has  denied  budget  increases  of  approximately  $313,000 
and  has  gone  below  the  1947  appropriation  by  $11,382.  The  substan¬ 
tial  increase  requested  for  this  item  is  based  upon  the  very  material 
increase  proposed  in  the  cataloging  work  under  the  Processing  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  committee,  having  denied  any  increase  in  the  latter 
department,  grants  no  increase  for  printing  of  cards.  As  proposed 
by  the  Library,  the  bill  carries  language  which  broadens  this  item  to 
permit  the  duplication  of  catalog  cards  by  methods  other  than  print- 
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ing,  in  order  to  avoid  necessity  of  carrying  stocks  of  particular  cards 
for  which  there  is  small  demand  and  for  which  reprinting  would  not 
be  economical.  It  was  testified  that  this  authorization  would  make 
for  a  more  economical  and  flexible  operation. 

Contingent  expenses. — The  budget  proposed  an  increase  of  $12,600 
over  the  1947  appropriation  to  enable  the  Library  to  rent  additional 
tabulating  equipment  so  as  to  introduce  economies  in  certain  opera¬ 
tions  now  performed  manually.  It  has  testified  that  about  $10,600 
of  this  increase  would  go  into  the  Processing  Department  for  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  cumulative  catalog,  and  since  this  document  is  sold  to 
libraries,  the  $10,600  would  be  reflected  in  the  sales  price  and  returned 
to  the  Treasury.  This  fact  persuades  the  committee  to  allow  a  total 
of  $40,000  for  this  item  and  to  direct  the  Library  to  install  the  tabulat¬ 
ing  equipment  as  proposed.  The  net  effect  is  to  impose  reductions 
of  about  $5,600  in  other  expenses  under  this  appropriation  as  compared 
with  1947. 

Photo-duplication  services. — This  is  the  item  which  the  Library  uses 
to  purchase  photocopies  of  materials  for  official  Library  use  and  for 
photocopying  newspapers  in  the  collection  which  are  in  a  state  of 
deterioration.  The  amount  of  $20,700  allowed  is  the  same  as  will  be 
expended  during  the  current  year  for  similar  purposes.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  of  $12,500  below  the  budget  represents  elimination  of  a  special 
equipment  item  budgeted  for  1947  and  which  the  Library  had,  in  its 
estimates,  proposed  to  convert  in  1948  to  photocopying  work. 

Penalty-mail  costs. — The  original  budget  estimate  was  $12,500  for 
making  payments  into  the  Treasury  for  penalty-mailing  costs  during 
1948.  In  a  supplemental  budget  estimate  contained  in  House  Docu¬ 
ment  294,  the  Librarian  recommended  an  additional  $16,500  for  1948, 
and  a  supplemental  of  $9,000  for  1947.  It  appears  that  the  original 
estimate  was  a  simple  projection  of  the  current-year  appropriation 
without  any  substantial  facts  regarding  the  true  cost  being  incurred 
for  this  purpose,  even  during  the  current  and  preceding  fiscal  years. 

The  committee  has  granted  the  full  amount  of  $29,000  requested. 
The  use  of  the  mails  is,  of  course,  basic  to  the  functions  of  the  Library, 
and  adequate  provision  should  be  made  therefor.  The  committee 
has  been  assured  that  the  somewhat  lax  method  of  keeping  track  of 
accruing  obligations  against  this  fund  has  been  remedied  and  that 
in  the  future  the  Library  will  be  able  to  know  exactly  what  its  ex¬ 
penditures  are  and  what  its  requirements  in  this  regard  will  be. 

Library  buildings,  salaries. — The  amount  recommended,  $495,000, 
is  the  same  as  available  during  the  current  year,  the  committee 
having  denied  requested  increases  totaling  $100,940  for  45  new  posi¬ 
tions  and  for  within-grade  salary  advancements. 

The  disallowance  of  $22,924  requested  increase  for  within-grade 
promotions  will  require  the  Library  to  absorb  this  mandatory  cost 
and  thus  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  effective  level  of  the  1947 
appropriation.  This  appropriation  finances  personnel  necessary  for 
the  custody,  care,  and  maintenance  of  Library  buildings  and  the  pro¬ 
tection  and  security  of  the  properties  contained  therein,  other  than 
the  personnel  under  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  who  performs  struc¬ 
tural  and  mechanical  work.  Seventeen  of  the  new  positions  requested 
were  for  additional  guards.  In  view  of  the  existing  value  of  the 
Library  collections  and  the  fire  hazard  which  exists  because  of  the 
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type  of  construction  of  the  main  building,  the  committee  directs  the 
Librarian  to  strengthen  the  guard  force  to  whatever  extent  is  necessary 
to  afford  adequate  protection  in  this  regard.  With  a  total  present 
personnel  of  321  authorized  positions,  the  committee  believes  that 
this  readjustment  can  be  made  and  provided  for  within  the  amount 
granted. 

Library  buildings,  contingent  expenses. — This  is  the  item  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  purchase  of  services  and  supplies  incidental  to  the  cus¬ 
tody  and  maintenance  of  the  Library  buildings  and  for  purchasing  and 
operation  of  passenger  cars  and  trucks.  The  committee  has  allowed 
$30,000  which  excludes  requested  increases  of  $15,500  and  goes  below 
the  1947  appropriation  by  $4,000.  The  reduction  by  the  committee 
is  attributable  in  part  to  the  urgent  need  for  economizing  in  opera¬ 
tions  and  to  the  disallowance  by  the  committee  of  funds  requested  for 
replacing  one  passenger-carrying  automobile.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  Library  now  operates  three  passenger-carry¬ 
ing  cars,  and  the  budget  language  requested  authority  to  enable  the 
Library  to  purchase  uniforms  for  the  chauffeurs  of  these  cars.  The 
committee  sees  no  valid  reason  why  the  Library  should  be  operating 
this  many  automobiles  and  strongly  suggests  that  the  Librarian  dis¬ 
pose  of  at  least  two  of  them.  The  Library  has  five  delivery  trucks 
which  the  committee  believes  are  necessary  for  present  operations.

Working  capital  and  congressional  printing  and  binding. — The  com¬ 
mittee  recommends  a  total  of  $14,520,000  for  this  item  as  against  the 
estimate  of  $24,900,000,  a  reduction  of  $10,380,000.  Of  the  total 
recommended,  $10,000,000  is  for  a  working  capital  fund  for  handling 
printing  and  binding  for  the  agencies  of  the  Government  and  is 
returnable  to  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  6  months.  The  remainder 
of  $4,520,000  is  for  congressional  printing  and  binding  and  for  costs 
of  printing  the  Federal  Register  and  supplements  to  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations.  The  Public  Printer’s  request  of  $24,900,000 
contemplated  continuation  of  the  working  capital  fund  at  its  current 
$20,000,000  level,  and  $4,900,000  for  congressional  printing,  etc. 

The  total  available  for  this  purpose  for  congressional  printing  in¬ 
cluding  the  Federal  Register  for  1947,  namely  $5,375,000,  compares 
with  an  estimate  of  $4,900,000  for  1948,  a  decrease  of  $475,000  as 
between  the  2  years. 

In  the  hearings  the  Printing  Office  volunteered  elimination  of  the 
$330,000  increase  requested  for  the  Federal  Register  which  the  com¬ 
mittee  lias  accepted  and  imposed  an  additional  cut  of  $50,000.  The 
Public  Printer  also  volunteered  a  reduction  of  $5,000,000  in  the  esti¬ 
mate  for  the  working-capital  fund  which  the  committee  has  accepted 
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and  made  a  further  reduction  of  $5,000,000.  A  summary  of  the  re¬ 
vised  expenditure  estimates  for  1947,  the  budget  for  1948,  and  the 
committee  allowance  is  as  follows:

With  respect  to  the  further  reduction  of  $5,000,000  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  the  working  capital  fund  it  should  be  stated  that  for  the 
fiscal  year  1941,  a  total  of  $4,720,000  was  available  for  this  purpose. 
By  reason  of  a  substantial  -supplemental,  $7,877,000  was  available  in 
1942,  and  the  largest  increase  came  in  1944  when  a  total  of  $24,225,000 
was  appropriated.  The  need  for  such  large  sums  was,  of  course, 
occasioned  by  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  volume  of  printing  dur¬ 
ing  the  war.  The  peak  year  for  printing  and  binding  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Printing  Office  was  1945  when  a  total  of  $77,309,000  worth  of 
business  was  done.  There  was  a  sharp  drop  in  1946  when  the  total 
was  $47,224,000.  For  the  first  9  months  of  fiscal  year  1947  the 
volume  amounted  to  $49,139,000  and  the  total  foi  the  year  may 
reach  $55,000,000  or  $60,000,000,  or  approximately  $5,000,000  a 
month.  In  view  of  reductions  in  the  printing  appropriations  and 
other  pending  budget  cuts  for  the  various  departments  and  agencies 
of  the  Government  for  1948,  it  seems  safe  to  conclude  that  the  volume 
of  printing  in  that  year  should  be  less  than  in  1947.  The  volume  of 
business  to  be  handled  determines,  of  course,  in  large  measure  the 
size  of  the  working  capital  fund  required.  '  Another  factor  is  the 
rapidity  with  which  collections  are  made  for  work  performed.  The 
Public  Printer  testified  that  there  is  some  difficulty  in  securing  prompt 
payment  by  departments  and  agencies  and  to  the  extent  that  this  is 
true  working-capital  requirements  are  higher  than  they  otherwise 
would  be.  Under  the  existing  arrangement  the  $20,000,000  working- 
capital  fund  must  be  returned  to  the  Treasury  not  later  than  12  months 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  it  is  made.  The  committee 
has  shortened  by  6  months  the  period  allowed  for  returning  the 
wor  ng-cauitrl  fund. 

Even  assuming  a  $60,000,000  volume  for  next  year,  or  a  monthly 
rate  of  $5,000,000,  the  $10,000,000  fund  recommended  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  bill  would  provide  for  a  60-day  operation  and  the  committee 
sees  no  valid  reason  why  departments  and  agencies  should  not  pay 
their  printing  bills  within  30  days.  The  Public  Printer  could  un¬ 
doubtedly  shorten  the  collection  period  by  the  simple  expedient  of 
refusing  to  accept  requisitions  for  printing  unless  the  department  or 
agency  concerned  pays  its  bills  promptly. 
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The  committee  inquired  as  to  the  number  of  personnel  engaged  in 
the  various  planning  and  overhead  divisions  in  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  but  the  time  situation  on  this  bill  did  not  permit  as 
extensive  an  analysis  of  this  matter  as  it  appears  to  deserve.  It  ap¬ 
pears  to  the  committee  that  there  may  be  some  unnecessary  adminis¬ 
trative  and  overhead  costs  attached  to  the  present  organization  and 
it  expects  to  look  into  the  situation  before  the  1949  budget  is  considered 
with  a  view  to  effecting  any  economies  which  may  prove  to  be  war¬ 
ranted. 

Language  recommended  by  the  Government  Printing  Office  in¬ 
cluded  a  new  provision  which  would  authorize  printing  for  the  Senate 
Library  $400  in  excess  of  the  existing  limitation  in  44  U.  S.  C.  168. 
The  committee  has  omitted  that  provision  from  the  bill  and  leaves  the 
matter  for  the  determination  of  the  Senate. 

Office  of  Superintendent  of  Documents. — A  total  of  $1,691,500  is 
recommended  for  the  expenses  of  this  Office,  $1,321,500  being  for 
|  salaries  and  $370,000  for  general  expenses  other  than  salaries.  These 
amounts  are  identical  with  funds  provided  for  the  current  fiscal  year, 
and  reflect  disallowance  of  requested  increases  totaling  $259,200,  of 
which  $198,500  was  for  100  additional  personnel,  principally  for 
handling  sales  business. 

This  Office  is  engaged  in  the  following  activities:  (1)  Sale  of 
Government  publications,  its  largest  single  activity;  (2)  compilation 
and  issuance  of  official  catalogs  and  indexes;  (3)  distribution  of  publi¬ 
cations  to  designated  depository  libraries;  (4)  distribution  of  publi¬ 
cations  for  other  agencies  of  the  Government;  and  (5)  distribution 
of  such  publications  for  Members  of  Congress  as  may  be  allotted  to 
them.  The  value  of  sales  of  publications  during  the  fiscal  year  1947 
is  running  about  44  percent  above  the  fiscal  year  1946,  and  this  is 
being  handled  with  a  substantial  increase  of  $280, 000,  granted  in  the 

1947  appropriation  act.  Sales  receipts  turned  into  the  Treasury 
during  1946  amounted  to  $1,355,087,  and  are  estimated  at  $1,700,000 
for  the  current  year. 

This  Office  is,  of  course,  purely  a  service  agency  and  has  no  control 
over  demands  made  upon  it.  However,  in  view  of  the  substantial  in- 
v  crease  granted  last  year  which  is  projected  into  the  committee’s 
)  recommendations  for  1948,  the  substantial  reductions  effected  in 
printing  appropriations  for  the  several  departments  and  agencies  for 

1948  which  will  lessen  the  number  of  new  publications  coming  into 
print,  plus  the  urgent  need  for  reduction  in  expenditures,  the  com¬ 
mittee  believes  that  this  Office  can  render  at  least  reasonably  good 
service  in  the  discharge  of  its  functions  with  continuation  of  its  appro¬ 
priations  at  the  current  level.  The  committee  has  noted  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  recently  installed  some  simplified  pro¬ 
cedures  to  secure  greater  efficiency  and  economy  in  performance,  and 
urges  that  further  and  continuous  efforts  in  this  direction  be  vigorously 
pursued. 

Penalty-mail  costs. — The  estimate  of  $438,000  for  penalty -mail 
costs  included  an  increase  of  $85,000  over  the  current-year  amount  to 
take  care  of  a  unit  price  increase  which  the  Post  Office  Department  is 
placing  in  effect  July  1,  1947.  The  committee  has  allowed  $400,000, 
a  reduction  of  $38,000,  and  believes  that  this  amount  will  prove 
adequate.  In  arriving  at  the  $400,000,  the  committee  took  into 
account  the  fact  that  there  was  a  substantial  unobligated  balance  in 
the  prior-year  appropriation.

Revision  of  laws:  For  preparation  and  editing  of  the 
laws  as  authorized  by  the  Act  approved  May  29,  1928 
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(1  U.  S.  C.  59),  $10,000,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  J udiciary.

Eor  deposit  in  the  general  fund  of  the  Treasury  for  cost  of 
penalty  mail  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  as  required  by 
section  2  of  the  Act  of  June  28,  1944  (Public  Law  364), 
$350. 

CAPITOL  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Capitol  Buildings:  Eor  necessary  expenditures  for  the 
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Capitol  Building  and  electrical  substations  of  the  Senate 
and  House  Office  Buildings,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Architect  of  the  Capitol,  including  minor  improvements, 
maintenance,  repair,  equipment,  supplies,  material,  fuel,  oil, 
waste,  and  appurtenances;  furnishings  and  office  equipment; 
special  clothing  for  workmen;  waterproof  wearing  apparel; 
personal  and  other  services;  cleaning  and  repairing  works 
of  art;  purchase  or  exchange,  maintenance  and  driving  of 
motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  office  vehicle;  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  $300  for  the  purchase  of  technical  and  necessary 
reference  books,  periodicals,  and  city  directory;  not  to  exceed 
$150  for  expenses  of  attendance,  when  specifically  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  at  meetings  or  con¬ 
ventions  in  connection  with  subjects  related  to  work  under 
the  Architect  of  the  Capitol;  $463,700. 

Capitol  Grounds :  For  care  and  improvement  of  grounds 
surrounding  the  Capitol,  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildings ; 
Capitol  Power  Plant;  personal  and  other  services;  care  of 
trees;  planting;  fertilizers;  repairs  to  pavements,  walks,  and 
roadways;  purchase  of  waterproof  wearing  apparel;  main¬ 
tenance  of  signal  lights;  and  for  snow  removal  by  hire  of 
men  and  equipment  or  under  contract  without  compliance 
with  section  3709  (41  U.  S.  C.  5)  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
$177,500. 

Legislative  garage:  For  maintenance,  repairs,  altera- 
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tions,  personal  and  other  services,  and  all  necessary  incidental 
expenses,  $24,300. 

Subway -transportation,  Capitol  and  Senate  Office  Build¬ 
ings:  For  repairs,  rebuilding,  and  maintenance  of  the  sub¬ 
way  system  connecting  the  Senate  Office  Building  with  the 
Senate  wing  of  the  United  States  Capitol  and  for  personal 
and  other  services,  including  maintenance  of  the  cars,  track, 
and  electrical  equipment  connected  therewith,  $2,000.

attendants  in  charge  of  ladies  retiring  rooms  at  $1,500  each, 
for  the  care  and  operation  of  the  Senate  Office  Building;  to 
be  expended  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  Archi¬ 
tect  of  the  Capitol;  in  all,  $492,100. 

House  Office  Buildings:  For  maintenance,  including 
equipment,  waterproof  wearing  apparel,  miscellaneous  items, 
and  for  all  necessary  services,  $665,000,  including  the  salary 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  House  Office  Buildings,  which 
shall  he  at  the  gross  rate  of  $7,373  per  annum  so  long  as  the 
position  is  held  by  the  present  incumbent. 

Capitol  Power  Plant:  For  lighting,  heating,  and  power 
for  the  Capitol,  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildings,  Supreme 
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Court  Building,  Congressional  Library  Buildings,  and  the 
grounds  about  the  same.  Botanic  Garden,  legislative  garage, 
and  folding  and  storage  rooms  of  the  Senate,  arid  for  air-con¬

services  of  regular  employees  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Librarian ;  in  all,  $350,000. 

INDEX  TO  STATE  LEGISLATION 
Salaries  and  expenses:  To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Con¬ 
gress  to  prepare  an  index  to  the  legislation  of  the  several 
States,  together  with  a  supplemental  digest  of  the  more

Increase  of  the  law  library:  For  the  purchase  of  books 
and  for  legal  periodicals  for  the  law  library,  including  pay¬ 
ment  for  legal  society  publications  and  for  freight,  commis¬ 
sions,  traveling  expenses  not  to  exceed  $2,500,  including 
expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings  when  incurred  on  the 
written  authoritv  and  direction  of  the  Librarian  in  the  interest 
of  collections,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  lawbooks,  and  all  other  material  for  the  increase  of  the 
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law  library,  $95,000,  to  continue  available  during  the  fiscal 
year  1949. 

Books  for  the  Supreme  Court:  For  the  purchase  of

of  the  Library  of  Congress,  and  purchased  by  the  Marshal 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief

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Copyright  Office,  and  the  binding,  rebinding,  and  repairing 
of  Library  books,  and  for  the  Library  Buildings,  $381,500. 

Printing  the  Catalogue  of  Title  Entries  of  the  Copy¬ 
right  Office:  For  the  publication  of  the  Catalogue  of  Title 
Entries  of  the  Copyright  Office  and  the  decisions  of  the 
United  States  courts  involving  copyrights,  $35,000. 

Printing  catalogue  cards:  For  the  printing  of  catalogue 
cards  and  of  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  catalogue  cards,  and  for  duplication  of  catalogue 
cards  by  methods  other  than  printing,  $400,000. 

CONTINGENT  EXPENSES  OF  THE  LIBRAE Y 
For  miscellaneous  and  contingent  expenses,  stationery, 
office  supplies,  stock  and  materials  directly  purchased,  mis¬ 
cellaneous  traveling  expenses,  postage,  transportation,  inci¬ 
dental  expenses  connected  with  the  administration  of  the 
Library  and  Copyright  Office,  including  not  exceeding  $500 
for  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings  when  incurred  on  the 
written  authority  and  direction  of  the  Librarian,  $40,000. 

For  personal  services,  paper,  chemicals,  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  supplies  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  photo- 
duplicating  machines  of  the  Library  and  the  making  of 
photoduplicate  prints,  and  for  the  purchase  of  photodupli¬ 
cations,  $20,700. 

Penalty  Mail  Costs,  Library  of  Congress:  For  deposit 
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in  tlie  general  fund  of  the  Treasury  for  cost  of  penalty  mail 
for  the  Library  of  Congress  as  required  by  section  2  of  the 
Act  of  June  28,  1944  (Public  Law  364) ,  $29,000. 

LIBRARY  BUILDINGS 

Salaries:  For  the  superintendent  and  other  personal 
services,  in  accordance  with  the  Classification  Act  of  1923, 
as  amended,  including  special  and  temporary  services  and 
special  services  of  regular  employees  in  connection  with  the 
custody,  care,  and  maintenance  of  the  Library  Buildings  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Librarian  (not  exceeding  $750)  at 
rates  to  he  fixed  by  the  Librarian,  $495,000. 

For  mail,  delivery,  including  maintenance,  opera¬ 
tion,  and  repair  of  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying 
vehicles,  telephone  services,  rubber  boots,  rubber  coats,  and 
other  special  clothing  for  employees,  uniforms  for  guards, 
and  elevator  conductors,  medical  supplies,  equipment, 
and  contingent  expenses  for  the  emergency  room,  sta¬ 
tionery,  miscellaneous  supplies,  and  all  other  incidental 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  custody  and  maintenance  of 
the  Library  Buildings,  $30,000. 

LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS  TRUST  FUND  BOARD 

For  any  expense  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Trust  Fund 
Board  not  properly  chargeable  to  the  income  of  any  trust 
fund  held  by  the  Board,  $500. 

Not  to  exceed  ten  positions  in  the  Library  of  Congress 
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may  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  202  of 
the  Independent  Offices  Appropriation  Act,  1948,  but 
the  Librarian  shall  not  make  an}^  appointment  to  any

WORKING  CAPITAL  AND  CONGRESSIONAL  PRINTING  AND 

BINDING 

To  provide  the  Public  Printer  with  a  working  capital 
for  the  following  purposes  for  the  execution  of  printing, 
binding,  lithographing,  mapping,  engraving,  and  other  au¬ 
thorized  work  of  the  Government  Printing  Office  for  the 
various  branches  of  the  Government:  For  salaries  of  Public 
Printer  and  Deputy  Public  Printer;  for  salaries,  compensa¬ 
tion,  or  wages  of  all  necessary  officers  and  employees 
additional  to  those  herein  appropriated  for,  including  em¬ 
ployees  necessary  to  handle  waste  paper  and  condemned 
material  for  sale;  to  enable  the  Public  Printer  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  law  granting  holidays  and  half  holi¬ 
days  and  Executive  orders  granting  holidays  and  half 
holidays  with  pay  to  employees ;  to  enable  the  Public  Printer 
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to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  law  granting  leave  to 
employees  with  pay,  such  pay  to  be  at  the  rate  for  their 
regular  positions  at  the  time  the  leave  is  granted;  rental  of 
buildings  and  equipment;  fuel,  gas,  heat,  electric  current, 
gas  and  electric  fixtures;  bicycles,  motor-propelled  vehicles 
for  the  carriage  of  printing  and  printing  supplies,  and  the 
maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  the  same,  to  be  used 
only  for  official  purposes,  including  operation,  repair,  and 
maintenance  of  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicles 
for  official  use  of  the  officers  of  the  Government  Printing 
Office  when  in  writing  ordered  by  the  Public  Printer;  freight, 
expressage,  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  furniture,  type¬ 
writers,  and  carpets;  traveling  expenses,  including  not  to 
exceed  $3,000  for  attendance  at  meetings  or  conventions 
when  authorized  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing; 
stationery,  postage,  and  advertising;  directories,  technical 
books,  newspapers,  magazines,  and  books  of  reference  (not 
exceeding  $750)  ;  adding  and  numbering  machines,  time 
stamps,  and  other  machines  of  similar  character;  purchase 
of  uniforms  for  guards;  rubber  boots,  coats,  and  gloves; 
machinery  (not  exceeding  $300,000)  ;  equipment,  and  for 
repairs  to  machinery,  implements,  and  buildings,  and  for 
minor  alterations  to  buildings;  necessary  equipment,  main¬ 
tenance,  and  supplies  for  the  emergency  room  for  the  use 
of  all  employees  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  who  may 
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be  taken  suddenly  ill  or  receive  injury  while  on  duty ;  other 
necessary  contingent  and  miscellaneous  items  authorized 
by  the  Public  Printer;  for  expenses  authorized  in  writing 
by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  for  the  inspection  of 
printing  and  binding  equipment,  material,  and  supplies  and 
Government  printing  plants  in  the  District  of  Columbia  or 
elsewhere  (not  exceeding  $1,000)  ;  for  salaries  and  expenses 
of  preparing  the  semimonthly  and  session  indexes  of  the 
Congressional  Pecord  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Printing  (chief  indexer  at  $4,951,  one  cataloger 
at  $4,537,  two  catalogers  at  $3,544  each,  and  one 
cataloger  at  $3,047)  ;  and  for  all  the  necessary  labor, 
paper,  materials,  and  equipment  needed  in  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  and  delivery  and  mailing  of  the  work;  in  all,  $14,- 
520,000 ;  to  which  sum  shall  be  charged  the  printing 
and  binding  authorized  to  be  done  for  Congress  including 
supplemental  and  deficiency  estimates  of  appropriations;  the 
printing,  binding,  and  distribution  of  the  Pederal  Register  in 
accordance  with  the  Act  approved  July  26,  1935  (44  U.  S. 
C.  301,  317)  (not  exceeding  $450,000)  ;  for  the  printing 
and  binding  of  the  supplements  to  the  Code  of  Pederal  Regu¬ 
lations,  as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  July  26,  1935  (44 
* 

U.  S.  C.  311),  $100,000;  the  printing  and  binding  for  use 
of  the  Government  Printing  Office;  the  printing  and  binding 
(not  exceeding  $5,000)  for  official  use  of  the  Architect  of  the 
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Capitol  upon  requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate ;  in  all 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $4,520,000 :  Provided,  That  not 
less  than  $10,000,000  of  such  working  capital  shall  be 
returned  to  the  Treasury  as  an  unexpended  balance  not  later 
than  six  months  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1948: 
Provided  further,  That  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
section  73  of  the  x\ct  of  January  12,  1895  (44  U.  S.  C.  241) , 
no  part  of  the  foregoing  sum  of  $4,520,000  shall  be  used  for 
printing  and  binding  part  2  of  the  annual  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  (known  as  the  Year-book  of 
Agriculture) . 

Printing  and  binding  for  Congress  chargeable  to  the 
foregoing  appropriation,  when  recommended  to  he  done  by 
the  Committee  on  Printing  of  either  House,  shall  be  so  recom¬ 
mended  in  a  report  containing  an  approximate  estimate  of 
the  cost  thereof,  together  with  a  statement  from  the  Public 
Printer  of  estimated  approximate  cost  of  work  previously 
ordered  by  Congress  within  the  fiscal  year  for  which  this 
appropriation  is  made. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1948  any  executive  depart¬ 
ment  or  independent  establishment  of  the  Government 
ordering  printing  and  binding  or  blank  paper  and  supplies 
from  the  Government  Printing  Office  shall  pay  promptly  by 
check  to  the  Public  Printer  upon  his  written  request,  either 
in  advance  or  upon  completion  of  the  work,  all  or  part  of  the 
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estimated  or  actual  cost  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  hills 
rendered  by  the  Public  Printer  in  accordance  herewith  shall 
not  be  subject  to  audit  or  certification  in  advance  of  payment : 
Provided,  That  proper  adjustments  on  the  basis  of  the  actual 
cost  of  delivered  work  paid  for  in  advance  shall  be  made 
monthly  or  quarterly  and  as  may  he  agreed  upon  by  the 
Public  Printer  and  the  department  or  establishment  con¬ 
cerned.  All  sums  paid  to  the  Public  Printer  for  work  that 
he  is  authorized  by  law  to  do;  all  sums  received  from  sales 
of  wastepaper,  other  waste  material,  and  condemned  prop¬ 
erty;  and  for  losses  or  damage  to  Government  property; 
shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit,  on  the  hooks  of  the  Treasury 
Department,  of  the  appropriation  made  for  the  working  cap¬ 
ital  of  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  be  subject  to 
requisition  by  the  Public  Printer. 

No  part  of  any  money  appropriated  in  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  to  any  person  employed  in  the  Government  Printing 
Office  while  detailed  for  or  performing  service  in  the  execu¬ 
tive  branch  of  the  public  service  of  the  United  States  unless 
such  detail  be  authorized  by  law. 

OFFICE  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  DOCUMENTS 

Salaries:  Por  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  assist¬ 
ant  superintendent  and  other  personal  services  in  accordance 
with  the  Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended,  and  com¬ 
pensation  of  employees  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
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of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  regulate  and  fix  rates  of  pay 
for  employees  and  officers  of  the  Government  Printing  Office”, 
approved  June  7,  1924  (44  U.  S.  C.),  $1,321,500. 

General  expenses:  For  furniture  and  fixtures,  typewriters, 
carpets,  labor-saving  machines  and  accessories,  time  stamps, 
adding  and  numbering  machines,  awnings,  curtains,  books 
of  reference ;  directories,  books,  miscellaneous  office  and  desk 
supplies,  paper,  twine,  glue,  envelopes,  postage,  carfares,

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  submits  the  following  report  in 
explanation  of  the  accompanying  bill  making  appropriations  for  the 
legislative  branch  for  the  fiscal  year  1948. 

SCOPE  OF  THE  BILL 

The  bill  embraces  regular  annual  appropriations  for  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  and  those  joint  services  and  activities  which 
by  law  or  custom  have  heretofore  been  considered  a  part  of  the 
general  legislative  establishment,  as  follows: 

(1)  Senate. 

(2)  House  of  Representatives. 

(3)  Capitol  Police. 

(4)  Office  of  Legislative  Counsel, 

(5)  Architect  of  the  Capitol. 

(6)  Botanic  Garden. 

(7)  Library  of  Congress. 

(8)  Government  Printing  Office. 

ESTIMATES  AND  APPROPRIATIONS 

The  estimates  of  appropriations  upon  which  the  bill  is  based  are 
contained  in  the  Budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1948  on  pages  3  to  26,  in¬ 
clusive,  as  revised  and  supplemented  by  subsequent  recommendations 
contained  in  House  Documents  Nos.  88,  194,  216,  287,  and  294.  It 
should  be  noted  that  the  estimates  for  the  House  and  Senate,  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  original  budget  estimate,  were  completely  supplanted 
by  revised  estimates  contained  in  House  Document  287.  This  re¬ 
vision  was  necessary  as  the  original  estimates  did  not  include  the  cost 
of  increased  compensation  of  employees  under  laws  passed  in  1945 
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and  1946  and  increased  costs  pursuant  to  the  Legislative  Reorganiza¬ 
tion  Act  of  1946.  As  Members  of  the  House  are,  of  course,  aware  the 
duty  of  the  President  in  transmitting  estimates  for  the  legislative 
establishment  is  purely  a  ministerial  function,  the  legislative  budget 
requirements  being  included  in  the  regular  Budget  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  reflecting  in  one  document  a  statement  of  over-all  fiscal 
requirements  for  the  operations  of  the  Federal  Government.  A  de¬ 
tailed  tabulation  of  appropriations  for  1947  to  date,  the  budget 
estimates  for  1948,  the  amount  recommended  by  the  committee  in  the 
accompanying  bill,  and  appropriate  comparisons  thereof  is  contained 
at  the  end  of  this  report.  For  convenience,  there  follows  a  summary 
of  such  amounts  by  major  segments  of  the  bill:

It  will  be  noted  from  the  foregoing  table  that  the  grand  total  of  the 
bill  is  $21,245,572  below  the  budget  estimates.  This  represents  a 
reduction  of  about  27.9  percent.  As  compared  with  appropriations 
for  1947,  the  bill  reflects  a  reduction  of  about  11.8  percent.  It  also 
may  be  noted  that  with  the  exception  of  three  very  small  items  in 
the  foregoing  table,  the  committee  has  effected  reductions  in  every  ( 
major  segment  of  the  bill.  This  fact  reflects  the  committee’s  deter¬ 
mination  to  comply  with  the  urgent  need  for  drastically  reducing 
appropriations  in  the  interest  of  contributing  toward  a  sound  govern¬ 
mental  fisckl  condition.  The  accompanying  bill  therefore  includes 
provision  only  for  those  functions  and  activities  which  appear  to  be 
essential  under  present  circumstances  for  the  operation  of  the  general 
legislative  establishment.  Excluding  the  increases  allowed  over  1947 
appropriations  for  the  Senate  and  Flouse,  the  bill  recommends  reduc¬ 
tions  of  $1 1,064,000  below  current  appropriations.  By  far  the  greater 
part  of  the  increase  of  $3,691,000  for  Senate  and  House  items  is 
attributable  to  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1946  and  the 
Federal  pay  adjustment  acts. 

As  a  result  of  its  consideration  of  the  budgetary  needs  for  the 
functions  and  activities  embraced  by  the  bill,  the  committee  is  per¬ 
suaded  to  believe  that  there  may  be  a  general  lack  of  efficiency  and 
economy  of  operation  in  the  administration  of  many  of  such  functions 
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and  activities.  General  administrative,  supervisory  and  other  so- 
called  overhead  costs  in  some  of  the  organizations  may  be  unduly 
high.  A  thorough  study  and  analysis  of  these  activities  very  probably 
would  reveal  overorganization,  duplication,  or  performance  of 
nonessential  activities.  Some  of  the  reductions  imposed  by  the 
committee  will  to  a  certain  extent  be  directly  instrumental  in  bringing 
about  an  improvement  in  this  respect.  However,  it  is  the  intention 
of  the  committee  before  the  budget  for  the  fiscal  year  1949  is  con¬ 
sidered  to  conduct  a  thorough  examination  of  the  organization  and 
management  of  such  agencies  with  the  view  to  effecting  the  greatest 
possible  degree  of  economy  and  efficiency  in  their  operations.

In  accordance  with  the  comity  existing  between  the  two  Houses, 
the  committee  has  excluded  from  its  consideration  all  items  which 
relate  solely  to  the  Senate.  No  hearings  were  held  on  such  items, 
and  the  bill  carries  the  full  amount  of  the  budget  estimates  as  con¬ 
tained  in  House  Document  287.  The  total  amount  contained  in  the 
bill  under  the  Senate  heading  is  $10,368,295,  which  is  $2,022,492.44 
above  the  1947  appropriations  to  date  of  $8,345,802.56.  It  should  be 
stated  that  these  amounts  include  full  provision  for  certain  joint  con¬ 
gressional  committees  which  in  the  past  have  been  provided  for  under 
an  arrangement  whereby  one-half  of  the  funds  were  made  available 
to  the  Senate  and  one-half  to  the  House.  Similarly,  the  estimates  for 
the  House  include  full  provision  for  certain  joint  congressional  com¬ 
mittees.  This  arrangement  has  been  worked  out  between  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  its  purpose  is  solely 
one  of  simplification  in  accounting. 

Joint  Committee  on  Atomic  Energy. — Under  the  arrangement  for 
presenting  estimates  for  joint  congressional  committees  as  discussed 
in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the  estimates  submitted  under  the  Senate 
heading  include  full  provision  for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Atomic 
Energy  established  by  section  15  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1946. 
That  act  authorized  the  joint  committee  to  make  a  continuing  study 
of  the  activities  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  relating  to  the  development,  use  and  control  of  atomic  energy. 
During  the  fiscal  year  1947  the  committee’s  expenses  are  being 
financed  primarily  with  a  supplemental  appropriation  of  $50,000. 
The  joint  committee  submitted  to  this  committee  a  budget  for  1948 
in  the  amount  of  $190,620,  involving  a  total  of  25  positions.  This 
budget  has  been  thoroughly  considered,  and  the  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  envisions  a  staff  and  program  far  more  elaborate  than 
appears  to  be  absolutely  essential.  The  accompanying  bill  provides 
$50,000  for  expenses  of  the  joint  committee,  and  it  is  believed  that 
this  should  be  adequate  for  all  essential  needs.  A  detailed  discussion 
of  the  budget  reques:  appears  on  pages  475  to  490  of  the  printed 
hearings.

A*  total  of  $17,742,160  is  recommended  for  all  items  under  this 
head.  This  total  represents  a  decrease  of  $654,550  below  the  revised 
budget  estimates  contained  in  House  Document  287,  but  is  $1,668,520 
above  total  appropriations  for  1947.  By  far  the  greater  part  of  the 
increase  above  current  year  appropriations  is  attributable  to  additional 
staff  and  costs  arising  out  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress  and  the  Federal  pay  adjustment  acts.  The 
largest  single  increase  above  1947  is  in  the  item  for  salaries  of  com¬ 
mittee  employees  and  is  occasioned  by  reason  of  section  202  of  the 
Reorganization  Act  which  authorizes  each  of  the  18  standing  com-  ( 
mittees  of  the  House  (other  than  the  Appropriations  Committee)  to 
employ  a  professional  and  clerical  staff  of  not  to  exceed  10  in  total, 
with  a  basic  salary  range  of  from  $2,000  to  $8,000  per  annum. 
Another  substantial  increase  over  1947  is  the  item  of  $548,750  for 
salaries  of  Members  and  Delegates  which  were  increased  effective 
with  the  beginning  of  the  Eightieth  Congress. 

The  items  for  salaries  of  officers  and  employees  of  the  House  and  the 
Senate  do  not  include,  as  heretofore,  a  detail  listing  of  all  the  positions 
appropriated  for  and  the  salary  of  each.  Inasmuch  as  these  positions 
and  the  salaries  therefor  are  all  statutory  the  repetition  in  the  ap¬ 
propriation  act  each  year  of  the  list  is  unnecessary  and  meaningless. 
The  language  of  the  accompanying  bill  provides,  in  a  lump  sum,  the 
amount  necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  of  all  persons  employed  under  the 
particular  appropriation  as  authorized  by  law. 

A  complete  list  of  House  positions  appropriated  for  and  the  salary 
of  each  as  provided  by  law  will  be  found  on  pages  408-412  of  the 
hearings. 

A  provision  in  the  annuhl  appropriation  act  for  each  year  (sec.  105 
of  the  1947  act)  has  made  permanent  law  of  all  changes  in  such  posi¬ 
tions  and  salaries  so  that  the  positions  detailed  in  the  1947  act  with  { 
the  salaries  attaching  thereto  are  the  permanent  law  and  the  provision 
as  carried  in  the  accompanying  bill  will  provide  for  the  same  positions 
and  the  salary  attaching  to  each  whether  such  salary  is  in  one  amount 
or  includes  additional  compensation  to  be  paid  so  long  as  the  position 
is  held  by  present  incumbent.  In  such  a  case  the  additional  com¬ 
pensation  is  permanent  law  so  long  as  the  present  incumbent  is  in  the 
position  and  upon  his  replacement  the  salary  will  revert  to  the  old 
base  automatically.  Section  105  of  the  accompanying  bill  makes 
permanent  law  of  all  changes  in  salary  and  positions  which  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  the  bill — in  a  few  instances  the  committee  has  included 
special  language  to  provide  for  such  changes  as  it  deemed  proper  to 
make — and  also  writes  into  permanent  law  the  provisions  with  respect 
to  changes  in  positions  which  have  been  adopted  by  resolution  of  the 
House  since  the  enactment  of  the  1947  appropriation  act.  The 
change  in  the  bill  is  purely  for  simplification,  makes  no  difference 
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whatever  either  in  positions  or  salaries  provided  and  confers  no 
authority  whatever  on  officers  or  employees  to  make  changes  in  such 
positions  or  salaries.  The  following  letter  from  the  Comptroller 
General,  sustaining  the  committee’s  position  in  the  matter,  is  herein 
reported  in  full  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  doubt  on  the  subject: 

Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States, 

Washington  25,  June  26,  1947. 

Hon.  Noble  Johnson, 

Chairman,  Subcommittee  on  Appropriations  for  the  Legislative  Branch, 

House  oj  Representatives. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman:  Consideration  has  been  given  your  letter  of  June 
25,  1947,  as  follows: 

“Attached  hereto  is  a  copy  of  the  proposed  legislative  appropriation  bill  for 
1948  and  a  copy  of  the  Legislative  Appropriation  Act  for  1947.  I  call  your  par¬ 
ticular  attention  to  section  105  of  the  1947  law. 

“It.  will  be  noted  that  the  proposed  1948  act,  with  respect  to  House  and  Senate 
items,  is  radically  different  in  form  from  the  1947  act  in  that  the  detailed  list  of 
positions  and  salaries  is  omitted. 

“The  question  is  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  the  proposed  bill  for  1948  will 
provide  for  any  salary  or  position  at  a  rate  or  in  a  manner  different  from  the 
provisions  of  the  1947  act  unless  there  is  a  specific  provision  in  the  1948  act  relating 
thereto. 

“To  cite  a  specific  example,  under  the  Office  of  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  House 
the  following  language  is  included  in  the  1947  act:  ‘superintendent  of  document 
room  (Elmer  A.  Lewis),  $3,960  and  $2,040  additional  so  long  as  the  position  is 
held  by  the  present  incumbent.’ 

“It  is  the  contention  of  the  committee  that  the  proposed  wording  of  the  bill 
will  not  affect  those  positions  specifically  set  out  in  the  1947  act,  will  authorize 
no  one  to  make  any  change  whatever  in  such  positions  or  rates  of  pay,  and  will 
not  confer  upon  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  House  or  any  other  officer  or  employee 
of  the  House  any  authority  to  make  adjustments  in  salaries  or  in  personnel  or 
in  titles  of  positions  which  he  does  not  now  have  and,  specifically,  the  law  in 
the  fiscal  year  1948  in  respect  to  the  employment  of  Elmer  A.  Lewis  will  be 
exactly  the  same  as  it  is  in  1947. 

“Any  specific  provisions  in  the  1948  act  relating  to  particular  positions  would, 
of  course,  make  changes  in  the  permanent  law  with  respect  to  such  positions, 
,but  unless  there  is  a  specific  provision  in  the  act  for  1948  relating  to  a  particular 
position,  the  1948  act  would  have  no  effect  whatever  on  the  salary  or  status  of 
such  position. 

“Your  advice  in  the  premises  will  be  appreciated.” 

In  the  appropriation  item  for  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  proposed 
1948  Legislative  Appropriation  Act,  under  the  heading  “Salaries,  officers  and 
employees,”  is  found  the  following  provision: 

“For  compensation  of  officers  and  employees,  as  authorized  by  law,  including 
increased  and  additional  compensation  provided  by  the  ‘Federal  Employees  Pay 
Act  of  1945,’  as  amended  by  the  ‘Federal  Employees  Pay  Act  of  1946,’  as  follows:” 

A  similar  provision  heads  the  item  covering  Senate  appropriations  for  salaries 
of  officers  and  employees.  In  the  1947  Appropriation  Act,  approved  July  1, 
1946,  Public  Law  479,  the  appropriations  for  “Salaries,  officers  and  employees,” 
gave  the  title  of  each  position  and  specified  the  salary  to  be  paid.  Section  105 
of  that  act  further  provided: 

“Sec.  105.  Whenever  any  office  or  position  not  specifically  established  by  the 
Legislative  Pay  Act  of  1929  is  appropriated  for  herein  or  whenever  the  rate  of 
compensation  or  designation  of  any  position  appropriated  for  herein  is  different 
from  that  specifically  established  for  such  position  by  said  Act,  the  rate  of  com¬ 
pensation  and  the  designation  of  the  position,  or  either,  appropriated  for  or  pro¬ 
vided  herein,  shall  be  the  permanent  law  with  respect  thereto,  and  the  authority 
for  any  position  specifically  established  by  such  Act  which  is  not  specifically  appro¬ 
priated  for  herein  shall  cease  to  exist.” 

A  provision  substantially  similar  to  said  section  105  is  contained  in  section  105 
of  the  proposed  Legislative  Appropriation  Act  for  1948,  except  that  the  language 
relative  to  positions  not  specifically  appropriated  for  is  omitted.  It  is  under¬ 
stood  that  the  specific  salaries  set  out  in  the  1947  act  were  augmented  by  the 
increases  authorized  by  sections  501  and  502  of  the  Federal  Employees  Pay  Act 
of  1945,  Public  Law  106,  as  amended  by  section  5  of  the  Federal  Employees  Pay 
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Act  of  1946,  Public  Law  390.  As  to  employees  of  standing  committees  for  whom 
provision  is  made  in  section  202  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  1946, 
Public  Law  601,  as  amended  by  acts  of  January  31,  1947,  Public  Law  No.  1,  and 
February  19,  1947,  Public  Law  4,  sec.  B-63025,  January  20,  1947,  to  the  Speaker, 
House  of  Representatives. 

Accordingly,  I  am  in  agreement  with  the  understanding  expressed  in  your  letter.

Before  proceeding  to  explain  the  action  of  the  committee  with 
respect  to  certain  appropriation  items  for  the  House,  the  committee 
wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  testimony  of  the  Director  of  the  Radio 
Room  in  the  Capitol  appearing  on  pages  503  to  513  of  the  printed 
hearings.  Mr.  Robert  Coar,  the  Director,  presently  operates  a  service 
providing  electric  transcriptions  and  recordings  for  Members  of  the 
House  and  Senate,  obtains  radio  broadcast  time  for  them,  and  related 
services.  Mr.  Coar  owns  all  of  the  equipment  and  facilities  used  in 
rendering  this  service  and  pays  the  personnel  involved.  Members 
are  charged  for  each  recording  or  transcription  made.  Mr.  Coar 
appeared  before  the  committee  to  submit  for  consideration  a  plan 
whereby  the  House  and  Senate  would  make  certain  appropriations  to 
the  extent  of  about  $25,000  a  year  to  operate  the  facility  as  a  service 
for  Members  of  the  two  Houses.  Under  this  arrangement,  the  cost 
to  Members  of  making  recordings  would  be  substantially  reduced. 
The  committee  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  thoroughly  study  the 
proposal  and  accordingly  suggests  that  the  appropriate  legislative 
committees  of  the  House  and  Senate  may  wish  to  consider  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  adopting  the  proposal  and  recommending  its  inclusion  in 
future  budgets. 

Committee  employees. — As  previously  noted,  the  Reorganization 
Act  of  1946  authorizes  each  standing  committee  of  the  House  (other 
than  the  Appropriations  Committee)  to  employ  a  staff  of  not  to  exceed 
10 — 4  professional  and  6  clerical.  The  authorized  basic  salary 
ranges  for  these  employees  are  $5,000  to  $8,000  for  the  professional 
staff  and  $2,000  to  $8,000  for  the  clerical  staff.  The  authorized  total 
number  is  180  positions  for  the  18  standing  committees  referred  to. 
As  of  May  1947,  122  of  those  positions  were  filled  at  an  over-all  average 
gross  salary  of  about  $6,460  per  annum.  The  estimate  includes 
funds  for  all  such  positions  on  the  maximum  basis,  that  is,  at  the 
maximum  rate  authorized  for  each  of  the  180  positions.  In  making  a 
reduction  of  $450,000  in  the  estimate  for  salaries  of  committee  em¬ 
ployees,  it  has  been  assumed  that  the  over-all  average  gross  salary 
for  the  180  positions  will  not  exceed  $7,500,  and  the  committee 
believes  that  an  allowance  of  this  amount  is  liberal. 

Furniture. — The  committee  recommends  $100,000  for  this  item,  a 
reduction  of  $25,000  below  the  estimate.  The  estimates  included 
funds  with  which  to  continue  the  annual  program  of  purchasing 
carpets  for  members’  offices.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this 
is  not  the  time  to  engage  in  buying  carpets  and  rugs  in  view  of  the 
current  shortage  of  rugs  and  the  inferior  quality  of  those  which  may 
be  available.  The  reduction  is  predicated  largely  on  this  opinion. 

Coordinator  oj  Information. — The  budget  estimates  include  $65,000 
for  the  expenses  of  this  office  which  was  created  by  House  Resolution 
183  of  May  2,  1947,  to  provide  the  House  with  a  nonpartisan,  un¬ 
prejudiced  operation  of  digesting  the  mass  of  information  which  comes 
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in  to  Members,  in  an  effort  to  reduce  the  amount  of  work  a  Member 
has  to  do  in  oi'der  to  get  a  grasp  of  all  phases  of  pending  legislative 
matters.  The  organization  of  the  staff  for  this  office  is  now  in  process 
of  being  completed.  Seven  positions  are  presently  filled  and  the  esti¬ 
mate  of  $65,000  contemplates  a  total  of  10  for  the  fiscal  year  1948. 
The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  activities  of  this  office  will 
duplicate  to  a  considerable  extent  some  of  the  activities  now  engaged 
in  by  the  Legislative  Reference  Service  and  in  effecting  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  budget  for  that  Service,  the  committee  has  taken  into 
account  the  allowance  of  $60,000  recommended  for  the  Coordinator’s 
Office.  • 

The  salary  scale  and  organizational  structure  of  the  offices  of  the 
House  have  not  been  reviewed  from  an  over-all  standpoint  for  many 
years.  In  each  of  the  last  2  years,  the  Committee  on  Appropriations 
has  suggested  in  its  report  on  the  legislative  bill  that  this  matter  should 
receive  attention.  There  are  many  inequities  between  salaries  of 
various  employees  of  the  House  growing  out  of  changes  in  responsibili¬ 
ties  since  the  last  general  survey  and  piecemeal  increases  granted  here 
and  there.  A  few  instances  of  such  inequity  have  been  called  to  the 
committee’s  attention  this  year,  and  some  of  them  are  of  such  a  nature 
that  the  committee  has  felt  that  they  should  be  corrected  and  has  so 
provided  in  the  bill.  However,  the  committee  desires  to  call  attention 
to  the  urgent  importance  of  a  general  survey  by  the  appropriate  legis¬ 
lative  committee,  with  view  to  adjusting  salaries  as  well  as  distribution 
of  functions  and  positions  to  meet  the  present-day  requirements.

The  bill  carries  an  item  of  $15,500  for  purchase  of  uniforms  and 
equipment  for  the  Capitol  Police,  -which  is  an  increase  of  $6,100  over 
the  budget  estimate  and  the  current  year  appropriation.  The  Ser¬ 
geant  at  Arms  of  the  House  testified  that  the  Capitol  Police  Board 
recently  voted  to  urge  an  additional  appropriation  sufficient  to  pro¬ 
vide  for  replacement  of  overcoats,  blouses,  trousers,  shirts,  etc.,  for 
members  of  the  force.  The  committee  is  impressed  with  the  need  for 
this  replacement  program  and  has  included  the  necessary  funds  in 
the  bill.

For  the  offices  of  the  legislative  counsels  of  the  House  and  Senate, 
the  estimates  proposed  a  total  of  $180,000,  which  is  $50,000  above 
the  comparable  amount  for  the  current  year.  The  estimates  consist 
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of  $80,000  for  the  House  and  $100,000  for  the  Senate,  which  compares 
with  $60,000  and  $70,000,  respectively,  for  the  House  and  Senate  for 
1947.  The  committee  recommends  a  total  of_$160,000,  divided 
equally  between  the  House  and  Senate.

The  Architect  of  the  Capitol  is  charged  with  the  structural  and 
mechanical  care  of  13  buildings  including  operation  of  the  mechanical 
equipment  and  upkeep  of  surrounding  grounds  and  with  responsibility 
for  furniture  and  equipment  requirements  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  ( 

The  Budget  estimates  for  1948  total  $8,255,672  as  against  $3,586,788 
appropriated  for  all  purposes  for  1947,  or  an  over-all  net  increase  of 
$4,668,884  relating  principally  to  Library  of  Congress  construction 
and  equipment  proposals.  The  net  increase  of  $4,668,884  requested 
consists  of  $46,560  for  mandatory  within-grade  salary  advancements; 
$12,700  for  the  salaries  of  30  charwomen  who  replaced  committee 
janitor  positions  abolished  by  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act; 
$68,602  for  various  recurring  repair  and  maintenance  items;  $4,997,307 
nonrecurring  contruction,  equipment,  and  repair  items  principally 
in  the  Library  of  Congress;  offset  in  part  by  elimination  of  non¬ 
recurring  items  available  in  1947  amounting  to  $456,285. 

The  committee  is  recommending  a  total  of  $3,258,350  for  all  pur¬ 
poses,  which  is  $4,997,322  below  the  estimates  and  $328,438  less  than 
current  year  appropriations.  As  indicated  in  more  detail  in  the 
following  paragraphs,  the  committee  has  with  two  exceptions  made 
only  minor  reductions  in  the  several  estimates  under  this  office.  The 
exceptions  are  the  items  involving  construction,  equipment,  and 
furniture  for  the  Library  of  Congress.  . 

Capitol  Building. — Eliminating  some  small  nonrecurring  items 
totaling  $9,365  made  available  for  1947,  the  estimate  of  $499,500  | 

represents  an  increase  of  $33,827  over  the  current  year,  embracing 
$9,853  for  within-grade  salary  promotions  and  $23,974  for  several 
repair  and  maintenance  items.  The  committee  has  allowed  a  total 
of  $463,700,  or  $35,800  less  than  the  request.  The  amount  recom¬ 
mended  includes  increases  of  $8,353  for  within-grade  promotions; 
$1,700  for  substation  equipment  repairs;  $2,974  to  meet  increased 
costs  and  needs  in  maintaining  the  street  and  park  fighting  system; 
and  $2,500  for  deferred  repairs  to  certain  art  works  in  the  Capitol. 
The  committee  has  disallowed  the  requested  increase  for  painting  and 
reduced  the  annual  painting  allotment  $2,500  below  the  current  year 
in  the  belief  that  not  more  than  $12,500  should  be  provided.  The 
current  year  item  of  $15,000  for  plumbing  renewals  has  been  elimi¬ 
nated.  This  latter  item  and  the  $14,300  increase  requested  for  re¬ 
placing  certain  revolving  and  other  doors  have  been  cut  from  the 
budget  without  prejudice  but  the  committee  did  not  wish  to  approve 
increases  involving  competitive  construction  materials  at  present  high 
prices  unless  absolutely  essential  to  do  so. 
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Capitol  Grounds. — The  committee  has  reduced  the  budget  estimate 
of  $181,000  by  $3,500,  allowing  $177,500.  A  requested  increase  of 
$1,550  to  reconstruct  the  west  driveway  entrance  at  the  New  House 
Office  Building  has  been  specifically  denied.  This  can  wait.  The 
remainder  of  the  reduction  has  been  applied  to  partial  absorption  of 
within-grade  salary  advancements. 

Senate  Office  Building.— The  committee  has  included  in  the  bill  the 
full  budget  estimate  of  $492,100  for  this  building.  In  accordance 
with  custom,  no  hearings  were  held  on  this  item  and  determination 
of  needs  for  maintaining  the  building  has  been  left  to  the  Senate. 

House  Office  Buildings. — For  maintaining  these  two  buildings  during 
fiscal  year  1948,  the  committee  recommends  $665,000  which  is  $3,000 
below  the  estimate  but  $16,944  above  the  current-year  appropriation. 
The  committee  has  allowed  the  increase  of  $12,700  requested  to  carry 
on  a  full-year  basis,  30  charwomen  provided  for  by  a  supplemental 
appropriation  for  the  last  half  of  the  fiscal  year  1947.  All  but  $3,000 
of  the  $7,244  additional  request  for  within-grade  salary  advancements 
has  been  approved;  absorption  of  this  small  amount  should  not  be 
difficult. 

At  the  hearings  the  Architect  requested  the  committee  to  add 
$32,000 — not  submitted  in  rhe  formal  budget  estimates — to  this 
item  for  painting  corridors,  Members’  officers  and  committee  rooms. 
It  was  testified  that  a  recent  resurvey  was  made  of  painting  needs 
because  of  a  heavy  turn-over  in  occupancy  of  committee  rooms  and 
offices,  and  that  a  total  of  $57,000  was  desired  to  take  care  of  paint¬ 
ing.  The  present  allotment  is  $25,000,  whereas  the  prewar  allotment 
ranged  from  $30,000  to  $35,000  annually.  Furthermore,  painting 
costs  have  increased  substantially  thus  reducing  the  relative  buying 
power  of  the  allotment.  The  committee  recognizes  the  desirability 
of  making  adequate  provision  for  painting  needs,  but  does  not  feel 
warranted  under  existing  stringent  fiscal  conditions  in  granting  the 
request  and,  accordingly,  has  not  included  the  increase  in  the  bill. 

Capitol  Power  Plant  —  The  committee  recommends  $1,056,650  for 
this  item  which  allows  increases  over  the  current  year  totaling  $63,272, 
but  owing  to  elimination  of  several  nonrecurring  items  available  in 
the  current  year,  is  $61,828  less  than  the  1947  appropriation.  The 
•  principal  increase  allowed  is  $54,120  to  meet  increased  coal  costs  due 
to  increased  prices.  More  than  half  of  the  total  budgeted  for  this 
plant  is  for  coal  supplies.  The  request  to  replace  three  pick-up  trucks 
has  been  reduced  by  one. 

Library  buildings  and  grounds.—  This  general  heading  embraces  four 
appropriations  under  which  funds  are  provided  to  the  Architect  of  the 
Capitol  to  enable  him  to  provide  for  the  structural  and  mechanical 
care  ol  the  Library  buildings  including  operation  of  mechanical  equip¬ 
ment,  the  Library  grounds,  and  for  supplying  furniture  and  equipment 
for  the  Library,  as  follows: 

Salaries. — The  committee  recommends  $180,000  for  this  item, 
which  is  $1,200  below  the  estimate  and  represents  a  disallowance  of 
part  of  the  increase  for  within-grade  salary  advancements.  This  can 
be  absorbed. 

Salaries ,  Sunday  opening. — The  budget  estimate  of  $14,700  has 
.  been  approved  in  full,  representing  a  continuation  at  the  1947  level. 
This  item  includes  funds  for  mechanical  personnel  necessary  to  keep¬ 
ing  the  Library  buildings  open  every  Sunday.  The  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  salary  appropriation  includes  funds  for  other  than  mechanical 
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personnel  necessary  to  the  Sunday  operation.  The  committee  believes 
that  there  may  be  some  room  for  economy  in  this  joint  operation 
through  an  arrangement  whereby  the  workweek  of  the  necessary  reg¬ 
ular  full-time  employees  of  the  Architect’s  Office  and  the  Library  of 
Congress  could  be  staggered  or  so  prescribed  as  to  include  Sunday. 
This  would  obviate  the  need  for  payment  of  overtime  compensation. 
The  committee  therefore  suggests  that  the  Architect  and  the  Librarian 
explore  all  possibilities  in  this  respect  and  make  whatever  workable 
adjustments  that  will  result  in  economy. 

General  repairs ,  etc. — The  budget  estimate  for  this  item  totals 
$4,782,300,  a  net  increase  of  $4,595,200  over  the  current  year.  The 
committee  recommends  a  total  of  $57  050.  The  estimate  is  composed 
of  $37,000  for  ordinary  annual  expenses  and  $4,745,300  for  special 
nonrecurring  improvements,  replacements,  and  repairs  to  the  Library 
buildings.  The  principal  increases  embraced  by  the  budget  are  the 
erection  of  structures  in  the  northwest  and  southwest  courtyards, 
$2,916,800;  air-conditioning  of  book  stacks  in  the  main  building, 
$500,000;  completing  and  equipping  of  book  stacks  in  the  Annex 
building,  $770,190;  and  replacement  of  book  carriers  in  the  main 
building,  $250,000. 

Expansion  of  physical  facilities  as  contemplated  by  the  estimate 
is  for  the  purpose  of  providing  shelves  in  existing  space  for  the  L  brarv’s 
expanding  collections  and  for  new  space  to  accommodate  its  staff 
and  users.  The  Library  administration,  as  indicated  more  fully  later 
in  this  report,  conceives  the  present  and  continuing  role  of  the  Library 
to  be  that  of  a  national  library — an  institution  that  would  constantly 
expand  in  terms  of  providing  additional  research  and  reference 
facilities  and  services  to  the  country  at  large.  The  structures  and 
other  major  improvements  and  replacements  encompassed  by  the 
present  estimate  would  be  in  pursuance  of  that  concept. 

Aside  from  a  consideration  of  whether  the  Library  of  Congress 
shall  in  the  future  be  limited  to  a  library  for  the  Congress,  or  whether 
it  will  function  as  and  be  a  national  library,  it  is  the  judgment  of  the 
committee  this  is  not  the  time  to  embark  on  such  an  ambitious- con¬ 
struction  and  replacement  program.  High  labor  and  material  costs 
and  the  difficulty  of  procuring  construction  materials  render  it  unwise 
to  engage  in  major  construction  work  now.  The  Architect  of  the 
Capitol  concurs  with  this  position.  Accordingly,  the  committee  has 
deleted  all  major  construction  and  repair  items  in  this  estimate  and  <’ 
as  previously  indicated,  allowed  a  total  of,  $57,050.  This  amount 
includes  three  small  items  which  the  Library  testified  were  urgent 
and  which  the  committee  believes  should  be  provided.  They  are 
$5,000  for  pointing  coping  walls,  fountain,  and  stair  approaches  in 
the  grounds  of  the  main  building;  $12,500  for  railings  for  main 
stairways  as  a  safety  measure;  and  $4,250  for  improving  lighting 
facilities  in  the  Annex  Card  Division. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  committee  does  not,  in  any  event,  view 
favorably  the  plan  to  place  additional  structures  in  the  existing 
courtyards  of  the  Library.  It  would  seem  that  such  construction 
would  work  permanently  to  the  disadvantage  of  operations  in  the 
existing  buildings  by  shutting  out  natural  light,  and  would  also 
unbalance  the  architectural  lay-out  of  the  existing  plant. 

Furniture,  etc. —  The  budget  estimate  of  $243,800  includes  increases 
totaling  $227,800  for  new  furniture  and  equipment  for  additional 
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personnel  requested  in  the  estimates,  for  movable  partitions  to  create 
additional  offices  in  existing  space,  for  special  equipment  such  as 
file  cases,  motion  picture  equipment,  office  machines,  etc.,  and  $4,000 
for  increased  costs  on  the  ordinary  annual  items.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  committee  has  disallowed  practically  all  requested  increases 
in  personnel  in  the  Library,  there  is  of  course  no  need  for  additional 
office  furniture  for  that  purpose.  As  to  the  other  items,  the  com¬ 
mittee  believes  that  the  Library  should  be  able  to  get  along  without 
the  additional  equipment.  Accordingly,  the  $20,000  allowed  pro¬ 
vides  only  for  ordinary  annual  items  including  the  requested  increase 
of  $4,000  to  meet  rising  costs. 

BOTANIC  GARDEN

For  salaries  and  repairs  and  improvements  necessary  for  care  and 
upkeep  of  the  Botanic  Garden  the  committee  recommends  a  total  of 
$155,000,  of  which  $135,000  is  for  salaries  of  48  permanent  employees 
and  temporary  labor  and  $20,000  is  for  repairs  and  maintenance. 
The  only  increase  requested  was  $3,202  for  mandatory  within-grade 
salary  advancements  which  the  committee  has  reduced  by  $2,500  in 
the  belief  that  this  very  slight  amount  can  be  met  by  salary  lapses. 
The  number  of  Garden  employees  has  come  down  to  48  from  a  total 
of  57  in  1935  and  in  view  of  testimony  that  the  number  of  visitors  to 
the  Garden  this  year  is  expected  to  reach  almost  the  previous  high  of 
three-hundred-odd  thousand,  plus  increased  costs  of  supplies,  materials, 
and  other  contract  services,  the  committee  did  not  feel  disposed  to 
further  reduce  the  estimate  submitted. 


) 


For  all  items  under  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  budget  estimates  for 
1948  total  $1 1,362,500,  an  increase  of  $4,823,933  over  appropriations  of 
$6,538,567,  for  the  fiscal  year  1947.  The  accompanying  bill  carries  a 
total  of  $6,562,800,  a  reduction  of  $4,799,700  below  the  estimate  and 
$24,233  above  the  current  year.  Excluding  the  $500,000  increase 
allowed  by  the  committee  for  the  books-for-the-blind  program,  the 
bill  total  for  the  Library  is  $475,767  below  1947  appropriations.  In. 
addition,  as  discussed  under  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  in  this  report, 
reductions  totaling  $4,950,250  have  been  made  in  the  estimates  for 
structural  and  mechanical  care  and  maintenance  and  construction  and 
improvement  work  relating  to  Library  buildings  and  grounds.  For  alL 
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items  under  the  Library  of  Congress,  the  estimates  propose  2,933  posi¬ 
tions,  a  very  large  increase  of  1,263  above  the  present  authorized  total 
of  1,670.  In  1933,  the  Library  had  853  employees. 

In  his  general  statement  to  the  committee,  in  support  of  the  budget 
estimates,  the  Librarian  made  the  following  summary  statement  as 
to  the  general  philosophy  underlying  the  various  increases  proposed: 

I  should  like  to  emphasize,  by  returning  to  the  points  made  at  the  beginning, 
that  these  increases  are  attributable  to  (1)  the  need  to  meet  the  demands  of  the 
Congress  for  a  specialized  service  beyond  that  which  we  give  to  the  other  users 
of  the  Library;  (2)  the  importance  of  the  Library  in  relation  to  the  national  security 
of  the  United  States;  (3)  the  need  to  achieve  economies  throughout  the  Govern¬ 
ment  by  providing  for  the  development  and  maintenance  of  one  comprehensive 
library  collection  and  providing  adequate  service  on  this  collection;  (4)  the  need 
to  meet  more  adequately  our  responsibilities  as  the  National  Library  of  the 
United  States;  (5)  the  necessity  of  reducing  the  tremendous  arrearages  which 
have  developed  in  order  to  prevent  further  waste  of  investments  already  made; 
and  (6)  the  need  to  provide  adequately  for  certain  operations  which  return  funds 
to  the  United  States  Treasury. 

When  the  committee  considered  the  estimates  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  for  the  fiscal  year  1947,  it  faced  a  situation  similar  to  that 
now  confronting  this  committee  as  basic  to  action  on  the  Library 
budget,  namely,  the  question  of  the  role  and  status  of  the  Library. 
Whether  the  Library  of  Congress  is  to  function  as  a  service  exclusively 
for  the  Congress  and  Government  agencies,  or  whether  it  should  be  a 
national,  and  even  an  international  library,  has  never  been  compre¬ 
hensively  spelled  out  by  Congress  in  substantive  law.  It  has  grad¬ 
ually  evolved  over  the  years  to  the  point  where  today,  in  many  re¬ 
spects,  it  functions  as  a  national  library.  Its  facilities  are  rather 
elaborate  and  its  services  many,  including  those  rendered  to  the  Con¬ 
gress,  to  the  various  departments  and  agencies  of  the  Government,  to 
the  libraries  all  over  the  world,  to  scholars  and  researchers,  and  to  the 
public  in  general. 

It  was  in  this  set  of  circumstances  that  the  committee,  in  reporting 
the  1947  legislative  branch  appropriation  bill,  stated  that  reductions 
imposed  in  the  various  estimates  were  made  without  prejudice,  and 
that  the  committee  would  be  obliged  in  the  future  to  take  similar 
action  (disallow  budget  increases)  until  such  time  as  a  definite  Library 
policy  is  established  by  the  Congress.  This  year,. the  committee  is 
faced  with  an  added,  and  perhaps  more  compelling  situation  bearing 
on  the  question  of  financial  provision  for  operation  and  maintenance 
of  the  Library.  The  need  for  reducing  to  barest  minimum  needs  the  ' 
appropriations  for  all  branches  of  the  Government  is,  of  course,  urgent. 
This  single  factor  has  also  figured  prominently  in  the  committee’s 
decisions  on  the  Library  budget  for  1948. 

In  respect  to  the  matter  of  congressional  action  defining  by  sub¬ 
stantive  enactment  what  the  specific  character,  scope,  and  functions 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  should  be,  the  Librarian,  acting  on  the 
strength  of  the  committee’s  position,  as  stated  in  its  report  on  the 
1947  appropriation  bill,  has  appointed  a  Library  Planning  Committee 
to  advise  the  Congress,  in  the  words  of  the  Librarian,  on  what  the 
country  thought  the  Library  was  and  what  it  thought  the  Library 
ought  to  be.  The  Librarian  submitted  the  report  of  this  informal 
committee  to  the  House  and  Senate  on  March  20,  where  it  was*  in 
turn  referred  to  the  appropriate  legislative  committees.  Until  there 
has  been  action  on  this  proposal  the  committee  does  not  feel  war¬ 
ranted  in  approving  the  rather  grandiose  scheme  of  organization  pro¬ 
posed  in  the  budget. 
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In  view  of  all  of  the  foregoing  and  other  relevant  considerations,  the 
committee  has  denied  practically  every  increase  requested  by  the 
Library  and,  as  previously  indicated,  made  some  reductions  below 
the  current  year. 

As  a  part  of  the  facilities  for  making  use  of  the  Library’s  vast 
collections,  the  Library  has  approximately  400  so-called  study  rooms 
and  study  tables.  These  rooms  are  assigned  to  scholars  and  research¬ 
ers,  including  representatives  of  government  agencies,  under  a  general 
Library  policy  which  limits  the  ordinary  period  of  occupancy  to  6 
months.  No  charge  is  made  for  use  of  the  rooms.  It  was  testified 
that  the  demand  for  the  use  of  these  rooms  and  tables  exceeds  the 
number  available.  The  period  of  occupancy  is  often  extended  beyond 
the  original  6  months.  From  evidence  adduced  in  the  hearings,  and 
from  a  perusal  of  a  list  of  assignments  by  the  Library,  the  committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that  a  closer  check  should  be  maintained  on  the 
period  of  occupancy  by  the  various  users  of  these  rooms  and  tables, 
to  the  end  that  abuse  of  the  privilege  will  be  stopped. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  might  be  persuasively  contended  that  a 
nominal  charge  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  rooms.  Certainly  anyone 
accorded  the  privilege  of  access  to  the  Library’s  vast  storehouse  of 
information  in  furtherance  of  some  particular  subject  matter  in  which 
they  are  interested,  should  not  object  to  a  nominal  charge  being 
assessed  for  usage  of  the  rooms,  and  the  committee  strongly  urges  the 
Librarian  to  give  this  matter  serious  study. 

The  committee  inquired  into  the  matter  of  reclassification  and  up¬ 
grading  of  positions  in  the  Library,  of  which  there  has  been  a  great 
deal.  A  full  statement  with  respect  to  this  matter  appears  on  pages 
102  and  103  of  the  printed  hearings.  The  committee  feels  that  the 
Library  of  Congress  is  perhaps  overorganized — there  are  too  many 
departments  and  divisions  with  correspondingly  higher  positions. 
This  situation  is  related  to  the  reclassification  program  and  is  one 
of  its  direct  products.  The  committee  has  disallowed  all  increases 
requested  in  the  1948  estimates  to  pay  for  reclassifications  which  have 
already  been  placed  in  effect  since  the  last  budget  was  approved  and 
serves  notice  on  the  Library  that  under  existing  conditions,  the  com¬ 
mittee  will  not  be  disposed  to  look  with  favor  on  any  further  upgrading 
which  is  attendant  to  further  reorganization. 

The  committee  inquired  into  the  matter  of  certain  top  officials  of 
the  Library  receiving  compensation  greater  than  the  $10,000  provided 
by  statute  for  the  Librarian.  Many  years  ago  several  grants  of  funds 
were  mgde  to  the  Library  by  private  persons  and  organizations  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  honorariums  to  occupants  of  certain  Library 
positions  in  addition  to  their  Federal  salary  for  such  positions.  The 
basic  objective  of  the  donors  was  to  make  it  possible  for  the  Library 
to  employ  persons  of  outstanding  competence  in  various  fields  of 
knowledge  at  a  time  when  the  salary  levels  were  deemed  too  low  to 
attract  such  individuals.  These  honorariums  were  established  in  the 
period  between  1925  and  1936,  since  which  time  the  Federal  salaries 
for  the  positions  to  which  the  honorariums  attach  have  been  very 
materially  increased,  thus  eliminating,  in  the  view  of  the  committee, 
the  primary  reason  for  the  original  grants.  The  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  total  compensation  received  by  any  subordinate 
official  of  the  Library  should  not  exceed  that  of  the  Librarian,  namely, 
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$10,000,  and  has  accordingly  included  a  provision  in  the  bill  prohibiting 
the  payment  from  appropriated  funds  of  any  salary  which,  combined 
with  an  honorarium,  exceeds  $10,000  per  annum.  The  committee 
desires  to  point  out  that  it  is  in  no  wise  opposed  to  the  granting  of 
honorariums  of  this  character  nor  should  this  action  be  construed 
as  in  any  wise  reflecting  upon  the  individuals  involved.  It  is  a 
matter  of  simple  justice  and  equity  to  the  head  of  the  Librarv. 

Pursuant  to  a  special  appropriation  approved  in  December  1941, 
the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  constructed  a  vault  in  the  Library  of 
Congress  as  a  depository  for  “valued  documents”  of  the  Congress. 
The  vault  was  used  for  the  purpose  indicated  until  1946  when  pur¬ 
suant  to  a  directive  in  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  the  papers 
stored  in  the  vault,  together  with  other  official  papers  of  the  House, 
were  transferred  to  the  National  Archives  for  preservation.  Since 
that  time  a  mild  controversy  has  arisen  between  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  as  to  the  right  of  the  House  to 
store  papers  in  that  vault  which  may  not  necessarily  be  subject  to 
certification  as  “valued.”  The  Librarian  contends  that  the  vault, 
upon  transfer  to  the  National  Archives  of  th  >  “valued  documents” 
originally  stored  in  the  vault,  passes  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Librarian 
under  some  thin  interpretation  of  organic  statutes  of  the  nineteenth 
century.  The  vault  was  constructed  for  the  use  of  the  Congress  and 
the  question  of  the  Library  of  Congress  using  it  in  nowise  entered  into 
the  original  consideration.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  has  urgent  need 
at  the  present  time  for  the  use  of  the  vault,  and  the  committee  sees 
no  justification  whatever  for  the  Librarian  being  obstinate  about  it 
or  relying  on  some  long-winded  legal  dissertation  as  to  who  rightly 
has  legal  “title”  to  the  facility.  It,  therefore,  directs  the  Libraiian 
to  forthwith  cease  and  desist  from  interfering  with  the  use  of  the  vault 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

The  Librarian  requested  the  committee  to  include  language  in  the 
bill  making  appropriations  of  the  Library  available  for  transfer  to 
appropriate  agencies  of  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  investi¬ 
gating  the  loyalty  of  Library  employees.  The  committee  has  included 
the  language  requested  and  will  expect  the  Library  to  take  full  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  authority  to  be  certain  of  removal  from  the  Library’s 
rolls  of  any  employee  of  even  remotely  questionable  lojmlty,  and 
intends  to  inquire  into  the  matter  further  in  connection  with  the  j 
1949  budget. 

Salaries,  Library  proper. — The  bill  carries  $2,249,600  for  this 
appropriation,  which  provides  for  the  major  part  of  the  personnel  of 
the  Library,  with  the  exception  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Service 
and  the  Copyright  Office.  The  amount  granted  represents  a  reduction 
of  $2,545,600  below  the  budget,  representing  denial  of  all  of  the  980 
additional  positions  requested  and  a  further  reduction  of  $132,400 
below  the  amount  available  for  1947. 

Copyright  Office,  salaries. — The  committee  has  allowed  $520,500  for 
salaries  of  the  operation  of  the  Copyright  Office  during  1948,  repre¬ 
senting  a  reduction  of  $215,400  below  the  budget  request,  and  $71,425 
below  the  current  year  appropriation.  Increases  totaling  $143,975, 
including  $99,709  for  41  new  positions,  have  been  denied.  Operating 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Copyright  Act,  this  office  records  and 
indexes  all  copyright  applications,  assignments,  and  renewals,  and 
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supplies  information  to  the  public  on  copyright  matters.  Under  the 
law,  the  office  is  required  to  charge  a  fee  for  certain  of  .its  services. 
These  fees  were  established  by  statute  many  years  ago  and  are  woe¬ 
fully  inadequate  to  cover  present-day  costs.  They  are  badly  in  need 
of  revision,  and  the  head  of  this  office  testified  that  a  study  is  cur¬ 
rently  being  made  to  assemble  the  facts  necessary  to  support  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  Congress  for  an  upward  revision  of  the  schedule  of  fees. 
In  years  passed,  cash  fees  exceeded  cost  of  operations,  excluding  the 
copyright  catalog.  In  1946  actual  fees  collected  were  $379,738,  against 
expenses  of  $381,087.  As  a  result  of  a  substantial  increase  granted 
for  this  office  in  the  1947  appropriation  bill,  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  1947  for  operating  costs  will  approximate  $644,800,  whereas  fees 
are  estimated  at  about  $441,800.  In  addition  to  the  collection  of  cash 
fees,  the  office  receives  a  copy  of  each  book,  motion-picture  film,  or 
other  document  on  which  a  copyright  application  is  filed  and  for  which 
a  copyright  is  granted.  The  estimated  value  of  these  materials,  which 
are  added  to  the  permanent  collection  of  the  Library,  brings  the  total 
^  estimated  income  from  Copyright  Office  operations  considerably  above 
^  the  cash  outlay  for  operating  expenses. 

Upgrading  or  reclassification  of  employees  in  the  Copyright  Office 
has  been  a  contributing  factor  to  increased  costs,  as  have  the  two  pay 
acts  of  1945  and  1946,  making  upward  adjustments  of  salaries  of  all 
Federal  employees. 

The  committee  strongly  urges  that  the  study  currently  being  made 
of  fees  charged  for  searches  be  expedited  to  the  fullest  extent  possible, 
to  the  end  that  an  early  recommendation  with  respect  thereto  will 
be  made  to  tha  Congress.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there 
is  a  degree  of  inefficiency  existing  in  the  present  operations  of  this 
office.  The  reduction  effected  in  the  budget  estimate  is  predicated 
in  part  on  this  factor  and  on  the  premise  that  a  concerted  and  deter¬ 
mined  effort  will  be  made  forthwith  to  further  review  existing  pro¬ 
cedures  and  activities  to  eliminate  those  which  are  not  absolutely 
essential.  Fees  for  1948  fiscal  year  are  currently  estimated  at 
$50S,000,  so  that  if  the  committee’s  recommendations  are  adopted, 
the  entire  operation  should  be  substantially  self-supporting  in  1948. 

Legislative  Reference  Service. — For  this  item,  the  budget  estimate 
was  $650,000,  which  is  the  full  amount  authorized  for  1948  by  section 

)n  203  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act.  The  appropriation  for 
the  current  year  is  $475,000.  The  committee  has  reduced  the  budget 
estimate  by  $250,000,  allowing  $400,000.  The  principal  purpose  of 
the  increase  of  $175,000  proposed  by  the  Library  above  the  current 
year  appropriation,  was  for  the  addition  of  42  new  positions,  of  which 
7  would  be  at  the  rate  of  $9,975  per  year,  4  at  $8,179  per  year,  5  at 
$5,905  per  year,  10  at  $3,397  per  year,  and  7  at  $2,645  per  year.  All 
of  the  foregoing  are  in  the  professional  classification,  and  to  this 
number,  a  total  of  nine  in  the  clerical  grades  is  added.  At  the  present 
time,  there  are  a  total  of  136  authorized  positions  in  the  Legislative 
Reference  Service,  of  which  approximately  115  are  occupied.  In 
1946  there  were  approximately  60  employees. 

The  committee  inquired  at  some  length  into  the  activities  of  the 
Legislative  Reference  Service.  A  function  of  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Service  which  is  currently  emphasized,  and  which  the  proposed 
increase  would  further  augment,  is  in  the  zone  of  high-grade  specialists 
who  would  work  with  the  various  committees  of  the  two  Houses. 
There  is  a  table  appearing  on  pages  229  and  230  of  the  printed  hearings

reflecting,  by  committees,  the  research  staff  assigned  to  the  various 
subject  matter  fields  corresponding  with  congressional  committees, 
and  the  additional  staff  which  it  is  proposed  would  be  assigned  to  such 
fields.  The  plan  of  the  Legislative  Reference  Service  is  to  synchronize 
its  staffing  and  work  with  that  of  the  committee  staffs.  Under  this 
arrangement,  one  would  be  complementary  to  the  other. 

The  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  authorizes  each  standing  com¬ 
mittee  to  appoint  a  professional  staff  of  not  to  exceed  4,  in  addition  to 
a  clerical  staff  of  not  to  exceed  6,  or  a  total  of  10.  The  salary  range 
authorized  for  the  professional  and  clerical  staffs  of  each  committee 
is  such  as  to  permit  the  organization  of  a  high-quality  staff,  and 
the  accompanying  bill  carries  funds  adequate  to  enable  employ¬ 
ment  of  the  full  staff  authorized  for  such  committees..  In  this  con¬ 
nection,  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  committee  that  while 
the  Legislative  Reference  Service  has  a  very  substantial  number 
of  these  specialists  and  their  professional  assistants  assigned  for  as¬ 
sistance  to  committee  staffs,  many  of  the  standing  committees  are  not 
utilizing  these  specialists  to  any  great  extent.  In  some  cases,  it  is  f 
understood  that  hardly  any  use  at  all  is  made  of  the  Reference 
Service.  In  view  of  these  circumstances,  the  committee  does  not 
believe  that  there  is  any  need  for  expanding  the  Legislative  Reference 
Service,  or  of  continuing  it  at  the  present  level. 

Another  matter  bearing  on  the  activities  of  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Service  is  the  establishment  by  House  Resolution  183,  adopted 
May  2,  1947,  of  the  Office  of  Coordinator  of  Information  for  the  House. 
The  functions  and  activities  of  the  Coordinator,  for  which  provision  is 
made  in  the  accompanying  bill,  are  in  the  same  general  field  as  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service  functions,  and  in  the  judgment  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  there  is  a  substantial  area  of  duplication.  Such  duplication 
must,  of  course,  be  avoided,  and  this  accounts  for  some  of  the  reduc¬ 
tions  effected  by  the  committee  in  the  budget  estimate  for  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service. 

Accordingly,  the  committee  has  granted  a  total  of  $400,000  for  the 
Legislative  Reference  Service,  and  believes  that  this  will  take  care  of 
all  essential  needs  of  this  activity. 

Distribution  of  printed  cards. — The  committee  has  allowed  $350,000 
for  this  item  to  cover  the  distribution  of  printed  catalog  cards  and 
other  publications  of  the  Library  to  thousands  of  American  libraries.  | 
This  is  $33,200  below  the  budget  request  but  $6,000  over  the  current 
year  appropriation,  the  increase  allowed  being  for  mandatory  within- 
grade  salary  advancements. 

This  activity  has  been  in  operation  about  45  years,  under  authority 
of  a  statute  which  provides  that  the  Librarian  of  Congress — 

may  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  individuals  as  may  desire  to  buy  them,  such 
copies  of  the  card  indexes  and  other  publications  of  the  Library  as  may  not  be 
required  for  its  ordinary  transactions,  and  charge  for  the  same,  a  price  which  will 
cover  their  cost  and  10  per  centum  added,  and  all  moneys  received  by  him  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Treasury. 

The  “cost”  of  a  printed  card  is  determined  by  taking  the  actual 
cost  of  printing  the  extra  cards  to  be  sold,  adding  the  distribution 
cost,  and  to  the  sum  of  the  two,  10  percent  is  added  to  arrive  at  the 
sales  price.  The  cost  of  the  initial  card  for  any  particular  title  is  not 
prorated  to  extra  copies  of  •that  card  when  sold  to  libraries  and  others 
desiring  to  secure  them.  Thus  the  return  to  the  Treasury  under  this

arrangement  does  not  recapture  any  portion  of  the  original  cataloging 
cost  necessary  in  producing  the  first  card.  It  is  contended  by  the 
Librarian  that  such  a  proration  should  not  be  mftde  inasmuch  as  the 
Library  would  incur  the  cost  of  cataloging  and  printing  the  first  card 
for  its  own  operations. 

It  may  well  have  been  the  original  intent  under  this  statute  that  the 
charge  for  cards  sold  would  be  computed  as  it  is  now  being  done. 
However,  the  committee  can  see  no  valid  reason  why  the  recipients 
of  this  service  should  not  be  required  to  bear  some  equitable  portion 
of  the  true  cost  of  producing  the  finished  product.  Certainly  this 
view  carries  added  weight  at  a  time  when  the  Federal  Government  is 
saddled  with  a  $258,000,000,000  debt.  The  committee,"-  therefore, 
strongly  urges  that  the  Library  immediately  initiate  steps  to  revise 
the  price  structure  for  cards  to  include  a  fair  portion  of  the  initial 
cataloging  cost.  It  would  appear  that  the  existing  law,  as  quoted 
above,  affords  adequate  substantive  legal  basis  for  this  arrangement. 

Index  to  State  legislation. — The  committee  recommends  $50,000  for 
this  item,  or  $53,000  less  than  the  budget  of  $103,000,  which  latter 
amount  represented  a  small  increase  over  the  current  year.  The 
statutory  authorization  for  this  activity  (2  U.  S.  C.  164-165)  directs 
the  Librarian — 

to  prepare  biennually  an  index  to  the  legislation  of  the  States  of  the  United  States 
enacted  during  the  biennium,  together  with  a  supplemental  digest  of  the  most 
important  legislation  of  the  period. 

The  activity  has  been  expanded,  however,  to  include  a  State  bill 
and  law  service  which  indexes  every  bill  introduced  in  every  State 
legislature  of  the  Nation.  The  committee  cannot  see  the  necessity 
for  the  Federal  Government  indexing  and  digesting  every  bill  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  several  State  legislatures  and  the  reduction  imposed  is 
directed  at  that  activity.  Also,  overhead  expense  under  this  activity 
appears  to  be  unduly  high  and  the  committee  suggests  that  some  of 
the  reduction  be  applied  thereto.  As  .proposed  by  the  Library,  the 
committee  has  included  in  the  bill  language  which  would  make  this 
appropriation  available  for  a  2-year  period  to  correspond  with  the 
cycles  of  State  legislature  sessions;  it  was  testified  that  this  provision 
would  permit  more  economical  operation. 

Union  Catalogs. — The  committee  is  recommending  $61,000  for  this 
item  which  involves  the  development  and  maintenance  of  a  National 
Union  Catalog  to  record  the  location  of  each  title  possessed  by  the 
research  libraries  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  The  budget 
estimate  of  $222,800  included  an  increase  of  $120,400  above  the  1947 
appropriation  to  add  70  additional  people,  45  of  which  were  proposed 
to  be  devoted  to  filing  additional  cards  into  the  National  Union 
Catalog  from  other  union  catalogs  and  other  sources  in  order  to  have 
in  one  master  catalog  a  complete  inventory  of  the  holdings  of  libraries 
of  research  materials.  An  additional  24-man,  1-year  project  was 
requested  for  editing  of  a  so-called  American  imprints  inventory  for 
eventual  inclusion  in  the  National  Union  Catalog. 

Prior  to  1947  when  $98,000  was  available,  the  largest  appropriation 
was  $53,266.  In  the  interest  of  economy,  the  committee  allowance  of 
$61,000  reduces  the  activity  to  approximately  the  1946  level  after 
taking  into  account  pay  act  salary  adjustments. 

Motion-picture  project.-— Two  years  ago  the  Congress  made  a  small 
appropriation  to  plan  a  motion-picture  project  in  the  Library,  which 
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envisions  a  central  storage  and  distribution  of  Government-owned 
films  as  well  as  a  depository  for  the  more  important  commercially 
produced  films,  in  otder  that  they  might  be  preserved  for  reference  in 
years  to  come.  As  a  result  of  that  small  appropriation,  the  Library 
a  year  ago  requested  $153,000  to  begin  the  project  and  the  Congress 
approved  the  appropriation  of  $100,000.  The  project  has  now  de¬ 
veloped  to  a  point  where  the  committee  has  been  able  to  determine 
the  scope  of  the  plans  of  the  Librarian  with  respect  thereto,  and  it  is 
of  the  opinion  that  this,  project  will  cost  an  amount  of  money  out  of  all 
proportion  to  its  value.  For  1948  the  Librarian  requested  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $370,500,  and  there  is  every  probability  that  this  amount 
would  necessarily  be  largely  increased  in  future  years  if  the  program 
were  carried  through.  The  committee  has  allowed  $85,000  for  1948 
and  desires  that  before  another  budget  is  presented  the  whole  matter 
be  restudied  with  a  view  to  (1)  determining  the  extent  to  which  it  is 
practicable  for  the  Government  to  carry  on  this  kind  of  activity,  and 
(2)  whether  or  not  the  Library  of  Congress  is  the  logical  agency  to 
administer  if  it  is  determined  that  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
such  a  purpose  is  necessary. 

Increase  of  Library,  general. — The  budget  estimate  of  $570,700 
contemplated  an  increase  of  $200,700  over  the  1947  appropriation  for 
this  item,  the  principal  reason  for  the  increase  being  the  reopening  of 
various  parts  of  the  world  to  book  and  periodical  acquisitions.  The 
committee  recommends  $300,000,  or  $70,000  le4s  than  the  current 
appropriation.  This  is  a  2-year  fund  and  it  was  testified  in  the  hear¬ 
ings  that  approximately  $75,000  of  the  current  appropriation  will  be 
available  for  obligation  next  year  making  a  total  available  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $375,000.  The  present  estimate  of  the  expenditures  during  the 
current  year  is  only  $370,000  so  that  the  amount  allowed  is  in  terms 
of  availability  slightly  above  the  present  year  outlay. 

The  committee  is  fully  aware  of  the  need  for  making  adequate 
provision  for  purchases  of  library  materials  since  that  is  elemental 
and  basic  to  the  functioning  of  a  library.  However,  there  are  several 
reasons  why  the  committee  feels  that  it  has  been  quite  liberal  in 
allowing  the  amount  of  $300,000.  First,  the  Library  has  substantial 
arrearages  in  various  units  of  the  Library,  and  it  does  not  seem  par¬ 
ticularly  wise  to  embark  on  an  enlarged  acquisition  program  under 
those  circumstances.  Second,  the  committee  has  deleted  all  requested 
additional  personnel  for  the  Processing  and  Acquisitions  Departments 
through  which  additional  materials  coming  into  the  Library  must  be 
processed.  Third,  while  prices  of  materials  increased  during  the  last 
year,  it  should  be  noted  that  prior  to  1946  the  largest  appropriation 
for  this  purpose  in  recent  years  was  $248,000  in  1942.  Finally,  only 
about  12  percent  of  the  Library’s  acquisitions  are  by  purchase,  which 
means  that  something  like  88  percent  comes  in  by  exchange,  gift,  etc., 
and  the  volume  coming  in  by  the  latter  methods,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  arrearages,  will  perhaps  be  more  than  the  staff  recommended 
in  the  bill  can  handle. 

Increase  oj  the  Law  Library. — The  budget  estimate  of  $150,000  pro¬ 
posed  an  increase  of  $25,000  over  the  current  year  for  the  purchase  of 
lawbooks  to  fill  gaps  in  the  collection  and  to  build  up  the  current  ma¬ 
terials  available  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  The  estimate  includes 
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a  total  of  $29,500  for  the  purchase  of  “early  imprints,”  both  foreign 
and  domestic.  The  committee  has  eliminated  these  items  entirely, 
and  in  view  of  the  urgent  need  for  economy  in  Federal  expenditures 
has  cut  the  estimate  by  $55,000,  allowing  $95,000  in  total.  This 
amount  is  as  high  as  any  recent  annual  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
prior  to  1946. 

Books  for  the  Supreme  Court. — In  view  of  the  urgent  need  for 
economy  the  committee  has  denied  the  $4,000  budget  increase  for  this 
item  and  has  allowed  $20,000,  which  is  the  same  as  the  current  appro¬ 
priation.  It  is  believed  that  the  amount  allowed  will  prove  adequate 
for  all  essential  purposes. 

Books  for  adult  blind. — The  budget  estimate  of  $1,125,000  for  this 
program  is  in  the  full  amount  authorized  by  Public  Law  661  of  the 
Seventy-ninth  Congress,  approved  August  8,  1946.  The  committee 
has  allowed  $1,000,000  for  1948,  which  is  double  the  amount  available 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  reducing  the  estimate  by  $125,000,  the 
committee  has  applied  $74,000  to  personnel  and  travel  expenses,  since 
it  can  see  no  justification  for  increasing  the  staff  as  proposed  by  the 
estimate. 

The  committee  is  very  much  interested  in  this  program  and  desires 
to  financially  implement  it  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  consistent 
with  and  subject  to  the  restraint  necessitated  by  present  budgetary 
stringencies.  Contrary  to  action  on  practically  every  other  item  in 
this  bill,  the  committee  has,  as  previously  indicated,  doubled  the 
current-year  appropriation.  There  are  appi’oximately  230,000  blind 
persons  in  the  United  States,  while  at  the  present  time  only  about 
24,000  talking-book  machines  are  available  for  their  use.  The 
$1,000,000  allowed  will  permit  the  purchase  of  about  250  Braille  and 
Moon  books,  about  160  talking  books,  and  approximately  7,000 
talking-book  machines,  and,  in  addition,  provide  for  repairs  on  old 
machines.  In  all  probability  this  is  as  much  as  can  be  expended 
economically  in  the  first  year  of  the  expanding  program. 

Printing  and  binding ,  general.- — In  allowing  $381,500  for  general 
printing  and  binding,  the  committee  has  disallowed  a  requested  in¬ 
crease  of  $333,700  and  continued  the  item  at  its  current-year  level. 
This  action  is  consistent  with  the  disallowances  of  the  committee  of 
all  requested  personnel  increases  in  the  Acquisitions  and  Processing 
Departments. 

Printing  catalog  title  entries,  Copyright  Office. — The  committee  has 
allowed  $35,000  for  this  item,  which  is  the  same  amount  available 
during  the  current  year,  and  $1,500  below  the  budget  estimate.  This 
is  a  small  reduction  which  the  committee  believes  to  be  in  order  as  a 
small  but  necessary  contribution  to  expenditure  reductions. 

Printing  catalog  cards.— In  allowing  $400,000  for  this  item,  the 
committee  has  denied  budget  increases  of  approximately  $313,000 
and  has  gone  below  the  1947  appropriation  by  $11,382.  The  substan¬ 
tial  increase  requested  for  this  item  is  based  upon  the  very  material 
increase  proposed  in  the  cataloging  work  under  the  Processing  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  committee,  having  denied  any  increase  in  the  latter 
department,  grants  no  increase  for  printing  of  cards.  As  proposed 
by  the  Library,  the  bill  carries  language  which  broadens  this  item  to 
permit  the  duplication  of  catalog  cards  by  methods  other  than  print- 
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mg,  in  order  to  avoid  necessity  of  carrying  stocks  of  particular  cards 
for  which  there  is  small  demand  and  for  which  reprinting  would  not 
be  economical.  It  was  testified  that  this  authorization  would  make 
for  a  more  economical  and  flexible  operation. 

Contingent  expenses. — The  budget  proposed  an  increase  of  $12,600 
over  the  1947  appropriation  to  enable  the  Library  to  rent  additional 
tabulating  equipment  so  as  to  introduce  economies  in  certain  opera¬ 
tions  now  performed  manually.  It  has  testified  that  about  $10,600 
of  this  increase  would  go  into  the  Processing  Department  for  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  cumulative  catalog,  and  since  this  document  is  sold  to 
libraries,  the  $10,600  would  be  reflected  in  the  sales  price  and  returned 
to  the  Treasury.  This  fact  persuades  the  committee  to  allow  a  total 
of  $40,000  for  this  item  and  to  direct  the  Library  to  install  the  tabulat¬ 
ing  equipment  as  proposed.  The  net  effect  is  to  impose  reductions 
of  about  $5,600  in  other  expenses  under  this  appropriation  as  compared 
with  1947. 

Photo-duplication  services.  — This  is  the  item  which  the  Library  uses 
to  purchase  photocopies  of  materials  for  official  Library  use  and  for 
photocopying  newspapers  in  the  collection  which  are  in  a  state  of 
deterioration.  The  amount  of  $20,700  allowed  is  the  same  as  will  be 
expended  during  the  current  year  for  similar  purposes.  The  reduc¬ 
tion  of  $12,500  below  the  budget  represents  elimination  of  a  special 
equipment  item  budgeted  for  1947  and  which  the  Library  had,  in  its 
estimates,  proposed  to  convert  in  1948  to  photocopying  work. 

Penalty-mail  costs. — The  original  budget  estimate  was  $12,500  for 
making  payments  into  the  Treasury  for  penalty-mailing  costs  during 
1948.  In  a  supplemental  budget  estimate  contained  in  House  Docu¬ 
ment  294,  the  Librarian  recommended  an  additional  $16,500  for  1948, 
and  a  supplemental  of  $9,000  for  1947.  It  appears  that  the  original 
estimate  was  a  simple  projection  of  the  current-year  appropriation 
without  any  substantial  facts  regarding  the  true  cost  being  incurred 
for  this  purpose,  even  during  the  current  and  preceding  fiscal  years. 

The  committee  has  granted  the  full  amount  of  $29,000  requested. 
The  use  of  the  mails  is,  of  course,  basic  to  the  functions  of  the  Library, 
and  adequate  provision  should  be  made  therefor.  The  committee 
has  been  assured  that  the  somewhat  lax  method  of  keeping  track  of 
accruing  obligations  against  this  fund  has  been  remedied  and  that 
in  the  future  the  Library  will  be  able  to  know  exactly  what  its  ex¬ 
penditures  are  and  what  its  requirements  in  this  regard  will  be. 

Library  buildings,  salaries. — The  amount  recommended,  $495,000, 
is  the  same  as  available  during  the  current  year,  the  committee 
having  denied  requested  increases  totaling  $100,940  for  45  new  posi¬ 
tions  and  for  within-grade  salary  advancements. 

The  disallowance  of  $22,924  requested  increase  for  within-grade 
promotions  will  require  the  Library  to  absorb  this  mandatory  cost 
and  thus  will  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  effective  level  of  the  1947 
appropriation.  This  appropriation  finances  personnel  necessary  for 
the  custody,  care,  and  maintenance  of  Library  buildings  and  the  pro¬ 
tection  and  security  of  the  properties  contained  therein,  other  than 
the  personnel  under  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  who  performs  struc¬ 
tural  and  mechanical  work.  Seventeen  of  the  new  positions  requested 
were  for  additional  guards.  In  view  of  the  existing  value  of  the 
Library  collections  and  the  fire  hazard  which  exists  because  of  the 
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type  of  construction  of  the  main  building,  the  committee  directs  the 
Librarian  to  strengthen  the  guard  force  to  whatever  extent  is  necessary 
to  afford  adequate  protection  in  this  regard.  With  a  total  present 
personnel  of  321  authorized  positions,  the  committee  believes  that 
this  readjustment  can  be  made  and  provided  for  within  the  amount 
granted. 

Library  buildings,  contingent  expenses. — This  is  the  item  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  purchase  of  services  and  supplies  incidental  to  the  cus¬ 
tody  and  maintenance  of  the  Library  buildings  and  for  purchasing  and 
operation  of -passenger  cars  and  trucks.  The  committee  has  allowed 
$30,000  which  excludes  requested  increases  of  $15,500  and  goes  below 
the  1947  appropriation  by  $4,000.  The  reduction  by  the  committee 
is  attributable  in  part  to  the  urgent  need  for  economizing  in  opera¬ 
tions  and  to  the  disallowance  by  the  committee  of  funds  requested  for 
replacing  one  passenger-carrying  automobile.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  noted  that  the  Library  now  operates  three  passenger-carry¬ 
ing  cars,  and  the  budget  language  requested  authority  to  enable  the 
Library  to  purchase  uniforms  for  the  chauffeurs  of  these  cars.  The 
committee  sees  no  valid  reason  why  the  Library  should  be  operating 
this  many  automobiles  and  strongly  suggests  that  the  Librarian  dis¬ 
pose  of  at  least  two  of  them.  The  Library  has  five  delivery  trucks 
which  the  committee  believes  are  necessary  for  present  operations.

Working  capital  and  congressional  printing  and  binding. — The  com¬ 
mittee  recommends  a  total  of  $14,520,000  for  this  item  as  against  the 
estimate  of  $24,900,000,  a  reduction  of  $10,380,000.  Of  the  total 
recommended,  $10,000,000  is  for  a  working  capital  fund  for  handling 
printing  and  binding  for  the  agencies  of  the  Government  and  is 
returnable  to  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  6  months.  The  remainder 
of  $4,520,000  is  for  congressional  printing  and  binding  and  for  costs 
of  printing  the  Federal  Register  and  supplements  to  the  Code  of 
Federal  Regulations.  The  Public  Printer’s  request  of  $24,900,000 
contemplated  continuation  of  the  working  capital  fund  at  its  current 
$20,000,000  level,  and  $4,900,000  for  congressional  printing,  etc. 

The  total  available  for  this  purpose  for  congressional  printing  in¬ 
cluding  the  Federal  Register  for  1947,  namely  $5,375,000,  compares 
with  an  estimate  of  $4,900,000  for  1948,  a  decrease  of  $475,000  as 
between  the  2  years. 

In  the  hearings  the  Printing  Office  volunteered  elimination  of  the 
$330,000  increase  requested  for  the  Federal  Register  which  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  accepted  and  imposed  an  additional  cut  of  $50,000.  The 
Public  Printer  also  volunteered  a  reduction  of  $5,000,000  in  the  esti¬ 
mate  for  the  working-capital  fund  which  the  committee  has  accepted 
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and  made  a  further  reduction  of  $5,000,000.  A  summary  of  the  re¬ 
vised  expenditure  estimates  for  1947,  the  budget  for  1948,  and  the 
committee  allowance  is  as  follows:

With  respect  to  the  further  reduction  of  $5,000,000  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  Ihe  working  capital  fund  it  should  be  stated  1-hat  for  the 
fiscal  year  1941,  a  total  of  $4,720,000  was  available  for  this  purpose. 
By  reason  of  a  substantial  supplemental,  $7,877,000  was  available  in 
1942,  and  the  largest  increase  came  in  1944  when  a  total  of  $24,225,000 
was  appropriated.  The  need  for  such  large  sums  was,  of  course, 
occasioned  by  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  volume  of  printing  dur¬ 
ing  the  war.  The  peak  year  for  printing  and  binding  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Printing  Office  was  1945  when  a  total  of  $77,309,000  worth  of 
business  was  done.  There  was  a  sharp  drop  in  1946  when  the  total 
was  $47,224,000.  For  the  first  9  months  of  fiscal  year  1947  the 
volume  amounted  to  $49,139,000  and  the  total  foi  the  year  may 
reach  $55,000,000  or  $60,000,000,  or  approximately  $5,000,000  a 
month.  In  view  of  reductions  in  the  printing  appropriations  and 
other  pending  budget  cuts  for  the  various  departments  and  agencies 
of  the  Government  for  1948,  it  seems  safe  to  conclude  that  the  volume 
of  printing  in  that  year  should  be  less  than  in  1947.  The  volume  of 
business  to  be  handled  determines,  of  course,  in  large  measure  the 
size  of  the  working  capital  fund  required.  Another  factor  is  the 
rapidity  with  which  collections  are  made  for  work  performed.  The 
Public  Printer  testified  that  there  is  some,  difficulty  in  securing  prompt 
payment  by  departments  and  agencies  and  to  the  extent  that  this  is 
true  working-capital  requirements  ai'e  higher  than  they  otherwise 
would  be.  Under  the  existing  arrangement  the  $20,000,000  working- 
capital  fund  must  be  returned  to  the  Treasury  not  later  than  12  months 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  it  is  made.  The  committee 
has  shortened  by  6  months  the  period  allowed  for  returning  the 
working-capital  fund. 

•  Even  assuming  a  $60,000,000  volume  for  next  year,  or  a  monthly 
rate  of  $5,000,000,  the  $10,000,000  fund  recommended  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  bill  would  provide  for  a  60-day  operation  and  the  committee 
sees  no  valid  reason  why  departments  and  agencies  should  not  pay 
their  printing  bills  within  30  days.  The  Public  Printer  could  un-  * 
doubtedl.y  shorten  the  collection  period  by  the  simple  expedient  of 
refusing  to  accept  requisitions  for  printing  unless  the  department  or 
agency  concerned  pays  its  bills  promptly. 
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The  committee  inquired  as  to  the  number  of  personnel  engaged  in 
the  various  planning  and  overhead  divisions  in  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  but  the  time  situation  on  this  bill  did  not  permit  as 
extensive  an  analysis  of  this  matter  as  it  appears  to  deserve.  It  ap¬ 
pears  to  the  committee  that  there  may  be  some  unnecessary  adminis¬ 
trative  and  overhead  costs  attached  to  the  present  organization  and 
it  expects  to  look  into  the  situation  before  the  1949  budget  is  considered 
with  a  view  to  effecting  any  economies  which  may  prove  to  be  war¬ 
ranted. 

Language  recommended  by  the  Government  Printing  Office  in¬ 
cluded  a  new  provision  which  would  authorize  printing  for  the  Senate 
Library  $400  in  excess  of  the  existing  limitation  in  44  U.  S.  C.  168. 
The  committee  has  omitted  that  provision  from  the  bill  and  leaves  the 
matter  for  the  determination  of  the  Senate. 

Office  of  Superintendent  of  Documents.—  A  total  of  $1,091,500  is 
recommended  for  the  expenses  of  this  Office,  $1,321,500  being  for 
salaries  and  $370,000  for  general  expenses  other  than  salaries.  These 
v  amounts  are  identical  with  funds  provided  for  the  current  fiscal  year, 

*  and  reflect  disallowance  of  requested  increases  totaling  $259,200,  of 
which  $198,500  was  for  100  additional  personnel,  principally  for 
handling  sales  business. 

This  Office  is  engaged  in  the  following  activities:  (1)  Sale  of 
Government  publications,  its  largest  single  activity;  (2)  compilation 
and  issuance  of  official  catalogs  and  indexes;  (3)  distribution  of  publi-  - 
cations  to  designated  depository  libraries;  (4)  distribution  of  publi¬ 
cations  for  other  agencies  of  the  Government;  and  (5)  distribution 
of  such  publications  for  Members  of  Congress  as  may  be  allotted  to 
them.  The  value  of  sales  of  publications  during  the  fiscal  year  1947 
is  running  about  44  percent  above  the  fiscal  year  1946,  and  this  is 
being  handled  with  a  substantial  increase  of  $280,000  granted  in  the 
1947  appropriation  act.  Sales  receipts  turned  into  the  Treasury 
during  1946  amounted  to  $1,355,087,  and  are  estimated  at  $1,700,000 
for  the  current  year. 

This  Office  is,  of  course,  purely  a  service  agency  and  has  no  control 
over  demands  made  upon  it.  However,  in  view  of  the  substantial  in¬ 
crease  granted  last  year  which  is  projected  into  the  committee’s 
recommendations  for  1948,  the  substantial  reductions  effected  in 

>  printing  appropriations  for  the  several  departments  and  agencies  for 
1948  which  will  lessen  the  number  of  ne\fr  publications  coming  into 
print,  plus  the  urgent  need  for  redi'.ction  in  expenditures,  the  com¬ 
mittee  believes  that  this  Office  can  render  at  least  reasonably  good 
serv  ce  in  the  discharge  of  its  functions  with  continuation  of  its  appro¬ 
priations  at  the  current  level.  The  committee  has  noted  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  recently  installed  some  simplified  pro¬ 
cedures  to  secure  greater  efficiency  and  economy  in  performance,  and 
urges  that  further  and  continuous  efforts  in  this  direction  be  vigorously 
pursued. 

Penalty-mail  costs. — The  estimate  of  $438,000  for  penalty-mail 
costs  included  an  increase  of  $85,000  over  the  current-year  amount  to 
take  care  of  a  unit  price  increase  which  the  Post  Office  Department  s 
placing  in  effect  July  1,  1947.  The  committee  has  allowed  $400,000, 
a  reduction  of  $38,000,  and  believes  that  this  amount  will  prove 
adequate.  Tn  arriving  at  the  $400,000,  the  committee  took  into 
account  the  fact  that  there  was  a  substantial  unobligated  balance  in 
the  piior-vear  appropriation.

General  repairs,  and  so  forth:  For  necessary  expendi¬ 
tures  for  the  Library  Buildings  and  Grounds  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  including  minor  im¬ 
provements,  maintenance,  repair,  equipment,  supplies,  water¬ 
proof  wearing  apparel,  material,  and  appurtenances,  and  per¬ 
sonal  and  other  services  in  connection  with  the  mechanical 
and  structural  maintenance  of  such  buildings  and  grounds, 
$57,050. 

For  furniture,  including  partitions,  screens,  shelving,  and 
electrical  work  pertaining  thereto  and  repairs  thereof,  and  the 
purchase  of  office  and  library  equipment,  apparatus,  and 
labor-saving  devices,  $20,000,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol. 

BOTANIC  GARDEN

contingent  expenses ;  the  prevention  and  eradication  of  insect 
and  other  pests  and  plant  diseases  by  purchase  of  materials, 
and  procurement  of  personal  services  by  contract  without 
regard  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  Act;  repair,  mainte¬ 
nance,  operation,  purchase,  and  exchange  of  motortrucks, 
and  maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  a  passenger  motor 
vehicle;  purchase  of  botanical  books,  periodicals,  and  books 
of  reference,  not  to  exceed  $100;  repairs  and  improvements 
to  Director’s  residence;  and  all  other  necessary  expenses;  all 
under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library, 
$20,000. 

No  part  of  the  appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  for 
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the  Botanic  Garden  shall  be  used  for  the  distribution,  by 
congressional  allotment,  of  trees,  plants,  shrubs,  or  other 
nursery  stock. 

LIBRARY  OR  CONGRESS 

Salaries,  Library,  proper:  Eor  the  Librarian,  the 
Librarian  Emeritus,  Chief  Assistant  Librarian,  and  other  per¬ 
sonal  services,  including  investigations  of  Library  employees 
with  regard  to  loyalty  and  including  special  and  temporary 
services  and  extra  special  services  of  regular  employees  (not 
exceeding  $5,000)  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  Librarian, 
$2,249,600,  of  which  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  may  be 
transferred  to  other  agencies  of  the  Government  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  loyalty  of  Library  employees: 
Provided,  That  hereafter  the  gross  salary  of  any  position

Salaries :  To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Congress  to  employ 
competent  persons  to  gather,  classify,  and  make  available, 
in  translations,  indexes,  digests,  compilations,  and  bulletins. 
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and  otherwise,  data  for  or  bearing  upon  legislation,  and  to 
render  such  data  serviceable  to  Congress,  and  committees 
and  Members  thereof,  and  for  printing  and  binding  the  digests 
of  public  general  bills,  miscellaneous  printing,  supplies  and 
materials,  and  including  not  to  exceed  $20,000  for  employees

work  and  work  by  the  day  or  hour  and  for  extra  special 
services  of  regular  employees  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Librarian;  in  all,  $350,000.

Salaries  and  expenses:  To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Con¬

LIBRARY  BUILDINGS 

Salaries:  For  the  superintendent  and  other  personal

days  and  Executive  orders  granting  liolida}^  and  half 
holidays  with  pay  to  employees ;  to  enable  the  Public  Printer 
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to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  law  granting  leave  to 
employees  with  pay,  such  pay  to  be  at  the  rate  for  their 
regular  positions  at  the  time  the  leave  is  granted;  rental  of 
buildings  and  equipment;  fuel,  gas,  heat,  electric  current, 
gas  and  electric  fixtures;  bicycles,  motor-propelled  vehicles 
for  the  carriage  of  printing  and  printing  supplies,  and  the 
maintenance,  repair,  and  operation  of  the  same,  to  be  used 
only  for  official  purposes,  including  operation,  repair,  and

U.  S.  C.  311),  $100,000;  the  printing  and  binding  for  use 
of  the  Government  Printing  Office;  the  printing  and  binding 
(not  exceeding  $5,000)  for  official  use  of  the  Architect  of  the 
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Capitol  upon  requisition  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate ;  in  all 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $4,520,000:  Provided ,  That  not 
less  than  $10,000,000  of  such  working  capital  shall  he 
returned  to  the  Treasury  as  an  unexpended  balance  not  later 
than  six  months  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1948:

LEGISLATIVE  BRANCH  APPROPRIATION 
BILL,  1948 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  move  that  the  House  resolve 
itself  into  the  Committee  on  the  Whole 
House  on  the  State  of  the  Union  for  the 
consideration  of  the  bill  (H.  R.  3993) 
making  appropriations  for  the  legisla¬ 
tive  branch  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  3Q,  1948,  and  for  other  purposes; 
and  pending  that  motion,  I  ask  unani¬ 
mous  consent  that  general  debate  be 
limited  to  2  hours,  the  time  to  be  equally 
divided  and  controlled  by  the  gentleman 
from  Missouri  [Mr.  Cannon]  and  myself. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Indiana? 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  motion^  was  agreed  to. 

Accordingly  the  House  resolved  itself 
into  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
on  the  State  of  the  Union  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  bill  H.  R.  3993,  with 
Mr.  Dondero  in  the  chair. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

By  unanimous  consent,  the  first  read¬ 
ing  of  the  bill  was  dispensed  with. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  yield  myself  5  minutes.  I 
may  say  that  I  do  not  believe  we  will  re¬ 
quire  1  hour  on  this  side. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  bringing  in  the  leg¬ 
islative  bill  this  year  the  committee  has 
had  quite  a  task.  The  reorganization 
bill  created  many  problems  and  growing 
out  of  it  all  the  committee  adopted  a  new 
|  system.  Heretofore  in  the  appropriation 
bill  for  the  legislative  branch  the  posi¬ 
tions  and  salaries  have  all  been  outlined 
individually.  In  the  bill  this  year  we  use 
-  the  same  form  as  is  used  in  appropriation 
bills  for  other  departments. 

The  committee  has  worked  very  hard. 

$  I  commend  each  member  of  the  commit- 
3  tee  for  the- care  and  attention  he  has 
given  to  this  bill.  I  think  the  hearings 
are  probably  longer  than  they  have  been 
|  in  previous  years,  and  the  committee  has 
gone  into  more  detail  than  heretofore. 

The  report  is  quite  comprehensive  and 
sets  out  in  very  plain  and  concise  lan¬ 
guage  just  what  is  in  the  bill  and  the 
changes  that  have  been  made.  I  shall 
not  take  time  to  explain  all  that. 

I  may  say  that  the  bill  this  year  is  27.9 
percent  below  the  budget  estimates  and 
11.8  percent  below  the  1947  appropria- 
5  tions. 

The  principal  increase  that  has  been 

I  made  in  regard  to  the  legislative  branch 
is  due  to  the  Reorganization  Act  which 
set  up  many  new  positions  and  many 
committees  and  committee  clerks  and 
assistants.  That  practically  comprises 
all  of  the  incerases  in  the  bill. 

The  committee  has  made  quite  a  few 
cuts  in  the.  bill.  We  have  tried  to  get 
;  matters  organized  so  that  we  can  have 
real  efficiency.  Toward  that  end  the 


committee  has  recommended  that  before 
the  bill  comes  up  for  consideration  next 
year  an  exhaustive  and  extensive  survey 
be  made  to  determine  just  what  posi¬ 
tions  should  be  retained  and  what  the 
classifications  should  be  with  a  view  to 
eliminating  those  that  are  not  necessary 
and  which  should  not  be  in  existence. 

We  find  the  committees  are  not.  utiliz¬ 
ing  all  the  help  that  is  provided  in  the  re¬ 
organization  bill.  There  is  a  total  of  180 
positions  provided,  and  we  find  that  the 
committees  are  utilizing  at  this  time,  or 
rather  as  of  May  1947,  122  of  those  posi¬ 
tions.  However,  the  committee  has 
power  to  appoint  members  of  their  staffs 
if  they  wish  to  do  so.  The  Reorganiza¬ 
tion  Act  permits  it.  Therefore,  the  com¬ 
mittee  felt  that  it  could  do  nothing  but 
appropriate  for  the  positions  that  are 
enumerated  and  permitted  under  the  Re¬ 
organization  Act.  We  feel  confident  that 
the  committees  will  not  use  all  the  money 
that  has  been  appropriated  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  and  will  not  use  all  that  the  law  per¬ 
mits. 

The  House  by  resolution,  as  you  know, 
set  up  a  Coordinator  of  Information.  In 
that  connection,  of  course,  the  appropri¬ 
ations  to  take  care  of  that  office  have 
been  made  in  this  bill.  It  is  a  new  ap¬ 
propriation. 

The  work  that  is  contemplated  previ¬ 
ously  has  been  done  by  the  Reference 
Service  of  the  Library  of  Congress.  The 
desire  of  Congress,  however,  for  its  own 
staff,  its  own  experts,  and  its  own  co¬ 
ordinator  of  information  has  been  re¬ 
flected  in  the  reduction  in  the  amount 
allowed  for  the  Legislative  Reference 
Branch  in  the  Library. 

Mr.  SPRINGER.  Mr.  Chairman,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  yield  to 
my  colleague  from  Indiana. 

Mr.  SPRINGER.  As  I  understand, 
there  is  a  lump-sum  allocation  for  the 
various  departments.  Is  that  in  the 
bill? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  That  is 
correct. 

Mr.  SPRINGER.  What  information 
has  the  gentleman  received  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  effect  that  such  provision 
would  have  on  the  various  employees, 
respecting  their  salaries,  in  the  various 
departments  of  government? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  am  glad 
the  gentleman  raised  that  question.  On 
page  4  of  the  report  the  matter  is  men¬ 
tioned.  I  will  read  just  briefly  from 
the  report: 

The  items  for  salaries  of  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  of  the  House  and  the  Senate  do  not 
include,  as  heretofore,  a  detail  listing  of 
all  the  positions  appropriated  for  and  the 
salary  of  each.  Inasmuch  as  these  positions 
and  the  salaries  therefor  are  all  statutory 
the  repetition  in  the  appropriation  act  each 
year  of  the  list  is  unnecessary  and  mean¬ 
ingless.  The  language  of  the  accompanying 
bill  provides,  in  a  lump  sum,  the  amount 
necessary  to  pay  the  salaries  of  all  persons 
employed  under  the  particular  appropriation 
as  authorized  by  law. 

A  complete  list  of  House  positions  ap¬ 
propriated  for  and  the  salary  of  each  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law  will  be  found  on  pages  408- 
412  of  the  hearings. 

In  that  connection,  I  may  say  that 
section  105  of  the  appropriation  act  for 
1947  listed  the  appropriation  by  posi¬ 


tions  and  salaries  as  always  has  been 
done  heretofore,  but  there  was  a  provi¬ 
sion  in  that  bill  to  the  effect  that  the 
provisions  of  the  1947  act  became  per¬ 
manent  law. 

The  1948  act  making  the  appropriation 
in  a  lump  sum  according  to  law  leaves 
them  as  they  were  last  year  in  the  1947 
bill. 

So  there  could  be  no  mistake  about 
the  matter  and  in  order  that  we  might 
be  certain,  a  letter  was  written  to  the 
Comptroller  General  of  the  United  States 
for  an  official  opinion.  His  letter  is  set 
out  on  page  5  of  the  report,  but  for  the 
information  of  the  membei'ship  I  will 
read  it:  ' 

Comptroller  General 
of  the  United  States, 
Washington  25,  June  26,  1947. 
Hon.  Noble  J.  Johnson, 

Chairman,  Subcommittee  on  Appropri¬ 
ations  for  the  Legislative  Branch, 
House  of  Representatives. 

My  Dear  Mr.  Chairman  :  Consideration  has 
been  given  your  letter  of  June  25,  1947,  as 
follows : 

“Attached  hereto  is  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
legislative  appropriation  bill .  for  1948  and 
a  copy  of  the  Legislative  Appropriation  Act 
for  1947.  I  call  your  particular  attention 
to  section  105  of  the  1947  law. 

“It  will  b„e  noted  that  the  proposed  1948 
act,  with  respect  to  House  and  Senate  items, 
is  radically  different  in  form  from  the  1947 
act  in  that  the  detailed  list  of  positions 
and  salaries  is  omitted. 

“The  question  is  raised  as  to  whether  or 
not  the  proposed  bill  for  1948  will  provide 
for  any  salary  or  position  at  a  rate  or  in  a 
manner  different  from  the  provisions  of  the 

1947  act  unless  there  is  a  specific  provision 
in  the  1948  act  relating  thereto. 

“To  cite  a  specific  example,  under  the 
Office  of  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  House  the 
following  language  is  included  in  the  1947 
act:  ‘Superintendent  of  document  room 
(Elmer  A.  Lewis) ,  $3,960  and  $2,040  additional 
so  long  as  the  position  is  held  by  the  pres¬ 
ent  incumbent.’ 

“It  is  the  contention  of  the  committee 
that  the  proposed  wording  of  the  bill  will 
not  affect  those  positions  specifically  set 
out  in  the  1947  act,  will  authorize  no  one  to 
make  any  change  whatever  in  such  positions 
or  rates  of  pay,  and  will  not  confer  upon 
the  disbursing  officer  of  the  House  or  any 
other  officer  or  employee  of  the  House  any 
authority  to  make  adjustments  in  salaries 
or  in  personnel  or  in  titles  of  positions  which 
he  does  not  now  have  and,  specifically,  the 
law  in  the  fiscal  year  1948  in  respect  to  the 
employment  of  Elmer  A.  Lewis  will  be  exactly 
the  same  as  it  is  in  1947. 

“Any  specific  provisions  in  the  1948  act 
relating  to  particular  positions  would,  of 
course,  make  changes  in  the  permanent  law 
with  respect  to  such  positions,  but  unless 
there  is  a  specific  provision  in  the  act  for 

1948  relating  to  a  particular  position,  the 
1948  act  would  have  no  effect  whatever  on 
the  salary  or  status  of  such  position. 

“Your  advice  in  the  premises  will  be  ap¬ 
preciated.” 

In  the  appropriation  item  for  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  proposed  1948  Leg¬ 
islative  Appropriation  Act,  under  the  head¬ 
ing  “Salaries,  officers  and  employees,”  is 
found  the  following  provision: 

“For  compensation  of  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees,  as  authorized  by  law,  including  in¬ 
creased  and  additional  compensation  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Federal  Employees  Pay  Act  of 
1945,  as  amended  by  the  Federal  Employees 
Pay  Act  of  1946,  as  follows:” 

A  similar  provision  heads  the  item  cov¬ 
ering  Senate  appropriations  for  salaries  of 
officers  and  employees.  In  the  1947  Appro¬ 
priation  Act,  approved  July  1,  1946,  Public 
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Law  479,  the  appropriations  for  “Salaries, 
officers  and  employees,”  gave  the  title  of  each 
position  and  specified  the  salary  to  be  paid. 
Section  105  of  that  act  further  provided: 

“Sec.  105.  Whenever  any  office  or  position 
not  specifically  established  by  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Pay  Act  of  1929  is  appropriated  for 
herein  or  whenever  the  rate  of  compensation 
or  designation  of  any  position  appropriated 
for  herein  is  different  from  that  specifically 
established  for  such  position  by  said  act,  the 
rate  of  compensation  and  the  designation  of 
the  position,  or  either,  appropriated  for  or 
provided  herein,  shall  be  the  permanent  law 
with  respect  thereto,  and  the  authority  for 
any  position  specifically  established  by  such 
act  which  is  not  specifically  appropriated  for 
herein  shall  cease  to  exist.” 

A  provision  substantially  similar  to  said 
section  105  is  contained  in  section  105  of 
the  proposed  Legislative  Appropriation  Act 
for  1948,  except  that  the  language  relative 
to  positions  not-  specifically  appropriated 
for  is  omitted.  It  is  understood  that  the 
specific  salaries  set  out  in  the  1947  act  were 
augmented  by  the  increases  authorized  by 
sections  501  and  502  of  the  Federal  Employ¬ 
ees  Pay  Act  of  1945,  Public  Law  106,  as  amend¬ 
ed  by  section  5  x>f  the  Federal  Employees 
Pay  Act  of  1946,  Public  Law,  390.  As  to  em¬ 
ployees  of  standing  committees  for  whom 
provision  is  made  in  section  202  of  the  Leg¬ 
islative  Reorganization  Act  of  1946,  Public 
Law  601,  as  amended  by  acts  of  January  31, 
1947,  Public  Law  1,  and  February  19,  1947, 
Public  Law  4,  section  B-63025,  January  20, 
1947,  to  the  Speaker,  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives. 

Accordingly,  I  am  in  agreement  with  the 
understanding  expressed  in  your  letter.

Mr.  SPRINGER.  In  other  words,  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  1947  will  control 
with  respect  to  the  payment  of  these 
various  employees  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  That  is 
absolutely  correct.  It  will  remain  that 
way  until  such  time  as  Congress  by  af¬ 
firmative  action  changes  it.  It  is  the 
permanent  law  now. 

Mr.  SPRINGER.  I  desire  to  contratu- 
late  the  gentleman,  my  colleague  from 
Indiana,  and  his  subcommittee  upon  their 
careful  and  painstaking  inquiry  into  this 
matter  because  it  means  so  much  to  the 
employees  who  come  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  bill.  You  have  done  a 
splendid  job.  I  know  every  employee, 
who  comes  under  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  appreciates  the  specific  information 
which  the  gentleman  has  been  able  to 
obtain,  and  for  their  benefit.  They  ap¬ 
preciate  this  great  service,  and  I  appre¬ 
ciate  what  he  has  done.  You  are  doing 
a  fine  service  for  the  people  and  for  our 
country. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Indiana  has  expired. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana,  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  I  yield  myself  three  additional  min¬ 
utes. 

I  thank  the  gentleman  very  much. 

There  was  one  matter,  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  wanted  to  mention  just  briefly.  While 
the  committee  has  worked  hard  for  the 
very  purpose  of  trying  to  reduce  expendi¬ 
tures  where  they  could  be  reduced  there 
was  one  matter  in  which  we  increased 
expenditures  and  that  was  on  books  for 
the  blind. 

The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  for 
1947  was  $500,000.  We  raised  it  to 


$1,000,000  under  the  authority  of  a  reso¬ 
lution  authorizing  $1,125,000  to  be  appro¬ 
priated  for  that  purpose.  The  com¬ 
mittee  after  going  into  the  matter  fully 
allowed  $1,000,000.  From  the  evidence 
we  had  and  the  understanding  we  could 
get  that  is  all  the  money  that  could  be 
judiciously  expended  during  the  next 
year.  We  all  feel  sorry  for  people  who 
have  lost  their  sight  and  want  to  do  what 
we  can  to  assist  in  their  welfare. 

Mr.  BENDER.  Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  yield  to 
the  distinguished  gentleman  from  Ohio. 

Mr.  BENDER.  I  wish  to  commend  the 
gentleman  for  the  fine  work  he  and  his 
subcommittee  have  done  and  especially 
to  commend  them  for  their  handling  of 
the  appropriations  for  the  Library  of 
Congress.  I  think  they  are  doing  a  per¬ 
fectly  grand  job  in  assisting  Members  of 
Congress  in  all  their  problems,  and  I 
trust  the  Librarian  is  pleased  with  the 
way  the  committee  handled  his  office. 
Am  I  correct  in  saying  that? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  hardly 
think  they  are.  I  do  not  believe  he  is 
very  well  pleased,  yet  we  think  we  have 
done  the  right  thing. 

Mr.  BENDER.  The  committee  I  trust 
will  be  most  generous. 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  Mr. 
Chairman,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  yield. 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  I 
just  came  in  the  door  and  heard  the 
gentleman  speaking  about  an  additional 
appropriation  for  books  for  the  blind. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Yes.  Last 
year  it  was  $500,000.  This  year  we  made 
it  $1,000,000,  just  doubled  the  amount. 
It  is  for  books,  machines,  and  such 
things. 

Mrs.  ROGERS  of  Massachusetts.  I 
am  delighted  because  I  can  carry  the 
news  to  six  blind  veterans  who  are  out¬ 
side  the  Chamber  now.  They  were  just 
asking  about  this  appropriation.  They 
came  over  in  order  to  try  to  secure  pas¬ 
sage  of  the  bill  which  would  give  them 
automobiles  in  order  that  they  may  be 
transported  about  to  and  from  college 
and  to  and  from  work.  s 

As  everyone  knows,  traffic  is  tremen¬ 
dously  heavy  here  and  the  amputees  are 
asked  to  step  aside.  The  other  evening 
they  were  asked  to  get  up  from  a  table. 
Everywhere  it  is  a  push  to  make  room  for 
people,  especially  in  the  streets.  If 
they  have  their  automobiles  they  can 
get  to  their  college  in  time  for  classes, 
they  can  get  to  their  businesses. 

I  know  the  gentleman  joins  me  in  the 
hope  that  either  a  rule  will  be  granted 
or  that  the  bill  will  be  brought  up  under 
a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Indiana  has  again  ex¬ 
pired. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Chairman,  the 
preparation  of  this  bill  was  a  labor  of 
love.  We  had  one  of  the  most  amiable 
committees,  and  certainly  one  of  the 
ablest  and  fairest  chairmen  under  whom 
it  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve.  I  re¬ 
gret  that  I  cannot  go  along  with  them  in 
unwarranted  expenditures  proposed  by 
the  bill.  I  am  glad  to  approve  the  reduc¬ 
tions  with  the  exception  of  the  untenable 


reductions  in  the  provisions  for  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Library. 

Of  course,  the  claim  of  a  reduction  of 
11.6  percent  below  1947  appropriations 
and  27.7  percent  below  the  budget  esti¬ 
mates  is  wholly  unsubstantiated. 

In  one  item  alone,  the  appropriation 
for  working  capital  at  the  Government 
Printing  Office,  a  reduction  of  $10,000,000 
is  claimed,  when  as  a  matter  of  fact  there 
is  no  real  reduction  in  the  amount  taken 
from  the  Federal  Treasury  and  no  saving 
to  the  Government.  The  printing  and 
binding  requisitioned  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  agencies  must  be  handled  and  will 
be  handled,  and  if  and  when  sufficient 
working  capital  is  not  available  they  will 
come  back  for  what  is  needed.  In  view 
of  the  increased  wage  scale  and  higher 
cost  of  paper  and  other  materials,  the 
likelihood  is  that  they  will  have  to  come 
back,  and  if  they  do,  the  money  will  have 
to  be  provided.  There  is  no  alternative. 

So,  instead  of  the  bill  affecting  re¬ 
duction  of  11.6  below  the  1947  bill,  it  is 
actually  an  increase  of  $2,776,309.44  over 
and  above  the  current  year,  and  a  bare 
15  or  16  percent  below  the  estimates.  In 
other  words,  it  is  another  phony  reduc¬ 
tion  to  the  extent  of  $10,000,000  or  more. 

I  am  profoundly  impressed,  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  at  the  discrepancy  in  the  attend¬ 
ance  this  morning  and  in  the  attendance 
at  the  time  we  adopted  the  famous  re¬ 
organization  bill  of  1946  under  authori¬ 
zation  of  which  much  of  the  appropria¬ 
tions  carried  in  the  bill  is  proposed.  On 
that  eventful  day  every  seat  was  filled 
and  the  embattled  membership  of  the 
House  presented  a  solid  phalanx  against 
every  effort  to  adopt  even  the  slightest 
amendment  to  that  celebrated  enactment. 
Never  in  the  records  of  the  House  has 
any  bill  been  so  heralded  and  so  press- 
agented  as  was  the  reorganization  bill  of 
1946.  There  were  literally  acres  of  news¬ 
paper  space  used  in  its  advocacy  and  on 
the  floor  of  the  House  there  was  a  con¬ 
tinuous  barrage  in  favor  of  the  bill,  with 
the  daily  inclusion  in  the  index  of  in¬ 
numerable  newspaper  editorials  in  its 
favor.  So  it  is  a  little  surprising  that  on 
the  occasion  of  the  first  full  appropria¬ 
tion  under  the  authorization  conferred 
by  that  bill  we  find  so  few  Members  pres-' 
ent,  and  it  is  still  more  surprising  to  note 
that  we  take  up  the  bill  in  direct  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  express  provisions  of  the  same 
Reorganization  Act. 

It  is  all  the  more  significant  in  that 
it  is  the  last  step  in  the  complete  wreck¬ 
age  of  the  famous  Reorganization  Act. 

The  Reorganization  Act  of  1946  pro¬ 
vides  that  no  general  appropriation  bill 
shall  be  considered  unless  the  bill,  hear¬ 
ings,  and  report  shall  have  been  made 
available  to  the  membership  of  the 
House  for  not  less  than  three  calendar 
days  before  the  bill  is  taken  up.  No 
provision  of  the  Reorganization  Act  was 
more  insistently  demanded  and  more 
vigorously  debated  than  this  require¬ 
ment  for  at  least  3  days’  notice  before 
consideration. 

The  pending  bill  was  reported  last 
night  just  before  adjournment.  It-  has 
not  been  available  a  full  day,  much  less 
3  days.  This  report  is  a  flagrant  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  letter  and  the  spirit  of  the 
act.  And  when  we  take  it  up  this  morn- 
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ing,  by  direction  and  request  of  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  the  House,  we  abandon  the  last 
hitherto  unviolated  provision  of  that 
much-advertised  act — touted  at  the 
time  of  its  enactment  as  the  supreme 
and  infallible  panacea  for  all  legislative 
ills. 

Never  has  any  enactment  by  the  Con¬ 
gress  promised  so  much  and  delivered 
so  little. 

I  shall  not  take  the  time  of  the  House 
to  recount  in  detail  the  step-by-step 
catalysis  of  the  Reorganization  Act.  It 
is  sufficient  to  note  only  the  major  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  bill  which  have  become 
notorious  through  their  violation  or  lack 
of  observance  on  the  part  of  the  House. 

Of  course,  the  bill  revolved  largely 
around  the  committee  system.  The  81 
committees  of  the  House  and  Senate 
were  reduced  to  34  and  it  was  empha¬ 
sized  that  this  number  would  suffice  for 
all  needs  of  both  Houses  and  no  special 
committees  would  be  required.  The 
custom  of  establishing  special  commit¬ 
tees  for  every  real  or  imaginary  need, 
and  on  any  occasion,  was  condemned  as 
one  of  the  evils  of  the  existing  commit¬ 
tee  system  and  the  34  committees  were 
provided  once  and  for  all  as  the  ultima 
thule  of  all  committee  requirements. 

The  ink  of  the  signatures  on  the  law 
were  hardly  dry  before  the  creation  of 
additional  committees  started  and  has 
continued  apace  without  interruption. 

Furthermore,  the  standing  committees 
were  no  sooner  formed  than  a  process 
of  decentralization  began  which  has  re¬ 
sulted  in  the  creation  of  more  subcom¬ 
mittees  than  the  original  number  of 
committees,  each  of  which  has  approx¬ 
imately  the  same  jurisdiction  and  the 
same  duties  as  the  old  committees  sup¬ 
planted  by  the  Reorganization  Act. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  com¬ 
mittees  has  in  no  way  decreased  the  work 
of  any  Member.  It  has  in  no  way  ac¬ 
celerated  the  business  of  the  House.  It 
has  not  simplified  procedure.  It  has  af¬ 
forded  no  appreciable  advantage. 

On  the  contrary  it  has  condemned 
Members  of  the  House  to  treadmill  duties 
on  which  they  work  as  hard  but  without 
recognition  or  credit  for  work  accom¬ 
plished  under  the  former  procedure. 
After  a  Member  had  remained  here  three 
or  four  terms  and  had  worked  faithfully 
and  effectively,  he  was  awarded  a  chair¬ 
manship. 

He  was  accorded  tangible  recognition 
of  his  service.  His  constituency  appre¬ 
ciated  the  distinction  conferred  on  him. 
It  was  a  credit  to  them  as  well  as  to  him. 
And  why  not?  A  manufacturer  who 
operated  his  plant  successfully  during 
the  war  was  awarded  an  E ;  a  scholar  who 
distinguished  himself  in  his  particular 
field  is  given  a  degree ;  an  army  or  naval 
officer  serving  creditably  at  his  desk  here 
in  Washington  is  given  a  bronze  star  or  a 
promotion.  Why  should  not  the  man 
who  has  served  effectively  on  this  floor 
have  some  slight  recognition? 

Why  should  not  he  have  a  chairman¬ 
ship  when  he  does  the  work  and  carries 
the  load?  But  under  the  consolidation 
there  are  only  18  chairmanships  in  the 
House  and  men  may  come  here  and  serve 
a  lifetime  without  attaining  one.  The 
country  at  large  cannot  understand  why 
he  never  attains  that  rank.  It  is  unfair 


to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership 
of  the  House  pocketed  behind  the  18  men 
who  monopolize  the  chairmanships. 

Mr.  MURRAY  of  Wisconsin.  Mr. 
Chairman,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Wisconsin. 

Mr.  MURRAY  of  Wisconsin.  I  have 
no  reason  to  speak  for  any  other  com¬ 
mittee.  I  wish  to  say  to  my  distinguished 
colleague  from  Missouri  that  so  far  as 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture  is  con¬ 
cerned,  I  wish  to  disagree  with  the  gen¬ 
tleman.  I  am  not  saying  that  any  of  the 
other  chairmen  that  I  have  served  un¬ 
der,  such  as  Mr.  Jones  or  Mr.  Fulmer  or 
Mr.  Flannagan,  could  not  have  accom¬ 
plished  possibly  as  much  as  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Kansas  [Mr.  Hope]  has  ac¬ 
complished,  but  I  want  to  say  to  my  col¬ 
league  from  Missouri,  who  has  always 
been  interested  in  agriculture,  that  there 
has  never  been  a  time  that  the  committee 
had  the  grasp  of  and  the  information 
about  agriculture  that  they  have  under 
this  reorganization.  The  reason  it  is  so 
is  because  of  the  same  situation  that  the 
gentleman  complains  about;  that  the 
subcommittees  get  the  facts;  they  do  not 
have  to  believe  some  bureaucrat;  they 
have  the  facts  and  they  have  the  ma¬ 
chinery  for  getting  the  facts  in  the  per¬ 
sonnel  in  the  office  of  the  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture.  In  all  fair¬ 
ness  I  want  that  to  appear  in  the  Rec¬ 
ord  because  it  is  the  truth  and  it  is  the 
fact. 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  am  glad  to  hear  my 
good  friend  from  Wisconsin  speak  in 
such  laudatory  terms  of  the  gentleman 
from  Kansas  [Mr.  Hope].  I  was  deeply 
gratified  when  he  succeeded  to  the  chair¬ 
manship  of  the  committee.  No  one  is 
better  qualified  to  hold  that  position  or 
more  deeply  and  sincerely  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  agriculture.  And  I  am 
glad  he  has  the  advantage  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  of  the  gentleman  from  Wiscon¬ 
sin  on  that  important  committee.  There 
is  no  greater  friend  of  the  farmer  in  this 
Congress.  But  there  are  men  on  that 
committee,  and  every  committee  in  the 
House,  including  the  gentleman  from 
Wisconsin,  who  are  also  entitled  to  recog¬ 
nition  for  duty  well  performed. 

Mr.  MURRAY  of  Wisconsin.  I  thank 
the  gentleman. 

Mr.  ALLEN  of  Louisiana.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Louisiana. 

Mr.  ALLEN  of  Louisiana.  I  am  won¬ 
dering  if  the  distinguished  gentleman 
from  Missouri  will  agree  with  me  that 
perhaps  the  work  of  the  committees  now 
is  not  as  efficient  as  it  was  before  the 
Reorganization  Act.  With  a  subcom¬ 
mittee  of  four  or  five  or  six  members 
hearing  important  issues,  and  all  impor¬ 
tant  issues  being  presented  only  to  sub¬ 
committees,  does  it  not  logically  follow 
that  the  full  committee  relies  upon  the 
judgment  of  four  or  five  members,  and 
therefore  the  entire  Congress  may  be 
acting  upon  the  judgment  of  four  or  five 
or  six  members  of  a  subcommittee? 

Mr.  CANNON.  That  is  true;  and  the 
lack  of  association  of  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  whole  committee  with  the  broad 
field  covered  by  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
committee  is  a  distinct  loss  to  the  mem- 
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bers  and  to  the  Congress  and  is  reflected 
in  its  legislation. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Then  going  a  little  bit 
further  into  the  operation  of  the  Re¬ 
organization  Act,  it  was  especially  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  committees  of  both  Houses 
should  meet  in  open  session;  that  there 
should  be  no  executive  sessions.  The 
public  were  to  be  invited  and  we  were 
to  have  only  open  covenants  openly  ar¬ 
rived  at.  Again  the  provision  is  distin¬ 
guished  by  its  lack  of  observance. 

There  has  not  been  a  single  session 
of  the  committee  or  the  subcommittees 
of  the  Committee  on  Appropriations  in 
open  session.  The  provision  of  the  Re¬ 
organization  Act  is,  and  has  been  from 
the  date  of  its  approval,  a  dead  letter; 
another  refutation  of  the  charges  that 
the  procedure  of  the  House  was  anti¬ 
quated  and  in  need  of  streamlined  revi¬ 
sion.  Likewise,  it  was  provided  that 
there  should  be  no  riders  on  appropria¬ 
tion  bills.  You  can  remember  when 
Members  stood  on  this  floor  and  decried 
the  iniquitous  practice  of  tacking  legis¬ 
lative  riders  on  appropriation  bills,  and 
yet  we  have  the  remarkable  instance — in 
the  consideration  of  the  agricultural  ap¬ 
propriation  bill — of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations,  in  violation  of  that  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  rules  of  the  House,  going 
before  the  Committee  on  Rules,  and  the 
Committee  on  Rules,  in  violation  of  the 
express  provision  of  the  Reorganization 
Act,  reporting  out  a  rule  under  which 
we  could  not  make  a  point  of  order 
against  any  item  in  the  bill,  and  which 
permitted,  as  everybody  understood  be¬ 
fore  the  rule  was  enacted,  far-reaching 
legislation  by  riders  on  appropriation 
bills. 

The  Reorganization  Act  also  provided 
that  every  committee  and  subcommittee 
should  report  the  names  of  staff  mem¬ 
bers  and  that  these  committee  reports 
should  be  printed  every  3  months.  If 
the  requirement  has  been  complied  with, 
it  has  not  been  called  to  my  attention. 

Then  there  was  that  one  particular 
provision  in  the  Reorganization  Act  that 
was  advertised  as  the  greatest  advance 
ever  made  in  the  budgetary  system  of 
the  country.  It  insured,  we  were  told, 
that  there  should  be  no  appropriation 
beyond  revenues,  and  if  there  should  be 
excess  appropriation,  provision  should 
immediately  be  recommended  for  in¬ 
creasing  the  national  debt  or  for  mak¬ 
ing  appropriate  increase  in  taxes  to 
finance  it.  It  was  specifically  provided 
that  this  joint  legislative  budgetary  com¬ 
mittee  should  report  not  later  than  Feb¬ 
ruary  15.  Mr.  Chairman,  February  15  is 
so  far  back  of  us  that  it  has  become  an¬ 
cient  history.  We  are  now  within  3 
days  of  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and 
still  this  joint  committee  that  was  to 
revolutionize  the  budgetary  system  of 
the  Government  has  never  even  brought 
in  a  conference  report. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Missouri  has  expired. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  15  additional  minutes. 

And  we  were  going  to  abolish  lobbying. 
The  lobbyists  were  to  be  brought  in  and 
be  registered  and  ticketed,  and  such 
drastic  supervision  was  to  be  enforced  as 
to  completely  eliminate  this  highly  ob¬ 
jectionable  feature  of  national  legislation.

Why,  Mr.  Chairman,  the  lobbyists  have 
been  more  powerful  and  better  paid  and 
more  aggressive  in  this  year  of  our  Lord 
1947  than  they  have  ever  been  in  any 
previous  Congress. 

Mr.  AUGUST  H.  ANDRESEN.  Mr. 
Chairman,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Minnesota. 

Mr.  AUGUST  H.  ANDRESEN.  I  have 
also  found  that  we  have  had  more  activity 
on  the  part  of  Government  officials  and 
employees  In  lobbying  since  the  Reorgani¬ 
zation  Act  was  passed  than  we  have  ever 
had  before. 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  am  sorry  to  have  my 
good  friend  from  Minnesota  concede 
that  the  law  is  ineffective  and  is  being 
so  flagrantly  disregarded  when  we  were 
promised  the  millenium  when  it  was 
enacted. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  the  Legislative  Re¬ 
organization  Act  of  1946  there  is  another 
notable  provision.  It  expands  a  service 
in  the  Congressional  Library,  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service.  Its  provisions 
are  mandatory.  They  are  nolr  optional. 
The  Librarian  of  Congress  is  directed  to 
establish  a  separate  department  known 
as  the  Legislative  Reference  Service. 

He  is  not  given  permission.  He  has  no 
choice  but  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  law.  It  is  provided  that  the  serv¬ 
ice  shall  operate  not  merely  upon  request 
but  on  its  own  initiative  to  make  available 
certain  data.  The  authorization  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1948  is 
$650,000. 

The  development  of  the  Congressional 
Library  is  an  interesting  and  hearten¬ 
ing  story.  In  a  little  more  than  a  century 
and  a  half  our  people  progressing  from 
uncouth  pioneers  who  through  force  of 
circumstances  were  concerned  only  with 
the  utilitarian,  have  reached  a  status  of 
intellectual  attainment  unexcelled,  if 
not  unequaled,  by  any  other  people  on 
the  globe.  And  the  Library  of  Congress 
is  the  visible,  irrefutable  evidence  of  that 
progress.  The  Library  is  a  symbol  and 
a  monument  to  the  academic  and  intel¬ 
lectual  achievement  of  the  American 
people. 

We  are  not  only  the  greatest  military 
power  on  the  globe — and  the  recent  war 
demonstrates  that  fact  beyond  cavil;  we 
are  not  only  the  richest  nation  in  the 
world,  with  more  wealth  than  all  the 
rest  of  the  world  combined — but  we  are 
the  most  progressive  and  intellectual 
people  the  sun  has  ever  shone  upon. 
And  this  great  Library  daily  testifies  to 
that  preeminence. 

Our  armies,  our  fleets  upon  the  air 
and  on  the  seas,  our  record  of  battles 
won  and  enemies  vanquished,  testify  to 
our  military  power.  Our  bank  balances, 
business  statements,  trade  balances,  our 
standard  of  living,  in  even  the  poorest 
quarter  of  the  poorest  county  in  the 
union,  testify  to  our  wealth  and  our 
libraries  and  universities  are  convincing 
evidence  of  our  academic  attainments. 

This  great  library  is  known  and  ac¬ 
cepted  throughout  the  world  as  proof 
that  we  are  not  merely  shopkeepers  as 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  insisted,  not  merely  mo¬ 
bilizes  of  battalions  of  brute  strength, 
but  that  we  are  a  people  of  culture  and 
learning. 


Libraries  are  the  last  capstone  of  civil¬ 
ization  and  have  been  so  accepted 
throughout  human  history.  One  of  the 
most  irretrievable  misfortunes  that  ever 
befell  mankind  was  the  burning  of  the 
Alexandria  Library.  And  during  the 
Middle  Ages  one  of  the  supreme  contri¬ 
butions  of  the  church,  second  only  to 
its  spiritual  mission,  was  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  last  vestiges  of  the  golden 
age  of  Grecian  and  Roman  literature. 
Mr.  Chairman,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate 
ancient  literature.  Ideas  have  always 
paced  man’s  progress,  and  books,  the 
record  of  men’s  thoughts  and  achieve¬ 
ments,  are  the  information  upon  which 
we  build.  They  are  the  tools  with  which 
we  implement  modem  research. 

Both  Washington  and  Franklin  be¬ 
lieved,  and  it  is  the  verdict  of  modern 
historians  that  the  American  Revolu¬ 
tion  could  not  have  been  sustained  with¬ 
out  the  doctrines  disseminated  by 
Thomas  Paine  in  his  book  The  Crisis. 
One  of  the  determining  factors  which 
precipitated  the  Civil  War  was  a  book  by 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe,  Uncle  Tom’s 
Cabin;  and  it  was  Randall’s  poem, 
printed  on  the  front  page  of  a  Baltimore 
newspaper,  Maryland,  My  Maryland, 
which  in  1  day  swept  the  great  Old  Line 
State  into  the  Confederacy.  And  more 
recently,  Thomas  Dixon’s  The  Clans¬ 
man  exerted  profound  influence  upon 
national  thought. 

Mr.  Chairman,  with  all  of  our  mili¬ 
tary  might  and  fabulous  wealth  we  have 
in  that  library  across  the  plaza,  more 
powerful  influences  than  are  piled  up  in 
all  our  arsenals  or  bank  vaults  or  in  our 
State  and  national  treasuries.  It  is  our 
national  repository  of  Americana,  Amer¬ 
ican  literature,  American  thought, 
American  ideals  the  symbol  of  the  pre¬ 
dominance  of  American  attainments  in 
the  realm  of  the  mind. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Missouri  has  expired. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  15  additional  minutes. 

Mr.  Chairman,  if  there  is  anything,  of 
which  we  have  reason  to  be  proud  it  is 
this  library,  the  greatest  library  in  the 
world. 

I  remember  in  the  Sixty-second  Con¬ 
gress  hearing  on  this  floor  the  boastful 
statement  that  the  United  States  had  the 
fourth  greatest  library  in  the  world.  At 
that  time  the  first  library  in  the  world 
was  the  British  Museum,  the  great  na¬ 
tional  English  library  in  London;  the  sec¬ 
ond  library  was  the  French  library  in 
Paris;  the  third  was  the  Royal  Library  in 
Berlin;  but  the  speaker  was  very  proud 
that  we  had  here  in  our  Congressional 
Library  the  fourth  greatest  library. 

Mr.  Chairmah,  in  the  intervening 
years,  and  they  have  not  been  so  many, 
we  have  come  successively  from  fourth  to 
third,  from  third  to  second,  and  today  up 
to  first  place.  We  have  here  today  the 
greatest  library,  the  greatest  institution 
of  its  kind  that  the  sun  ever  shone  on. 
We,  as  Americans,  have  every  right  to  be 
proud  of  that  great  institution. 

Mr.  MURDOCK.  Mr.  Chairman,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Arizona. 

Mr.  MURDOCK.  I  appreciate  the  re¬ 
vealing  description  and  the  splendid 


tribute  which  the  gentleman  has  given 
in  this  description  of  our  Congressional 
Library.  As  one  who  is  a  lover  of  books 
and  of  learning  I  think  it  is  the  best  I 
have  ever  heard.  The  pen  is  mightier 
than  the  sword  and  the  gentleman  has 
given  conclusive  argument  to  that  ef¬ 
fect  in  the  description  of  our  Congres¬ 
sional  Library.  I  am  given  a  better  un¬ 
derstanding  of  its  significance. 

Mr.  CANNON.  As  the  gentleman 
well  says,  it  is  our  greatest  strength.  We 
cannot  win  a  war  with  arms  until  we 
have  previously  won  it  with  ideas.  The 
world  is  not  governed  by  armies  or 
navies,  but  by  ideas.  The  Congressional 
Library  here  contains  the  greatest  treas¬ 
ures  of  our  national  heritage. 

All  can  remember  a  few  years  ago 
when  a  young  man,  after  studying  here 
in  America,  and  graduating  from  our 
greatest  universities,  if  he  wished  to  com¬ 
plete  his  education,  felt  he  had  to  go 
abroad.  He  would  leave  America  to 
have  the  advantages  and  opportunities 
offered  by  the  libraries  and  universities 
of  England,  France,  Germany  and  Italy. 
No  man  was  considered  to  have  attained 
the  highest  academic  status  until  he  had 
been  abroad  and  had  had  the  advantages 
afforded  by  the  great  libraries  across  the 
sea. 

*  Today  we  possess  here  in  America  pre¬ 
eminently  the  greatest  facilities  for  study 
and  research  to  be  found  anywhere.  No 
boy  need  go  abroad  to  study  in  any  for¬ 
eign  land.  In  no  country  upon  the  globe 
are  to  be  found  such  cultural,  educa¬ 
tional,  and  academic  opportunities  as 
are  provided  here. 

This  great  library  is  the  key  to  the 
library  system  of  the  Nation.  Every 
major  library  in  America,  including  those 
of  our  large  universities,  depends  upon 
the  Congressional  Library  to  supply  it 
with  its  organizational  charts,  its  li¬ 
brary  cards,  its  indices,  which  it  regu¬ 
larly  prints  and  distributes  to  the  li¬ 
braries  of  the  Nation. 

Mr.  Chairman,  this  national  institu¬ 
tion  renders  not  only  a  spiritual  and  in¬ 
tellectual  service — a  service  both  to  reli¬ 
gion  and  to  learning — but  at  the  same 
time,  and  strange  as  it  may  seem,  it  con¬ 
tributes  directly  to  the  development  and 
maintenance  of  national  defense.  That 
is  borne  out  by  a  remarkable  article 
which  appeared  some  time  ago  published 
by  the  Russian  business  organization  in 
this  country,  Amtorg.  It  published  a  list 
of  the  centers  of  production  where  con¬ 
sumer  goods  were  produced  in  time  of 
peace  and  munitions  in  time  of  war.  It 
gave  the  location  of  such  plants  with 
identifying  data.  Along  with  the  TV  A 
and  with  the  steel  mills  of  Pittsburgh 
and  the  motor  factories  of  Detroit,  it  in¬ 
cluded  the  Congressional  Library.  In 
short,  they  considered  the  Congressional 
Library  as  one  of  America’s  wartime 
assets.  But  in  writing  this  bill  we  do  not 
seem  to  realize  it.  If  a  fleet  of  planes 
with  atomic  bombs  ever  breaks  through 
our  first-line  defenses  and  falls  upon  our 
centers  of  production  in  this  country, 
they  will  not  only  take  out  the  power 
dams  and  the  munition  plants  and  the 
factories  producing  war  materials  but  it 
is  down  on  the  list  that  they  propose  to 
get  the  Congressional  Library.  Stalin — 
and  who  will  deny  that  he  is  an  authority 
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upon  that  subject? — knows  that  the  Con¬ 
gressional  Library — this  vast  repository 
of  maps  and  books  and  scientific  infor¬ 
mation  on  every  war  we  have  fought — 
is  of  inestimable  value  to  the  national 
defense  of  this  country. 

Now,  the  most  astonishing  thing  I 
think,  my  friends,  I  have  ever  seen  in 
any  bill  presented  in  this  House  is  the 
slash  made  in  the  provisions  for  the  Li¬ 
brary.  It  amounts  to  sabotage.  It  does 
not  leave  a  vestage  of  any  material  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Congressional  Library.  It 
does  not  even  leave  the  Library  the 
amount  it  had  last  year.  Of  course,  there 
is  a  provision  in  there  of  $500,000,000  for 
the  blind,  which  is  not  primarily  a  Li¬ 
brary  activity,  and  when  that  is  classi¬ 
fied  as  it  should  be  classified  we  are  pro¬ 
viding  for  this  great  Library  this  year 
$450,000  less  than  it  had  last  year. 

And  it  is  based  on  a  statement  in  the 
report  to  this  effect  that  in  1933  the  Li¬ 
brary  had  853  employees.  My  friends, 
they  must  be  in  sad  need  of  argument  in 
support  of  the  cut  in  item  when  they 
have  to  go  back  to  1933,  14  years  ago. 
The  entire  world  has  changed  in  those 
pregnant  14  years.  If  you  compare  the 
number  of  employees  in  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  1933  with  the  number  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  bills  which  have  already 
passed  this  House  this  session,  you  will, 
see  the  significance  of  the  change. 

I  have  here  a  statement  from  the  Kip- 
linger  magazine  of  last  month.  It  says 
there  are  1,000  book  publishers  in  the 
United  States;  that  600,000,000  books 
were  printed  in  1946,  and  that  in  1946 
there  was  greatly  increased  demand  for 
business  books.  We  might  base  our 
justification  of  library  support  on  purely 
alturistic  grounds — that  life  is  more 
than  meat  and  the  body  more  than  rain- 
ment.  An  even  on  these  grounds  an 
adequate  appropriation  is  justified.  But 
it  is  also  justified  on  a  purely  business 
basis,  for  the  statistics  quoted  by  the 
Kiplinger  magazine.,  show  that  in  1946 
the  demand  for  business  books  alone 
alone  went  up  37  percent  ovef  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  But,  instead  of  increasing 
the  appropriation  to  care  for  that  in¬ 
creased  service,  we  are  decreasing  it.  It 
is  unbelievable. 

The  time  mentioned  by  the  committee 
in  the  report  is  1933.  Since  that  time 
church  membership  in  the  United  States 
has  increased  by  10,000,000  communi¬ 
cants.  The  enrollment  in  our  colleges 
and  universities  has  increased  from  1,- 
055,360  to  2,103,000  students.  The  pop¬ 
ulation  of  the  United  States  has  in¬ 
creased  nearly  15,000,000.  The  cost  of 
living  in  the  United  States  has  increased 
more  than  64  percent.  The  cost  of  every 
constituent  expense  has  increased,  but 
they  expect  the  Library  to  get  along  on 
less  than  it  had  when  the  cost  of  living 
was  lower.  The  national  income  in¬ 
creased  from  $42,000,000,000  to  $180,- 
000,000,000,  yet  the  committee  expects 
the  Congressional  Library,  the  greatest 
repository  of  human  knowledge  ever  ac¬ 
cumulated,  a  symbol  of  America’s  great¬ 
ness,  to  be  measured  by  1933  figures^ 

Why  this  sabotage  of  this  representa¬ 
tive  American  institution?  Why  this 
vendetta  against  the  Congressional  Li- 
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brary?  And  in  the  report  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  we  have  something  that  is  seldom 
seen  in  a  formal  statement  to  the  House. 
It  speaks  of  the  Librarian  as  “obstinate.” 
It  speaks  of  his  justification  of  the  budg¬ 
et  as  “long  winded.” 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Missouri  has  again 
expired. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  yield 
myself  15  additional  minutes. 

A  formal  statement  by  a  committee  of 
the  House  should  be  more  dignified  even 
if  it  were  true.  When  the  report  speaks 
in  such  terms  of  one  of  the  most  eminent 
men  in  the  service  of  the  Nation,  espe¬ 
cially  on  such  an  infinitesimal  matter  as 
the  use  of  a  vault  in  the  Library,  it  be¬ 
trays  hostility  toward  the  Library  rather 
than  the  warm  support  which  should  ani¬ 
mate  every  American. 

Mr.  FOLGER.  Mr.  Chairman,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  CANNON.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  North  Carolina. 

Mr.  FOLGER.  In  that  connection,  I 
notice  this  proviso  under  the  appropria¬ 
tion  for  the  Library  of  Congress: 

That  hereafter  the  gross  salary  of  any 
position,  in  the  Library  which  is  augmented 
by  payment  of  an  honorarium  from  other 
than  appropriated  funds  shall  not  exceed 
such  rate  as,  combined  with  such  honora¬ 
rium,  will  not  exceed  $10,000. 

Why  should  that  figure  drop  so  low? 

[Mr.  CANNON  addressed  the  Commit¬ 
tee.  His  remarks  will  appear  hereafter 
in  the  Appendix.] 

'  Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  I  yield  5  minutes  to  the  gentleman 
from  Illinois  [Mr.  Dirksen], 

("Mr.  DIRKSEN  addressed  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  His  remarks  will  appear  here¬ 
after  in  the  Appendix.] 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  yield  15  minutes  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Pensylvania  [Mr.  TibbottL 

Mr.  TIBBOTT.  Mr.  Chairman,  the 
general  aspects  of  this  bill  have  been 
thoroughly  covered  by  our  very  able 
chairman,  the  gentleman  from  Indiana 
[Mr.  Johnson]  who  has  done  a  grand 
job  in  conducting  hearings  on  the  meas¬ 
ure  before  us.  Great  credit  is  due  him 
for  his  courteous  treatment  of  the  wit¬ 
nesses  appearing  before  our  committee. 

In  discussing  this  bill  I  shall  be  con¬ 
tent  to  consume  little  time  and  to  give 
some  information  about  the  Congression¬ 
al  Library.  It  is  of  great  concern  to  me, 
and  I  believe  it  is  of  concern  to  the 
other  members  of  the  committee,  just 
where  the  administrators  of  the  Li¬ 
brary  are  going  with  this  institution.  At 
times  I  wonder  if  they  are  victims  of 
their  own  innocence  and  if  they  ever 
give  thought  to  the  practical  problems 
of  the  Library.  It  seems  to  me  that  it 
is  difficult  for  them  to  form  an  opinion 
on  the  practical  and  real  things  of  life. 
I  have  no  purpose  whatever  in  indulging 
in  personalities  and  abuse,  but  we  have 
a  practical  common  sense  proposition 
before  us  which  is:  To  what  extent 
should  the  Library  of  Congress  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  carry  on  its  activities  in  an 
extravagant  manner. 
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There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Li¬ 
brary  in  the  past  has  rendered  meritor¬ 
ious  service  to  the  whole  Nation.  Many 
laudable  accomplishments  have  been 
made  by  this  institution.  There  is  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  that  those  at  the 
head  of  it  will  continue  to  give  the  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  future  that  they  have  given  in 
the  past.  Those  of  us  who  are  presently 
making  an  effort  to  reduce  the  over-all 
appropriations  of  the  Library  are  doing 
so  largely  because  we  feel  as  though  its 
officials  have  gone  too  far  without  con¬ 
sidering  the  relief  and  protection  to 
which  the  taxpayers  are  entitled. 

In  the  1947  hearings  on  appropria¬ 
tions  of  the  House  and  Senate  having  to 
do  with  the  Library  of  Congress,  there  is 
sufficient  evidence  that  their  requests  for 
funds  should  be  thoroughly  considered. 

In  these  hearings  it  was  pointed  out  there 
is  a  need  for  determination -as  to  what 
the  policy  of  the  Library  of  Congress  is 
going  to  be  in  the  way  of  expansion  and 
service  to  the  public  and  to  Congress. 

In  the  report  there  will  be  found  the 
original  purpose  in  establishing  the  Li¬ 
brary  which  was  to  serve  Congress.  It 
would  seem  that  the  Library  has  moved 
into  a  position  not  only  as  a  Congres¬ 
sional  Library  but  a  national  and  even 
an  international  one.  Of  course,  the 
responsibility  rests  with  Congress  who 
is  charged  with  with  the  operation  of 
this  institution. 

Dr.  Luther  Evans  at  the  Senate  hear¬ 
ings  last  year  expressed  an  opinion  that 
there  was  no  question  of  policy  to  be  set¬ 
tled.  He  said  that  this  matter  had  al¬ 
ready  been  approved  by  Congress,  and 
the  House  was  mistaken  in  its  views. 
Whether  or  not  the  House  ’was  mistaken 
in  this  direction  last  year  is  a  matter  to 
be  settled  by  Congress,  probably  not  now, 
but  in  the  very  near  future.  In  the  final 
analysis,  however,  Congress  must  decide 
the  future  of  the  Library  of  Congress. 

In  the  1948  budget  justifications  a 
study  was  made  of  the  present  personnel 
of  the  Library  of  Congress  with  an  airti 
toward  discovering  the  fitness  for  posi¬ 
tions  and  the  qualifications  of  individ¬ 
uals,  their  ability,  and  their  loyalty  to 
the  Government. 

In  my  opinion,  there  are  many  changes 
which  should  take  place  immediately. 
An  impartial  investigation  by  a'  group  not 
connected  with  the  Library  reached  cer¬ 
tain  conclusions,  which  are  interesting 
from  the  standpoint  of  efficiency,  econ¬ 
omy,  and  loyalty.  Undoubtedly,  a  report  1 
will  be  filed  very  shortly  wherein  there 
will  be  found  evidence  to  sustain  these 
assertions. 

We  found  in  our  observations  that 
there  is  a  large  expenditure  of  the  Li¬ 
brary’s  funds  for  overtime  work.  To 
some  degree  this  overtime,  as  we  under¬ 
stand  it,  is  the  result  of  what  the  Library 
regards  as  a  shortage  of  help.  It  is  very 
doubtful  if  this  is  the  real  answer  to  the 
situation.  Discovery  was  made  that  the 
attendance  records  of  the  employees  are 
very  well  within  reason.  Little  loitering 
was  observed,  but  too  little  to  really  be 
considered  serious.  The  employees  of 
the  institution  appear  to  be  competent 
and  willing  to  cooperate.

The  Library’s  1948  budget  originally 
requested  2,973  employees.  Twenty- 
seven  of  this  number  would  receive  sal¬ 
aries  of  $9,775  or  abov(e.  Ninety-three 
positions  would  pay  in1  excess  of  $7,100 
and  472  in  excess  of  $4,500.  These  93 
■positions  are  grade  CAF-13  or  P-6  or 
higher.  The  Library  would  have  15.8 
percent  of  its  employees  receive  a  salary 
in  excess  of  what  in  1944  was  equivalent 
to  $3,200.  During  the  past  year  the  Li¬ 
brary  program  of  upgrading  its  employ¬ 
ees  has  been  on  a  rapid  basis. 

A  request  was  made  of  the  committee 
this  year  for  an  additional  1,263  employ¬ 
ees.  It  is  well  known  that  the  buildings 
accommodating  the  present  staff  of  the 
Library  of  Congress  are  not  more  than 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  the  needs.  Plac¬ 
ing  more  help  over  there  at  this  time 
would  mean  crowding  employees  into 
rooms  already  overtaxed.  Some  of  us 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  groundwork 
is  being  laid  by  the  administrators  of 
the  Library  to  seek  from  Congress  appro¬ 
priations  in  the  near  future  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  another  large  building. 

The  Processing  Division  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  it  must  be  said,  has  made  an  effort 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  processing  material. 
Changes  in  procedure  have  been  adopted 
which  we  understand  are  not  being  well 
received  by  the  employees  of  this  Divi¬ 
sion  and  the  morale  of  the  employees  is 
not  any  too  high.  They  feel  that  the  Di¬ 
vision  is  being  overstaffed  with  experts. 
Catalog  cards,  under  existing  regula¬ 
tions,  and  this  is  authorized  by  law,  are 
sold  for  the  printing  cost  plus  10  per¬ 
cent.  As  a  result  of  this  the  cards  cost 
the  Library  many  times  what  other  li¬ 
braries  pay  for  this  kind  of  material. 
There  does  nbt  appear  to  be  any  valid 
reason  why  the  Library  of  Congress 
should  be  charged  more  for  these  cards 
than  other  institutions  pay  for  them. 

The  Administrative  Department  has, 
as  we  understand  it,  been  in  operation 
for  about  a  year.  The  present  Director 
has,  not  held  office  long  enough  to  put 
into  effect  plans  he  has  for  reviewing 
many  of  the  existing  practices;  however, 
it  is  understood  that  he  anticipates  dif¬ 
ferent  controls. 

The  Personnel  Office  could  be  im¬ 
proved  upon  as  far  as  an  applicant’s 
character  and  loyalty  are  concerned.  It 
is  suggested  that  a  more  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  be  made  of  the  background 
of  certain  individuals  employed  at  the 
Library  of  Congress.  Those  having 
.tendencies  opposite  to  the  American  way 
of  doing  things  cannot  be  expected  to 
remain  there,  or  to  be  classed  among  the 
Library’s  employees.  This  is  a  function 
which  the  Personnel  Office  must  handle 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  Copyright  Office  operates  on  a  fee 
schedule.  There  is  evidence  in  the  hear¬ 
ings  that  the  administrators  of  the  Li¬ 
brary  recognize  that  their  practice  is 
very  much  out  of  date.  It  is  a  matter  of 
record  that  a  great  deal  more  economy 
can  be  accomplished  by  changing  the 
practice  in  this  division,  which  has  been 
in  operation  over  the  years. 

The  .usefulnees  of  the  Motion  Picture 
Division  of  the  Library  of  Congress  may 
be  better  understood  by  quoting  its  Di¬ 
rector  : 

It  is  not  inconceivable  that  the  proposed 
national  film  library  should,  with  the  coop¬ 


eration  of  all  concerned,  some  day  equal  in 
size  and  usefulness  the  largest  library  now 
in  existence. 

Whether  this  aim  is  to  be  realized  is  a 
matter  of  policy.  If  the  Division  is  to  be 
continued  as  a  useful  one  technical  as¬ 
sistance  will  be  required  to  save  films 
which  are  in  danger  of  being  destroyed. 

The  division  handling  books  for  the 
blind  is  most  efficient.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  justifications  of  carrying  on  this 
splendid  service  are  well  within  reason. 
These  unfortunate  people  should  be  giv¬ 
en  every  aid  possible  in  helping  to  relieve 
the  many  hardships  facing  them. 

I  may  say  here  that  the  committee  ap¬ 
propriated  to  this  department  of  the 
Library  the  sum  of  $500,000  for  1947.  For 
the  fiscal  year  1948  we  increased  the 
amount  to  $1,000,000  and  I  believe  it  is 
entirely  justifiable. 

An  item  appearing  in  the  Library’s 
justification  calls  for  Library  chauffeurs. 
This,  to  the  committee’s  way  of  thinking 
is  out  of  the  question  entirely.  Frankly, 
I  cannot  conceive  of  the  Librarian  of 
Congress  having  a  chauffeur  to  drive  him 
and  other  officials  of  the  institution 
around  town.  That  would  be  a  consider¬ 
ation  extended  to  the  Librarian  to  which 
many  high  ranking  Government  officials 
are  not  entitled. 

In  conclusion  I  have  tried  to  be  fair 
in  my  remarks  on  the  justifications  of 
the  Library  of  Congress.  We  realize  what 
a  great  institution  it  is  and  how  it  should 
be  kept ,  as  such.  Employees  of  the 
Library  should  not  hesitate  to  give  to  us 
valuable  information  concerning  those 
who  are  disloyal  to  our  Government.  If 
concrete  evidence  is  submitted  to  us  in 
this  direction  I  believe  we  can  accomplish 
much  in  keeping  the  Library  of  Congress 
a  leading  institution  of  the  country. 

Mr.  KEATING.  Mr.  Chairman,  will 
the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  TIBBOTT.  I  yield  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  New  York. 

Mr.  KEATING.  I  want  to  make  in¬ 
quiry  regarding  the  Legislative  Reference 
Service.  As  a  new  Member  I  want  to  pay 
high  tribute  to  the  cooperation  which  I 
have  received  from  the  Legislative  Refer¬ 
ence  Service.  I  wonder  whether  in  this 
reduction  the  gentleman  feels  that  it  will 
lead  to  a  reduction  in  the  staff  of  those 
who  deal  with  Members  of  Congress  in 
connection  with  the  preparation  of  legis¬ 
lation  and  matters  of  that  kind? 

Mr.  TIBBOTT.  I  do  not  think  it  will. 
The  subcommittee  reduced  the  amount 
from  $650,000  to  $300,000;  later  in  the 
full  committee  it  was  increased  to  $400,- 
000.  Considering  the  number  of  em¬ 
ployees  they  have  at  present  and  the 
number  the  Legislative  Reference  Serv¬ 
ice  has  allotted  to  the  different  commit¬ 
tees  of  the  House,  which  are  not  be 
used  by  the  committees,  I  believe  the 
amount  of  $400,000  will  be  sufficient 
funds  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service. 

Mr.  KEATING.  I  am  interested  in 
the  statement  that  the  committees  are 
not  using  them.  It  has  been  my  ex¬ 
perience,  perhaps  not  unique,  that  the 
newer  men  by  reason  of  seniority  do  not 
have  a  call  on  them  as  committee  mem¬ 
bers  and  might  in  fact  use  them  more 
than  the  committees  themselves.  I  just 
thought  that  for  myself  I  dislike  to  see 


anything  done  which  would  cut  down 
the  possibility  of  their  use  by  those  of 
us  who  do  not  have  a  call  upon  the  staff 
of  a  particular  committee.  Then  I  have 
the  assurance  from  the  gentleman  that 
he  does  not  think  that  would  happen 
under  this  bill. 

Mr.  TIBBOTT.  I  will  say  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman  that  it  is  my  opinion  $400,000  for 
the  Legislative  Reference  Service  will  be 
sufficient. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Pennsylvania  has  ex¬ 
pired. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  we  have  no  further  requests  for 
time. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  Clerk  will  read 
the  bill  for  amendment. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows: 

House  Office  Buildings:  For  maintenance, 
including  equipment,  waterproof  wearing  ap¬ 
parel,  miscellaneous  items,  and  for  all  neces¬ 
sary  services,  $665,000,  including  the  salary 
of  the  superintendent  of  the  House  Office 
Buildings,  which  shall  be  at  the  gross  rate 
of  $7,373  per  annum  so  long  as  the  position 
is  held  by  the  present  incumbent. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  offer  an  amendment. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows: 

Amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Johnson  of 
Indiana:  Page  20,  line  20,  strike  out  “$665,- 
000”  and  insert  “$652,500.” 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Chairman,  the  purpose  of  this  amend¬ 
ment  is  simply  to  correct  an  erroneous 
figure  that  appeared  in  the  bill.  The  cor¬ 
rect  figure  should  have  been  as  set  out 
in  the  amendment. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  question  is  on 
the  amendment  offered  by  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Indiana  LMr.  Johnson]. 

the  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  REES.  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have 
asked  for  these  few  minutes  to  discuss 
briefly  some  of  the  features  of  this  bill 
that  provide  for  appropriations  for  the 
legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 

As  I  understood  the  distinguished  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Missouri  [Mr.  Cannon] 
a  while  ago,  he  seemed  to  charge  that  the 
House  or  committees  thereof  had  em¬ 
ployed  the  services  of  persons  who  are 
incompetent  or  are  not  qualified  to  do 
the  work,  instead  of  employing  or  using 
the  services  of  employees  on  the  staff 
of  the  Library  of  Congress.  What  I 
wanted  to  know  is  whether  he  referred 
to  employees  of  our  standing  committees. 
In  other  words,  I  wanted  him  to  point 
out  if  he  would  where  are  the  persons  dis¬ 
qualified  for  holding  jobs.  I  did  not  get 
a  reply.  Why  not  tell  us  so  it  may  be 
corrected? 

Now,  I  would  like  to  call  attention  to 
another  matter.  It  is  with  respect  to 
the  upgrading  of  employees  of  the  Li¬ 
brary  of  Congress.  The  gentleman  from 
Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Tibbott]  discussed 
this  matter.  I  realize  a  certain  amount 
of  upgrading  is  proper,  but  the  informa¬ 
tion  that  comes  to  me  is  that  those  in 
the  higher  brackets  are  the  ones  that  get 
the  upgrading.  They  do  not  seem  to  up¬ 
grade  the  employees  who  receive  lower 
salaries,  but  those  that  get  $5,000  or  more, 
according  to  my  information,  are  the 
ones  that  are  favored.  My  attention  was 
just  called  to  one  person  who  started  at 
$3,000  a  year  ago  and  now  gets  $7,000.

The  fact  of  the  matter  is  there  are  too 
many  agencies  in  the  Government  who 
are  practicing  this  sort  of  thing. 

Another  thing  I  would  like  to  mention, 
included  in  this  bill,  and  that  is  whether 
the  committees  utilize  the  services  of  the 
•research  staffs  in  the  Library.  Com¬ 
plaint  was  made  that  the  Appropriations 
Committee  did  not  allow  enough  money. 
I  really  think  a  sufficient  amount  was 
allowed  if  properly  and  wisely  expended, 
especially  in  view  of  the  amount  of  use 
that  is  made  of  the  research  staffs.  I 
think  someone  representing  the  House  or 
representing  this  committee,  should  find 
out  just  how  much  time  the  research 
staffs  give  to  the  committees  of  this  Con¬ 
gress  and  just  how  valuable  this  service 
is  to  the  committees. 

In  reply  to  the  distinguished  gentle¬ 
man  from  Missouri,  L  think  this  commit¬ 
tee  has  been  pretty  liberal  in  its  appro¬ 
priations  under  this  bill.  They  have 
been  liberal  with  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress,  as  well  as  other  services. 

The  gentleman  from  Missouri  sug¬ 
gested  a  while  ago  that  a  comparison  of 
the  appropriations  with  those  of  1933 
were  unfair.  I  think  he  should  remem¬ 
ber  that  the  Library  of  Congress  is  not  a 
war  agency  and  did  not  necessarily  ex¬ 
pand  or  should  not  have  expanded  in 
line  with  others  during  the  emergency. 
Therefore.  I  see  no  reason  why  he  should 
expect  such  great  expansions  now. 

I  am  informed  that  those  who  testified 
on  behalf  of  the  Library  thought  we 
should  employ  1,200  more  employees  in 
that  institution.  Of  course,  I  am  not  en¬ 
tirely  familiar  with  the  management  of 
the  Library,  “but  I  think  after  reading  the 
hearings,  the  committee  has  been  very 
fair  in  its  appropriation  under  this  bill. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  I  think  there  could 
have  been  some  reductions  without  in¬ 
jury  to  anyone. 

I  want  to  commend  the  gentleman 
from  Pennsylvania  [Mr.  Tibbott]  for  his 
analysis  of  this  bill,  especially  as  it  re¬ 
lates  to  the  Library  of  Congress. 

Now,  Mi'.  Chairman,  I  want  to  direct 
your  attention  briefly  to  a  matter  that  I 
regard  as  rather  important.  It  is  not 
new  at  all.  We  are  considering  a  bill  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  expenditure  of  many  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars.  Members,  other  than 
members  of  the  committee,  have  not 
even  had  a  chance  to  see  the  bill  or  the 
report  until  a  few  hours  before  it  is  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  membership  of  the  House. 
Printed  copies  of  hearings  comprising 
testimony  taken  over  a  period  of  many 
weeks,  and  covering'  approximately  600 
pages,  are  not  made  available  until  the 
legislation  is  submitted  for  considera¬ 
tion  and  debate,  and  vote.  If  it  were  a 
simple  matter  the  situation  woqld  be 
different,  but  legislation  comprising 
many  different  items  on  various  subjects 
of  expenses  amounting  to  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  ought  to  be  reported  a  few  days,  at 
least,  before  action  is  taken  thereon. 
This  is  not  a  criticism  of  the  committee, 
not  at  all;  the  committee  did  a  good  job, 
I  am  sure.  I  do  criticize  the  policy  that 
has  been  in  practice  for  a  long  time-

Mr.  MONRONEY.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  to  strike  out  the  last  two  words. 

(Mr.  MONRONEY  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  revise  and  extend  his  re-

Mr.  MONRONEY.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
am  not  going  to  take  the  time  of  the 
House  to  answer  point  by  point  the  criti¬ 
cisms  of  the  legislative  reorganization 
bill  as  voiced  by  the  distinguished  rank¬ 
ing  member  of  the  Committee  on  Appro¬ 
priations  on  the  Democratic  side. 

I  feel  that  our  job  is  to  complete  the 
reorganization  of  the  Congress  and  carry 
out  its  provisions  as'  we  are  permitted  to 
do  so  as  the  Eightieth  Congress  gets  more 
under  way.  I  think  it  would  be  very 
foolish,  with  only  514  months  of  expe¬ 
rience,  to  write  reorganization  off  as  a 
failure,  to  abandon  it  and  go  back  to  the 
hopelessly  obsolete  machinery  we  had 
before  the  passage  of  the  act. 

Unfortunately,  you  do  not  complete  re¬ 
organization  of  anything,  much  less  the 
Congress,  by  merely  passage  of  a  legisla¬ 
tive  act.  To  give  reorganization  the  force 
and  effect  intended  by  the  plan  will  re¬ 
quire  much  additional  effort,  many 
changes  yet  of  our  historic  and  tradi¬ 
tional  procedures  and  practices.  But  the 
Congress  must  be  willing  to  try  and  make 
these  reforms  work  if  they  are  to  truly 
succeed. 

I  should  like  to  address  my  remarks  to 
the  Committee,  however,  and  try  to  clear 
up  a  little  bit  what  seems  to  me  to  be  a 
misunderstanding  as  to  why  the  Con¬ 
gress  needs  a  research  staff  in  the  Library 
of  Congress  and  at  the  same  time  needs 
an  expert  committee  staff  at  the  com¬ 
mittee  level. 

The  problems  the  congressional  com¬ 
mittees  are  dealing  with  today  are  a 
thousand  times  more  complex  than  the 
problems  the  committees  dealt  with  20, 
30,  and  40  years  ago.  The  Committee  on 
Banking  and  Currency  in  the  last  18 
months  authorized  something  over  $9,- 
000,000,000  worth  of  Federal  lending, 
both  domestic  and  international. 

The  study  of  any  one  of  these  bills, 
such  as  Bretton  Woods,  or  the  British 
loan,  or  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Cor¬ 
poration,  would  almost  be  equivalent  to 
a  year’s  course  in  economics ;  yet  the  best 
that  our  committee — and  we  have  able 
men  on  the  committee  and  an  able  chair¬ 
man — could  possibly  do  would  be  to  rely 
on  one  professional  employee  of  our  com¬ 
mittee;  a  man  paid  about  $2,700  a  year 
last  year. 

Do  you  think  any  small  business  or¬ 
ganization  would  attempt'  to  operate  a 
business  of  $100,000  or  $200,000  volume 
a  year,  let  alone  $9,000,000,000,  with  that 
kind  of  advisory  hr  expert  staff?  I  hardly 
think  so. 

That  was  the  idea  that  we  gave  these 
professional  staff  members  to  the  reor¬ 
ganized  committees.  When  we  'reduced 
these  committees  from  48  to  19,  we  saved 
some  money  on  the  reduction  in  unnec¬ 
essary  committees,  and  determined  that 
this  money  should  be  put  with  other 
money  to  give  the  Congress  the  benefit 
of  the  very  best  professional  staff  advice. 
I  think  many  of  the  professional  staff 
members  who  have  been  employed  for 
the  most  part  are  good,  efficient,  and 
effective  men.  You  are  not  going  to  get 
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all  world-beaters  in  your  first  choice,  you 
are  not  going  to  be  able  to  go  out  some 
sunny  afternoon  and  hire  four  experts 
that  are  the  world’s  best. 

You  are  going  to  have  to  have  some 
trial  and  error.  There  is  going  to  be 
some  up-grading,  perhaps  at  the  start 
and  clerical  assistants  who  will  be  pro¬ 
moted  who  are  not  qualified  and  who 
should  not  be  employed  as  technical 
experts,  but  you  have  to  make  a  start. 

I  believe  the  Members  of  Congress  and 
the  members  of  the  committees,  if  they 
are  capable  of  being  trusted  with  the 
management  of  a  thirty-two-  or  thirty- 
three-billion-dollar  Government,  ought 
to  be  able  sooner  or  later  to  hire  efficient 
and  effective  staff  employees,  who  will 
be  paid  $10,000  a  year.  If  we  cannot, 
then  I  hardly  think  we  can  justify  the 
job  the  public  has  given  us. 

It  is  going  to  be  slow  to  get  the  Con¬ 
gress  to  learn  to  use  this  professional 
staff  that  we  have  given  them,  because 
we  have  been  going  on  and  on  under  an 
old  system  that  we  have  inherited  since 
the  Civil  War  days,  when  the  work  load 
of  Congress  was  infinitesimal  as  com¬ 
pared  with  what  it  is  now. 

We  give  the  committees  staffs  of  four 
members,  but  we  dare  not,  we  must  not 
stop  there,  because  these  four  staff  mem¬ 
bers  who  must  do  specialized  work  for 
the  26,  or  26  members  of  a  committee,  are 
not  going  to  be  able  to  have  time  to 
give  service,  research,  and  information 
to  435  individual  Members  of  Congress, 
as  well. 

We  Members  of  Congress  who  are  not 
on  these  committees  are  entitled  also  to 
research  information  and  data  on  which 
we  can  rely.  That  was  the  reason  we 
provided  for  joint  staffing,  to  have  an 
adequate,  reasonable  staff  at  the  com¬ 
mittee  level  to  aid  and  assist  the  com¬ 
mittees  in  the  search  for  proper  data  . 
and  information  on  which  to  make  mo¬ 
mentous  committee  decisions,  while  we 
also  provided  for  a  staff  over  here  in 
the  Library  of  Congress  for  individual 
Members’  use. 

I  agree  with  my  former  chairman  on 
that  point,  that  the  Library  of  Congress 
is  the  greatest  storehouse  of  information 
to  be  found  anywhere  in  the  world. 
Congress  should  have  this  research  staff 
working  for  the  435  Members  over  there, 
should  have  men  to  mine  out  the  gold 
of  trustworthy  information  that  lies 
over  there  in  those  voluminous  files, 
books  and  reports. 

Every  Member  of  Congress  knows  that 
if  we  do  not  equip  ourselves  with  the 
research  facilities  at  both  committee 
levels  and  with  the  Legislative  Reference 
Service,  we  then  must  depend  upon 
handouts  from  the  Government  depart¬ 
ments  or  from  interested  pressure  groups 
seeking  legislative  enactment  of  their 
measures.  If  we  can  have  truthful,  re¬ 
liable  information  on  which  to  base  our 
decisions  here  in  Congress,  the  interest  of 
the  people  will  be  much  better  protected. 

No  Member  of  Congress  dare  rise  in 
his  seat  and  say  we  have  the  time  with 
our  crowded  days  of  work  for  our  con¬ 
stituency  and  floor  sessions  and  com¬ 
mittee  hearings  to  go  over  there  and  do 
the  research  that  is  required,  yet  we 
must  have  before  us  the  proper  disin-

terested  factual  information  on  the 
things  that  the  Congress  must  pass  upon. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  The  time  of  the 
gentleman  from  Oklahoma  has  expired. 

Mr.  MONRONEY.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  proceed  for 
two  additional  minutes. 

The  CHAIRMAN.  Is  there  objection 
to  the  request  of  the  gentleman  from 
Oklahoma? 

There  was  no  objection. 

Mr.  REES.  Mr.  Chairman,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  MONRONEY.  I  yield  to  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  gentleman  from  Kansas. 

Mr.  REES.  The  distinguished  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Missouri,  as  I  understood 
him,  was  criticising  the  House  for  em¬ 
ploying  people  to  do  the  work  instead  of 
using  the  Library  of  Congress.  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  they  were  not  employing 
competent  people  to  do  it.  I  would  like 
him  to  point  out  who  they  were,  I  mean 
what  kind  of  folks  they  are  and  why 
they  were  not  competent.  That  is  the 
thing  I  do  not  understand. 

Mr.  MONRONEY.  I  have  not  had  a 
chance  to  search  the  record  on  the  men 
who  are  employed.  But  I  believe  this 
deeply — that  the  committee  that  has 
hired  inefficient  or  unqualified  men,  men 
who  are  not  competent  to  measure  up  to 
this  work,  will  let  those  men  out  and  in 
the  long  run,  after  some  trial  and  error, 
the  committees  will  be  staffed  properly 
on  a  nonpartisan  basis  to  furnish  this 
information. 

We  have  the  very  efficient  and  effective 
Joint  Committee  on  Revenue  and  Tax¬ 
ation  against  whom  no  word  of  criticism 
has  ever  been  raised  by  any  political 
party.  That  is  the  pattern  we  followed 
in  attempting  to  staff  the  committees. 
We  provided  when  the  bill  was  up  in 
the  other  body  for  a  congressional  per¬ 
sonnel  director  to  certify,  not  to  pick 
the  men,  but  to  certify  them  as  to  their 
qualifications  for  these  expert  jobs.  But 
that  was  cut  out,  and  we  need  not  cry 
over  spilled  milk. 

But  going  back  to  the  point  that  I 
am  trying  to  get  the  committee  to 
understand — it  is  not  a  question  of 
“either-or” — it  is  not  a  question  of,  Shall 
we  have  experts  at  the  committee  level 
or  have  experts  in  the  Research  Divi¬ 
sion  of  the  Library  of  Congress?  It  is 
a  question  of  the  necessity  of  having 
them  in  both. 

The  Congress  that  votes  tens  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  dollars  to  the  executive  depart¬ 
ments  down  town  for  research  and  in¬ 
formation,  and  then  denies  itself  access 
to  research  and  technical  information 
for  itself  in  its  present  legislative  job  is 
being  indeed  pennywise  and  pound- 
foolish. 

I  sincerely  hope  when  this  bill  goes 
to  the  other  body  that  more  money  will 
be  put  back  into  the  very  necessary  work 
that  is  being  done  in  the  Legislative 
Reference  Service.  I  understand  no 
effort  is  going  to  be  made  to  put  it  in 
here.  We  provide  not  to  enlarge  this 
service  so  much  at  one  time  because  we 
wanted  it  to  expand  slowly  in  order  to 
get  the  proper  type  of  men  who  are 
needed  for  that  kind  of  work. 

But  it  must  be  expanded  if  it  is  to 
properly  serve  the  need  which  was  so 
clearly  demonstrated  to  the  Special  Com¬ 


mittee  on  the  Organization  of  Congress. 
To  deny  adequate  funds  would  be  to 
again  place  the  people’s  branch  of  gov¬ 
ernment  at  the  mercy  of  relying  on 
hand-outs  from  groups,  both  govern¬ 
mental  or  outside  pressure  groups,  on 
which  to  make  vital  legislative  decisions. 

Mr.  CANFIELD.  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
move  to  strike  out  the  last  word. 

Mr.  Chairman,  on  July  19  last  year  the 
then  chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations  of  the  House,  the  distin¬ 
guished  gentleman  from  Missouri  [Mr. 
Cannon],  addressed  the  House  on  the 
reasons  why  so  many  appropriation  bills 
were  late.  It  was  not  until  July  20  that 
the  last  bill,  the  Treasury  and  Post  Office 
appropriation  bill,  became  law.  Others 
had  been  passed  during  the  previous 
week  in  July,  so  it  is  nothing  new  to  have 
a  late  appropriation  bill. 

Last  year’s  bills  were  passed  during 
the  second  session  of  the  Congress,  and 
the  appropriation  subcommittees  had 
been  operating  for  more  than  a  year 
when  they  started  the  hearings.  This 
year  the  committees  had  to  be  named 
and  organized  before  we  could  start 
work.  This  year  we  had  to  make  re¬ 
organizations  and  readjustments  by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  Reorganization  Act,  while 
Jast  year  the  system  in  effect  was  one 
which  had  been  followed  for  many  years. 
This  year  we  carried  out  a  mandate  to 
cut  Federal  expenditures.  It  is  always 
a  difficult  task  to  operate  on  Federal 
bureaucracies. 

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  this 
year,  under  the  able  leadership  of  the 
distinguished  gentleman  from  New  York, 
need  make  no  apology  for  the  work  it 
has  done  or  is  doing. 

Mr.  SCHWABE  of  Oklahoma.  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  rise  in  opposition  to  the  'pro 
forma  amendment. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  invite  the  attention  of 
the  subcommittee  to  a  subject  which  I 
think  is  worthy  of  consideration.  I  refer 
particularly  to  the  appropriation  of  $1,- 
000,000,  which  I  understand  is  double  the 
amount  of  last  year’s  appropriation,  for 
books  for  the  adult  blind. 

In  this  connection,  I  call  the  attention 
of  the  committee  to  the  fact  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  month  of  February  of  this  year 
while  serving  on  another  subcommittee 
in  charge  of  appropriations  for  the  Labor 
and  Federal  Security  Agency  I  asked  a 
question  as  to  the  printing  of  obscene, 
profane,  and  indecent  braille  books  and 
talking  books. 

While  we  were  on  that  subject  I  asked 
a  question  of  those  in  charge  of  the  ap¬ 
propriations  for  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  thinking  perhaps 
that  organization  was  responsible  for  the 
books.  They  immediately  disclaimed  any 
responsibility  after  I  had  told  them  of 
the  blind  who  had  narrated  these  facts 
and  circumstances  to  me;  and  Mr.  A.  C. 
Ellis  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  said  he  would  investigate  the 
matter  and  would  write  to  the  committee 
or  to  the  budget  officer  Mr.  M.  A. 
Stephens  in  charge  of  the  Federal  Secu¬ 
rity  Agency  budget. 

On  February  26  last  Mr.  Ellis  did  so 
write  a  letter.  In  fact  he  wrote  two  let¬ 
ters  on  the  same  date  to  Mr.  Stephens. 
I  have  those  letters  here  and  wish  to 
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read  just  a  portion  from  them  which  will 
bring  to  the  committee’s  attention  the 
fact  that  these  books  are  being  published, 
and  that  indecent,  obscene,  blasphemous 
books  are  being  published  and  distributed 
in  braille  to  the  blind  by  the  Library  of 
Congress 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  will  the  gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  SCHWABE  of  Oklahoma.  I  yield. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  I  want  to 
thank  the  gentleman  for  calling  this  mat¬ 
ter  to  the  committee’s  attention.  When 
we  had  this  bill  under  consideration  mak¬ 
ing  appropriation  for  books  for  the  blind 
this  year  we  did  not  go  into  the  type  of 
material  that  was  in  the  books.  ■  We  as¬ 
sumed  the  books  were  all  right.  Now 
that  the  question  has  been  raised  I  can 
assure  the  gentleman  that  the  committee 
will  go  into  that  matter  and  we  shall  find 
out  just  exactly  what  is  being  done. 

Mr.  SCHWABE  of  Oklahoma.  I  was 
sure  the  committee  would  as  soon  as  it 
was  brought  to  their  attention.  I  wish 
to  bring  it  still  more  forcibly  to  the 
attention  of  the  committee  and  the 
House  by  reading  very  briefly  from  Mr. 
Ellis’  letter,  just  one  sentence  from  one 
letter: 

It  is  true  that  some  of  the  most  popular 
adult  books  are  highly  objectionable  to  a 
great  many  people. 

And  the  following  from  this  letter 
written  more  confidentially  to  the 
budget  officer  under  date  of  February  26, 
1947,  by  Mr.  Ellis: 

Thank  you  for  sending  me  the  letter  about 
the  obscene  books.  Frankly,  I  have  been 
expecting  something  like  this  for  a  long  time. 
For  several  years  the  Library  did  put  out 
some  pretty  raw  books  and  I  was  one  of 
those  who  bitterly  complained  about  it. 
Fortunately,  the  present  director  of  the 
books  for  the  adult  blind  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  does  not  approve  of  salacious  read¬ 
ing,  and  I  am  sure  that  the  situation  will 
get  progressively  better.  Do  not  hesitate  to 
write  or  call  me  if  you  need  further  assist¬ 
ance  in  this  matter. 

I  thank  the  committee  for  this  oppor¬ 
tunity.  I  hope  it  will  be  looked  into  very 
carefully  in  the  future. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr.  Chair¬ 
man,  I  move  that  the  Committee  do  now 
rise  and  report  the  bill  back  to  the  House 
with  an  amendment,  with  the  recom¬ 
mendation  that  the  amendment  be 
agreed  to  and  that  the  bill  as  amended 
do  pass. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

Accordingly  the  Committee  rose;  and 
the  Speaker  having  resumed  the  chair, 
Mr.  Dondero,  Chairman  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Whole  House  on  the  State  of 
the  Union,  reported  that  that  Committee, 
having  had  under  consideration  the  bill 
(H.  R.  3993)  making  appropriations  for 
the  legislative  branch  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1948,  and  for  other  pur¬ 
poses,  had  directed  him  to  report  the 
bill  back  to  the  House  with  an  amend¬ 
ment,  with  the  recommendation  that  the 
amendment  be  agreed  to  and  that  the 
bill  as  amended  do  pass.

Mr.  WOLCOTT.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  ask

Mr.  BROWN  of  Georgia.  Mr.  Speaker, 
this  bill  merely  extends  the  exist¬ 
ing  law  for  a  period  of  1  year.  I  intro¬ 
duced  a  bill  some  time  ago  to  make  Com¬ 
modity  Credit  Corporation  a  permanent 
agency.  This  Corporation  should  be¬ 
come  a  permanent  Government  agency. 
Its  contribution  to  agriculture,  to  the 
farmer,  and  to  the  economic  stability  of 
our  country  is  beyond  reproach.  Legis¬ 
lation  next  year  must  make  the  Com¬ 
modity  Credit  Corporation  a  permanent 
agency  of  the  Government. 


A  short  time  ago  the  Senate  passed 
S.  350  extending  the  authority  of  the 
Corporation  for  a  period  of  1  year.  This, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  by  June  30, 
1948,  a  new  Federal  charter  is  required  in 
lieu  of  the  present  Delaware  charter,, 
gives  some  justification  for  the  continu¬ 
ation  of  the  Corporation  for  but  1  year, 
or  until  Congress  may  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  en^ct  a  new  Federal  charter. 
We  did  not  have  time  this  session  to  have 
a  full  hearing  on  my  bill,  so  it  is  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  that  the  law  be  extended 
by  June  30  of  this  year. 

The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
was  created  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Delaware  pursuant  to  an  Executive 
Order  of  the  President  October  16,  1933. 
A  congressional  act  in  1935  directed  that 
the  Corporation  should  “continue  until 
April  1,  1937,”  and  by  successive  amend¬ 
ments  to  this  act  the  Corporation  has_ 
been  continued  until  June  30,  1947. 

The  charter  powers  of  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  authorize  this  Agen¬ 
cy,  among  other  things,  to  engage  in 
^buying,  selling,  lending,  and  other  activ- 
des  with  respect  to  the  agricultural  com, 
nudities,  products  thereof,  and  related 
faculties.  These  powers  have  enabled 
the  Qtorporation  to  engage  in  extensive 
operations  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
production,  stabilizing  prices,  ^Assuring 
adequate\§upplies,  and  facilitating  the 
efficient  distribution  of  agricultural  com¬ 
modities,  foofcs,  feeds,  and  fibers  to  meet 
the  needs  of  \he  war  enfergency.  For 
more  than  a  deiqade  tiyse  interested  in 
agriculture  haveXjressed  for  enactment 
of  certain  basic  agl^rltural  laws  which 
now  stand  as  a  cornerstone — especially 
during  this  postwar  period.  Extension 
of  the  Commodjcy  Creak  Corporation  is 
vital  to  the  welfare  of  th\farmer  and  to 
the  farm  program. 

The  Corporation's  functioflUras  imple¬ 
mented  many  of  the  other  Basic  farm 
prograifis.  For  example,  the  otorpora- 
tion’s^price-support  operation  nas  re¬ 
sulted  largely  from  legislation  making  it 
mandatory  for  the  Corporation  to  pro- 
vjne  price  support  for  certain  agricui- 
iral  commodities  through  loans,  pur* 
r  chases,  and  other  operations.  This  price1 
support  operation  includes  loans  to  pro¬ 
ducers  upon  any  crop  of  the  basic  com¬ 
modities — cotton,  corn,  wheat,  rice,  to¬ 
bacco,  and  peanuts — and  at  the  present 
time  the  support  rate  is  90  percent  of 
parity  in  the  case  of  all  the  basic  com¬ 
modities  other  than  cotton,  and  92 y2  per¬ 
cent  in  the  case  of  cotton. 

In  addition  to  the  basic  commodities, 
there  are  the  so-called  Steagall  com¬ 
modities  which  are  supported  in  price 
through  the  operation  of  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation.  These  Steagall  com¬ 
modities  are:  Hogs,  eggs,  chickens  and 
turkeys,  milk  and  butterfat,  dry  peas  of 
certain  varieties,  soybeans  for  oil,  pea¬ 
nuts  for  oil,  flaxseed  for  oil,  potatoes,  and 
sweetpotatoes. 

Measured  by  commodities,  the  acre¬ 
ages  farmed,  the  individuals  producing, 
and  the  dollar  income  from  agricultural 
production  during  the  coming  years,  it  is 
not  difficult  to  observe  the  scope  of  the 
solemn  obligation  accruing  to  nearly 
every  American  farmer  as  a  result  of 
basic  agricultural  legislation.  The  re¬ 


sponsibility  of  implementing  many  of 
these  programs  is  made  possible  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 

The  Corporation  has  capital  stock  of 
$100,000f000  and  is  authorized  to  borrow 
$4,750,000,000  in  conducting  its  opera¬ 
tions.  The  budget  estimates  show  that 
its  purchase  activities  during  the  fiscal 
.year  1947  will  approximate  $1,500,000,000, 
that  sales  will  exceed  $2,000,000,000,  that 
new  loans  will  be  made  approximating 
$735,000,000. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  except  for 
the  subsidy  payments  authorized  by  the 
Congress  that  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  during  its  entire  life  has 
made  several  million  dollars  for  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Government,  while  at  the  same  time 
it  has  aided  the  American  farmer  and 
the  general  public  beyond  measurement. 

The  activities  of  CCC  over  the  past  14 
years  /lave,  in  my  opinion,  contributed 
morjrto  the  lot  of  the  farmers  than  any 
otl>Ar  phase  of  the  farm  program. 

low,  let  me  take  just  a  few  minutes 
fo  describe  the  basic  functions  of  the 
'Corporation. 

The  price-support  activity,  through 
which  we  have  endeavored  to  see  that 
farmers  receive  an  income  commensurate 
with  their  contribution  to  the  Nation’s 
economy,  is  the  heart  of  our  agricultural 
program. 

You  know  what  this  program  has 
meant — both  to  the  farmers  and  the  rest 
of  the  Nation.  You  know  how  the  cotton 
loans  saved  our  cotton  fartners  from  ruin 
while  at  the  same  time  building  up  a 
cotton  backlog  which  meant  much  to  us 
during  the  war.  You  know  the  ever- 
normal  granary  and  its  value  to  the 
Nation  during  the  war  and  since.  You 
know  how  tobacco  loans  have  saved 
those  producers  when  sudden  termina¬ 
tion  of  foreign  markets  threatened  tb 
drive  tobacco  prices  to  ruinous  levels. 

But  even  more  important  is  the  price- 
support  function  of  the  Corporation  to¬ 
day.  It  is  the  agency  which  carries  out 
the  promises  made  by  the  Congress  to 
support  the  price  of  agricultural  com¬ 
modities  through  the  calendar  year  1948. 

During  the  war  and  since  it  has  made 
purchases  for  our  Army  and  Navy,  for 
foreign  governments,  the  American  Red 
ross,  and  other  similar  agencies.  Dur- 
iffg  the  fiscal  year  which  ends  Monday, 
thi^Nation  will  have  shipped  more  than 
550,051,0,000  bushels  of  grain  and  grain 
produces  to  foreign  countries  for  emer¬ 
gency  feeding.  That  is  more  grain  than 
has  been  shipped  by  all  the  other  coun¬ 
tries  of  thNworld  in  any  previous  year. 
Most  of  thaVgrain  was  bought  by  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  and 
bought  in  such\a  manner  as  to  cause 
the  least  possible  strain  on  our  domestic 
market.  \ 

Another  major  function  of  the  Corpo¬ 
ration  is  to  purchase 'for  the  American 
consumer  certain  scaYce  agricultural 
commodities  in  the  foreigri.jnarket.  Such 
purchases  include  sugar,  fats  and  oils, 
and  rice.  The  world  supply  of  most  of 
these  commodities  is  allocated  to  each 
country  by  the  International  Emergency 
Food  Council.  The  Corporation  buys  our 
portions  which  are  then  divided  among 
the  various  claimants  in  this  country. 

One  of  the  best  examples  of  the  need 
for  a  flexible  organization  such  as  CCC 
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June  30  (legislative  day,  April  21),  1947

cataloger  at  $3,047)  ;  and  for  all  the  necessary  labor,

The  appropriations  under  the  control  of  the  Architect 
of  the  Capitol  may  be  expended  without  reference  to  section 
4  of  the  Act  approved  June  17,  1910  (41  U.  S.  C.  7) ,  con¬ 
cerning  purchases  for  executive  departments. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  and  the  Washington 
City  Post  Office  shall  reimburse  the  Capitol  Power  Plant  for 
heat,  light,  and  power  whenever  any  such  service  is  furnished 
during  the  fiscal  year  1948,  and  the  amounts  so  reimbursed 
shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury.

PURCHASE  BY  RFC  OF  HOME  LOANS  MADE 

UNDER  SERVICEMEN’S  READJUSTMENT 

ACT 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  introduce  for  appropriate  reference  a 
bill  to  amend  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  Act  so  as  to  authorize  the 
RFC  to  purchase  home  loans  guaranteed 
or  insured  under  the  Servicemen’s  Read¬ 
justment  Act  of  1944.

Dear  Mr.  Allen:  I  fully  realize  that  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  immediate  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administration 
program  at  its  inception  by  establishing  a 
secondary  market  for  FHA  insured  mort¬ 
gages.  I,  therefore,  am  now  appealing  to 
you  in  behalf  of  the  veterans  to  establish 
a  similar  secondary  market  for  all  mort¬ 
gages  originating  under  title  HI  of  the  Serv¬ 
icemen’s  Readjustment  Act  of  1944,  Public 
Law  346,  Seventy-eighth  Congress,  as  amend¬ 
ed  by  Public  Law  268,  Seventy-ninth  Con¬ 
gress — the  so-called  GI  bill  of  rights  for  the 
benefit  of  veterans  of  World  War  II. 

As  you  know,  the  Veterans’  Administration 
guarantees  mortgage  loans  to  veterans  for 
the  purchase  of  homes,  farms,  and  financing 
of  business  ventures.  In  the  case  of  the 
purchase  of  existing  homes  or  the  eonstruc- 


tion  of  new  homes,  the  Veterans’  Adminis-' 
tration  is  willing  to  guarantee  a  full  100-peyV 
cent  mortgage  on  the  purchase  price  estab¬ 
lished  by  a  reasonable  value  appraisal  to-  the 
extent  of  the  top  60  percent  of  any  possible 
loss  to  the  lender,  not  to  exceed  $4,000/  This 
is  a  liberal  guaranty  and  one  that  should  be 
helpful  to  many  veterans  in  buildha'g  or  pur¬ 
chasing  homes.  So  far,  however ya  majority 
of  the  smaller  banks  and  mortgagees  are  un¬ 
able  to  process  and  finance  tho/equired  num¬ 
ber  of  loans  because  of  the  Unavailability  of 
a  suitable  secondary  markp 

By  your  agency  establishing  a  secondary 
market  for  veterans’  loans  under  the  Vet¬ 
erans’  AdministrationV/sponsorship  the  ben¬ 
efit  to  our  veterans  would  be  tremendous.  It 
would  permit  our  amall  banks  and/or  mor- 
tagees  in  the  sma)f  communities  throughout 
the  Nation  to  ajllist  the  veterans.  I  believe 
you  can  reader  see  the  advantages  to  the 
veterans  of  breing  able  to  do  business  with 
his  home-tafom  banker  whom  he  knows  and 
is  known  J»y.

Pterans  to  secure  a  home  with  minimum 
5elay  in  financing  and  would  undoubtedly 
speed  up  and  facilitate  the  home-building 
program  sponsored  by  the  President  and  Mr. 
Wilson  Wyatt  and  so  much  desired  by  us  all. 

I  have  the  advice  of  experts  in  the  fields 
of  construction  and  financing  that  such  ac¬ 
tion  on  your  part  would  facilitate  the  build¬ 
ing  of  approximately  200,000  additional 
homes  under  the  President’s  home-building 
program.  I  realize  the  desire  of  your  agency 
to  cooperate  in  all  matters  for  the  public 
good  that  are  financially  sound.  Since  all 
mortgages  financed  by  the  Veterans’  Admin¬ 
istration  are  guaranteed  to  the  top  50  percent 
of  any  possible  loss  to  the  lender,  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  $4,000,  it  seems  to  me  that  they  are  as 
sound  an  investment  as  any  Federal  Housing 
Administration  insured  mortgage. 

I,  therefore,  urge  your  agency  to  take  im¬ 
mediate  steps  to  afford  a  secondary  market 
for  Veterans’  Administration  sponsored  mort¬ 
gages  thereby  providing  for  veterans  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  benefits  to  which  they  are  now  en¬ 
titled  under  the  Servicemen’s  Readjustment 
Act  of  1944. 

I  shall  appreciate  your  early  consideration 
of  this  matter.

TRUSTEESHIP  AGREEMENT  FOR  PACIFIC 

ISLANDS — REPORT  OF  A  COMMITTEE 

Mr.  VANDENBERG.  Mr.  President, 
from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations 


I  report  favorably  the  joint  resolution 
(S.  J.  Res.  143)  authorizing  the  President 
to  approve  the  trusteeship  agreement  for 
the  territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands,  and 
I  submit  a  report  (No.  471)  thereon.  I 
want  to  make  this  very  brief  statement 
in  connection  with  it.  It  is  very  essential 
that  the  trusteeship  agreement  should  be 
approved  before  the  adjournment  of  the 
present  session  of  the  Congress.  That 
means  that,  if  we  are  to  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  its  consideration,  Senators 
must  be  fully  informed  in  advance,  so 
that  the  time  consumed  on  the  agenda  of 
the  Senate  itself  may  be  brief.  Therefore 
I  am  filing  a  very  complete  report,  Mr. 
President,  and  I  want  to  add  a  personal 
word  of  information  to  Senators  on  the 
subject.  I  know  that  in  both  the  Senate 
and  the  House  there  has  been  a  scrupu¬ 
lous  regard  for  the  national  security  in 
connection  with  the  disposition  of  these 
mandated  islands,  and  I  want  to  tell  the 
Senate  that  on  day  before  yesterday  the 
committee  had  before  it  General  Mar¬ 
shall,  Secretary  Patterson,  Secretary  For- 
festal.  General  Eisenhower,  and  Admiral 
Kmitz,  and  took  from  each  the  categoric 
c^statement  that  the  trusteeship  agre 
meat  as  reported  completely  defends  jhe 
national  security,  and  is  completelWsat- 
isfactdlw  to  each  and  all  of  themin  re¬ 
spect  toSits  effect  on  the  nationjn  secu¬ 
rity.  That  full  printed  hearings  will  be 
available  i\another  day.  i/m  asking 
Senators  if  Riey  will  be  go^f  enough  to 
read  the  committee  repori^flso  that  at  an 
early  date,  permitting  tinfe  subsequently 
for  the  House  to  Ifct,  I  ofay  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  of  calling  jfp  the  agreement 
for  action.

Senator  from  Colorado  is  correct.

Mr.  Presided!;,  the 
amendment,  together  with  eight  \other 
amendments  which  I  shall  offer  en'bloc 
in  case  my  first  amendment  shall' be 
agreed  to,  represents  my  attempt  to  ir 
crease  the  appropriation  for  the  Air\ 
Corps,  Army,  by  $613,130,000,  so  as  to 
provide  an  ever-ready  air  force  of  70 
peace-strength  air  groups. 

This  is  the  background  for  this  figure: 
The  Air  Corps  asked  the  War  Department 
for  70  peace-strength  air  groups.  The 
War  Department  reduced  this  request  to 
58  peace-strength  air  groups  and  12 
skeletonized  air  groups.  The  Budget 
Bureau  allowed  55  peace-strength  air 
groups  and  15  skeletonized  air  groups. 
The  House  allowed  for  approximately  50 
peace-strength  air  groups  and  20  skele¬ 
tonized  air  groups.  The  pending  bill  as 
it  comes  from  the  Senate  committee  will 
provide  for  55  peace-strength  air  groups 
and  15  skeletonized  air  groups,  the  num¬ 
ber  allowed  by  the  Budget  Bureau. 

The  increase  of  $613,130,000,  for  which 
I  ask,  can  be  broken  down  into  the  fol¬ 
lowing  subdivisions:  $383,130,000  in  cash 
and  $230,000,000  in  contract  authoriza¬ 
tions.  The  cash  amount  can  further  be 
itemized  into  $352,270,000  for  the  Air 
Corps  proper,  which  means  750  planes, 
to  be  added  to  the  1,100  additional  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  bill.  This  is  necessarily  sup¬ 
plemented  by  $2,000,000  for  transporta¬ 
tion  service,  $1,560,000  for  Signal  Corps, 
$5,400,000  for  engineer  service,  $9,800,000 
for  barracks  and  quarters,  and  $12,100,- 
000  for  ordnance  service  and  supplies. 
The  amendment  which  I  request  for  the 
Air  Corps  will  provide  for  75,003  addi¬ 
tional  civilian  positions.  No  increase  is 
required  for  the  400,000  military  person¬ 
nel  necessary  to  this  program. 

Mr.  President,  the  Congress  has  the 
great  advantage  this  year  of  having  the 
benefit  of  the  report  of  the  President’s 
Advisory  Commission  on  Universal 
Training,  commonly  called  the  Compton 
Commission,  which  has  just  finished  a 
complete  survey  of  what  the  United 
States  needs  in  order  to  preserve  its 
national  security. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Senate  to 
the  fact  that  the  Commission  gave  as  its 
first  priority,  quoting  the  Commission: 

A  striking  Air  Force — spearhead  of  our  pro¬ 
fessional  armed  services,  this  force  would  be 
charged  with  the  crucial  mission  of  defense 
by  attack.  Its  Job  would  be  to  stop  the 
enemy’s  first  onslaught  and  to  hit  back  at 
them  with  crushing  force.  "We  believe,” 


says  the  report,  “that  an  aggressor’s  reluc¬ 
tance  to  start  a  war  and  his  handicap  in 
prosecuting  it  successfully  if  he  did  start 
would  be  in  direct  proportion  to  the  power 
and  readiness  of  our  mobile  striking  force. 

Its  personnel  would  have  to  be  highly  trained 
and  its  equipment  would  have  to  be  the  most 
advanced  in  the  world.” 

That  is  the  opinion  of  the  Compton 
Commission. 

After  prolonged  and  careful  study  the 
Air  Force  has  concluded  that  70  air 
groups  are  necessary  to  carry  us  through 
the  early  months  of  any  war.  That  is,  in 
their  opinion,  the  indispensable  peace¬ 
time  base  for  the  eventual  war  efforts 
which  we  would  hatfe"  to  make — which 
would  probably  require  a  total  of  180 
groups. 

Mr.  President,  that  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Compton  Commission.  After  pro¬ 
longed  and  careful  study  the  Air  Force 
has  concluded  that  70  air  groups  are  nec¬ 
essary  to  carry  us  through  the  early 
months  of  any  war,  to  be  the  “striking 
Air  Force”  referred  to  by  the  Compton 
Commission.  That  figure  is,  in  their  ,  future 
jpinion — not  in  my  opinion,  but  in  their/  iagging. 
■inion — the  indispensable  peacetime' 

•  the  eventual  war  efforts  wh^Si 
we  wpuld  have  to  make,  which  would^ re¬ 
quire 'probably  a  total  of  180  g/oups. 
Seventy\air  groups  comprise  about  4,000 
planes.  Nlhe  fact  that  the  Afmy  Air 
Force  still  W  nearly  25,000  p)anes  of  all 
types  and  the  Navy  15,000  dpes  not  offset 
the  dismal  fact  that  at  the  present  time 
the  United  Sta'tqs  is  capable  of  muster¬ 
ing  a  striking  force  or  only  130  long- 
range  bombers.  The  huge  number  of 
planes  that  we  have  storage  are  rapid¬ 
ly  growing  obsolete 

The  President  pro  tempore,  now  pre¬ 
siding  over  the  Senate,  "knows  peftiaps 
better  than  any  other  Ser^tor  that  the 
United  Stated  will  never  strike  the  first 
blow  in  any  war.  History  l\as  shown 
that  the  role  of  the  aggressor 'does  not 
fit  the  American  philosophy  or  tempera¬ 
ment./  Our  hope  lies  in  being  readyto  re¬ 
taliate  the  moment  we  are  attacked,  'it  is 
cle.ar  that  we  are  vulnerable,  in  the 
instance,  only  to  air  attacks,  with 
possible  exception  of  submarine  attacks' 
on  our  coastal  cities.  Our  plan  must  be, 
therefore,  to  absorb  the  first  blow,  and 
then,  without  delay,  to  deliver  the 
counterattack  which  will  set  the  enemy 
back  on  his  heels  and  give  us  time  to 
breathe  and  to  bring  our  full  power  to 
bear. 

Obviously  the  only  way  by  which  that 
first  retaliatory  blow  can  be  thoroughly 
effected  is  through  the  air.  This  breaks 
down  the  mission  of  the  Air  Force  into 
three  basic  parts: 

First  is  the  air  defense  of  the  United 
States  against  the  air  attacks  which 
would  be  made  on  us. 

Second  is  the  support  of  the  evacua¬ 
tion  of  our  occupation  forces  abroad 
should  they  be  threatened. 

Third  is  the  launching  of  the  retali¬ 
atory  counterattack. 

The  70  peace-strength  groups  proposed 
will  consist  of  25  heavy-bomber  groups, 

25  fighter  groups,  5  medium-bomber 
groups,  5  tactical  carrier  groups,  and  10 
transport  groups.  I  believe  it  is  not 
stretching  the  facts  at  all  to  say  that  the 
establishment  of  the  70-group  air  force 


represents  an  expense,  large  though 
may  seem  from  a  budgetary  standpoh 
which  is  negligible  when  compared  >mh 
all  that  this  can  mean  to  us  as  a  deter¬ 
rent  to  enemy  action  and  as  a  in^ans  of 
meeting  an  initial  attack. 

In  its  June  30  issue  Newsweek  maga¬ 
zine  has  as  its  principal  feature  an  ar¬ 
ticle  entitled  “Weakened  /Wings — How 
Much  Washington  Has  Lot' the  Air  Force 
Wane.”  The  article  begins  with  this 
paragraph :  / 

Army  Air  Forces  requests  for  appropria¬ 
tions  for  the  coming"  year  toarely  squeaked 
through  the  congressional  filter  this  month 
after  severe  reduc/fons  had  been  made  both 
by  the  War  Department  and  the  Bureau  "of 
the  Budget.  Making  all  due  allowances  for 
exaggerations/lesigned  to  imjPIs  reluctant 
Congressmen;  it  is  a  fact  that  air  force  lead¬ 
ers  are  genuinely  worried  over  the  threaten¬ 
ing  decline  in  this  country’s  air  power. 

The'article  states: 

fact  is  production  facilities,  so  pro¬ 
digiously  expanded  during  the  recent  war,  are 
b«ng  allowed  to  disintegrate.  *  *  *  The 

/act  is  that  in  research — the  real  key  to  all 
air  strength  the  United  States  is 
*  *  *  The  fact  is  that  in  num¬ 

bers  of  combat  airplanes  the  United  States 
has  fallen  behind  Russia.  Russia  is  believed 
to  have  a  combat  air  force  today  larger  than 
the  American  and  British  air  fleets  combined. 

Newsweek  goes  on  to  tell  us  that  the 
program  for  training  reserve  pilots  and 
other  specialists  is  far  in  arrears.  For¬ 
merly,  it  was  planned  to  have  an  air 
force  of  44,000  pilots,  for  example,  with 
48,000  in  reserve  which  would  be  kept 
fresh  at  130  special  bases.  Actually  only 
70  bases  have  been  activated  and  22,500 
reserve  pilots  have  been  trained.  We  are 
told  that: 

Economy  then  forced  elimination  of  all  but 
41  training  centers  where  just  under  10,000 
reserve  pilots  are  now  being  handled.  An 
additional  19,000  reservists  who  have  applied 
are  out  in  the  cold. 

This  is  also  true  of  bombardiers,  navi¬ 
gators,  engineers,  and  other  flight-crew 
personnel.  The  proposed  increase  would 
have  a  substantial,  if  indirect,  effect  on 
the  Reserve  picture. 

Insofar  as  production  is  concerned  the 
article  says: 

In  the  decade  after  the  First  World  War 
American  aircraft  industry  withered 
i  a  total  of  only  three  producers.  •  As 
1939  the  industry  still  ranked  forty- 
fourtftjn  dollar  value  of  product.  From  this 
it  rose  in  a  few  years  to  mammoth  propor¬ 
tions.  IrL  1944  the  American  plane  industry 
turned  oufcy96,000  aircraft,  or  about  1  every 
5  minutes. 


In  the  first  6  months  of  1947  the  indus¬ 
try  turned  out;  a  total  of  767  planes — 
grand  total,  Army,  Navy,  and  civilian. 
This  is  two  one-hundredths  of  a  plane 
every  5  minutes.  \ 

Mr.  President,  I  think  this  is  the  least 
we  can  do  to  provideSfor  our  security. 
We  have  the  word  of  the\Compton  Com¬ 
mission  that  the  first  priority  for  our 
security  should  be  a  striking  Air  Force. 
My  amendment  will  provide  such  an  Air 
Force.  \

IS.  COORDINATION.  Rep,  Cooley,  N,  C. ,  spoke  in support’ "of" 419(5"1 

13l)  and  explained  that  it  provides  for  soil-conservation  research  through  the 
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to  as  the  NRA.  It  was  referred  to  by  the 
New  Dealers  as  involving  a  code  of  fair 
competition.  That  hideous  blue  eagle 
had  to  be  displayed  in  order  to  avoid 
boycotts  and  reprisals.  The  President 
and  the\dministrator  of  NRA  said  that 
the  codes Vere  written  by  the  leaders  in 
industry.  Of  course  they  were,  with  the 
colloborationNof  the  brain-trusters  and 
for  the  protection  and  perpetuation  of 
big  business — threaders  in  industry.  It 
is  not  natural  forVie  leaders  in  any  in¬ 
dustry  to  encourata  newcomers  and 
competitors.  Hence,  a^nong  other  things, 
the  code  of  fair  competition,  the  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant 
to  the  National  Recovery>Act,  provided 
that  as  long  as  the  leaders  rta  the  indus¬ 
try  determined  that  there  we^sufficient 
capacity  to  turn  out,  the  quantify  of  ma¬ 
terial  deemed  necessary  for  tfie  con¬ 
sumption  of  a  locality,  a  new  bfi^iness 
could  not  be  started.  It  was  necessary 
that  the  NRA  group,  which  was  dc 
inated  by  the  leaders  in  industry,  shoul 
issue  a  permit  of  convenience  and  neces-^ 
sity  before  anyone  could  start  up  a  new 
business,  or  enlarge  his  operations  or 
plant. 

A  similar  situation  is  provided  in  this 
sugar  bill.  It  is  honey-coated  with  the 
language  that  apparently  is  designed  to 
mislead  the  consumers  of  sugar  and  we 
are  told  that  an  emergency  exists,  and  it 
is  necessary  to  pass  this  bill  if  we  are  to 
get  any  sugar.  That  is  more  New  Deal 
language.  The  New  Deal  has  thrived  and 
progressed  from  the  very  beginning  on 
emergencies  and  the  emergency  hysteria 
has  so  seized  the  public  that  they  seem 
easily  swayed  by  other  cries  of  emer¬ 
gency.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
given  the  power  and  authority  to  tell 
each  farmer  how  much  he  can  produce. 
In  section  302  (a)  of  the  bill,  it  is  pro¬ 
vided  that  the  amount  of  sugar,  with 
respect  to  which  subsidy  payments  shall 
be  made,  shall  be  the  amount  commer¬ 
cially  recoverable  as  determined  by  the 
Secretary,  from  the  sugar  beets  or  sugar¬ 
cane  grown  on  the  farm  and  marketed — 
or  processed  by  the  producer — not  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  the  proportionate  share  for  the 
farm,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary 

In  subsection  (b) ,  it  is  provided: 

In  determining  the  proportionate  stores 
with  respect  to  a  farm,  the  Secretary  may 
take  into  consideration  the  past  prcamction 
on  the  farm  of  sugar  beets  and  jtfgarcane 
marketed. 

In  section  303  of  the  biljV  there  is  a 
provision  which  reads: 

With  respect  to  such  bajfa  fide  abandon¬ 
ment  of  each  planted  aery  of  sugar  beets  or 
sugarcane,  one-third  oSathe  normal  yield  of 
commercially  recoverable  sugar  or  liquid 
sugar  per  acre  for  farm,  as  determined 
by  the  Secretary. 

Then  to  mal^ certain  that  the  control 
of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  be 
as  nearly  Jlzarlike  as  possible,  and  as 
dictatoriwas  it  may  be,  provided  in  lan¬ 
guage,  &  find  section  304  (b)  providing 
as  foUjmvs: 

Al/payments  shall  be  calculated  with  re- 
spjjfft  to  a  farm  which,  for  the  purposes  of 
act,  shall  be  a  farming  unit  as  deter - 
lined  in  accordance  with  regulations  issued 
by  the  Secretary,  and  in  making  such  deter¬ 
minations,  the  Secretary  shall  take  into  con¬ 


sideration  the  use  of  common  work  stock, 
equipment,  labor,  management,  and  other 
pertinent  factors. 

Without  any  reflections  upon  the  pres¬ 
ent  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  who  is  an 
especially  fine  gentleman  and  whom  I 
very  much  admire  personally,  I  must  say 
that  such  power  and  authority  vested 
in  any  one  man  is  un-American.  Thank 
God  we  had  a  Supreme  Court  that 
understood  Americanism  well  enough  to 
declare  the  NRA  unconstitutional  when 
it  was  brought  before  that  Court  for  con¬ 
sideration.  Why  should  we  continue, 
promote,  extend,  implement,  and  per¬ 
sonify  the  program  of  the  New  Dealers 
by  the  passage  of  such  an  act  as  this? 

BLANK  CHECKS 

I  call  your  attention  to  section  401, 
the  first  section  of  title  IV,  which  reads : 

For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  Secretary 
may  make  such  expenditures  as  he  deems 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  including  personal  services  and  rents  in 
the  District  of  Columbia  and  elsewhere. 

In  this  same  connection  and  under., 
lis  same  title  IV,  I  call  your  attention 
tA  the  dictatorial  authorization  cq 
taingd  in  subsection  (b)  of  section^i02, 
whic\  reads : 

All  nurds  available  for  carrying  Jffat  this 
act  shallfibe  available  for  allotment  to  the 
bureaus  a  fid  offices  of  the  Deuefrtment  of 
Agriculture^qnd  for  transfer  UF  such  other 
agencies  of  the  Federal  Govewnment  as  the 
Secretary  may  Request  to  cooperate  or  assist 
in  carrying  out  the  provisjfms  of  this  act. 

Then,  in  perfect  N^w  Deal  style  and 
apparently  for  fea/^ftat  this  lengthy  bill 
might  have  omittea  some  authority  and 
provision  to  strengthen  the  hand  of  the 
Secretary  who  fi’ad  been- given  such  dic¬ 
tatorial  powqfs  in  the  bill,  we  find  sec¬ 
tion  403  (a)>  which  reads 

The  Secretary  is  authorized  lo  make  such 
orders  or/fegulations,  which  shal^  have  the 
force  and  effect  of  law,  as  may  be'necessary 
to  carry  out  the  powers  vested  irAhim  by 
this^ftet.  Any  person  knowingly  vibrating 
any-  order  or  regulation  of  the  Secretary 
'spued  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall,  upon  Sqn- 
Iction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  mou 
rthan  $100  for  each  such  violation. 

It  has  not  been  long  since  we  heard 
the  popular  clamor  against  fines  being 
imposed  for  violations  of  Executive  or¬ 
ders,  edicts,  and  regulations.  But  here 
we  have  a  provision  authorizing  the  Sec¬ 
retary  to  promulgate  any  orders  or  regu¬ 
lations  he  may  see  fit  to  carry  out  the 
power  vested  in  him  by  this  act,  and  then 
going  all  out  New  Deal  style  and  provid¬ 
ing  that  if  anyone  shall  violate  any  or¬ 
der  or  regulation  of  the  Secretary,  he  may 
be  fined  $100  for  each  violation.  I 
thought  the  people  of  the  United  States 
spoke  last  November  5  and  said  they 
wanted  no  more  of  such  stuff.  That  is 
abhorrent  and  shocking  to  the  people  of 
this  country,  and  I  do  not  believe  they 
will  appreciate  further  enactments  along 
that  line  by  Congress. 

But  the  bill  goes  another  step.  In 
section  406,  the  Secretary  is  vested  with 
all  the  powers  of  a  legally  authorized 
snooper.  He  can  require  any  and  all  in¬ 
formation  he  wants  in  connection  with 
the  manufacturing,  marketing,  or  indus¬ 
trial  use  of  sugar,  and  anyone  who  fails 
to  furnish  such  information  or  furnishes 
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false  information  on  the  subject  to  the 
Secretary,  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  $1,000  for 
each  violation.  The  snooping  clause  and 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  Secre¬ 
tary  is  further  emphasized  in  section  410 
of  the  bill. 

In  section  410,  it  is  provided: 

The  Secretary  is  authorizedr to  conduct 
surveys,  investigations,  and  research  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  conditions  and  /actors  affecting 
the  methods  of  accomplishing  most  effec¬ 
tively  the  purposes  of  Oils  act  and  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculture  generally  in  any  area. 

Thus,  it  will  be,-leen  that  the  Secre¬ 
tary  is  really  clothed  with  the  authority 
of  a  czar  not  or^  in  the  sugar -producing 
areas,  but  asine  may  see  fit  and  as  he 
may  deem  jtfor  the  benefit  of  agricul¬ 
ture  generally  in  any  area.” 

It  is  not  a  question  of  whether  or  not 
Secretary  Clinton  Anderson  will  become 
a  cza#.  Congress  should  not  vest  any 
individual,  the  President,  or  any  of  his 
appointees,  with  any  such  power.  Con¬ 
fess  should  not  abdicate  its  authority. 
As  representatives  of  the  people,  we 
should  not  vest  or  attempt  to  vest  such 
dictatorial  powers  in  any  man  in  this 
country. 

There  are  many  other  provisions  in 
the  bill  equally  as  un-American  in  prin¬ 
ciple  as  those  to  which  I  have  just  re¬ 
ferred.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the 
Secretary  has  been  given  power  and  au¬ 
thority  to  allocate  according  to  areas  and 
down  to  the  individual  farms,  and  the 
authority  to  define  the  maximum 
amount  of  sugar  beets  and  sugarcane 
that  can  be  produced  in  this  country. 
It  is  planned  economy  from  start  to 
finish.  He  is  given  a  blank  check  to 
carry  on  his  operations  as  dictatorial 
as  he  may  see  fit.  He  is  given  the  au¬ 
thority  to  pass  upon  contracts  between 
producers  and  buyers  and  between  pro¬ 
ducers  and  their  hired  help,  to  penalize 
people  who  will  not  comply  with  regula¬ 
tions  which  he  promulgates  instead  of 
laws  being  passed  by  Congress.  He  is 
even  given  the  authority  that  can  ulti¬ 
mately  determine  just  how  much  sugar 
you  and  I  can  consume  in  this  country. 
On  page  6  of  the  printed  report  of  the 
committee  on  this  bill,  it  is  stated: 

\The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized 
ufijjer  section  201  to  determine  the  require- 
meks  of  consumers  for  each  calendar  year 
on  tii<e  basis  of  the  standards  specified  there¬ 
in.  Ii\making  his  determinations  the  Sec¬ 
retary  redirected  to  protect  the  welfare  of 
consumer^  and  of  those  engaged  in  the  do¬ 
mestic  sugar-producing  industry  by  provid¬ 
ing  a  quantity  of  sugar  which  will  be  con¬ 
sumed  at  priAe  fair  to  both  consumers  and 
the  domestic  srf^ar  industry. 

On  page  8  of^fie  committee’s  printed 
report,  it  is  specifically  stated  that  sec¬ 
tion  302  of  the  bilKauthorizes  the  Sec¬ 
retary  to  establish  proportionate  shares 
in  each  of  the  domestiNg/reas  in  terms  of 
each  farm’s  fair  share  of»±he  total  quan¬ 
tity  of  sugar  beets  or  sugarcane  required 
to  be  processed  to  enable  the  producing 
area  to  meet  the  quota — and, ^provide  a 
normal  carry-over  inventory — 'for  such 
area.  The  proportionate  shares — acre¬ 
age  allotments — for  farms  are  to  fie  es¬ 
tablished  on  the  basis  of  past  production 
on  the  farm  and  ability  to  produce  sug!Vr 
beets  or  sugarcane  thereon. 
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\The  committee  handling  this  bill  stated 
iii  the  committee  report  on  page  8 : 

It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that 
considerable  discretion  should  be  left  tq 
the\  Secretary  to  deal  with  the  varied  an 
changing  conditions  in  the  various  produc- 
tion\  areas,  in  order  to  establish  fair  ajpd 
equitable  shares  for  farms  in  such  areas. 

Does  not  that  sound  like  New  Ejfeal 
bureaucracy,  from  which  we  shoulg  be 
attempting  to  rid  ourselves. 

Mr.  \  Chairman,  under  the  circum¬ 
stance!  I  think  we  should  face  the/stem 
realities  that  beset  us.  It  does  not/augur 
well  fon  us  to  side-step  the  iss&e.  If 
there  isU  crisis  or  emergency,  afhd  the 
present  IB37  Sugar  Act  expires  December 
31,  1947,\should  we  not  fearle/sly  and 
boldly  faqp  the  proposition  of  fenacting 
legislations  that  is  sound  and  American 
in  principle?  The  truth  of  th®  matter  is 
that  the  New  Deal  crowd  threwoverboard 
our  tariff  protections  on  home  industries. 
This  applied  to  sugar  and  piey  substi¬ 
tuted  subsidies,  premiums  ahd  bonuses. 
Tariffs  are  paid  by  the  consumer  of  the 
goods  upon  which  tariffs  are  collected, 
while  subsidies  are  paid  ou f.  of  the  public 
Treasury  by  tile  taxpayer#,  regardless  of 
whether  or  nol  they  are  consumers  of 
such  commodities.  If  It  is  wrong  in 
principle  to  subsidize  thf  sugar  industry, 
by  paying  subsides  to  t$e  producers  and 
the  processors  and  marketers,  we  should 
face  the  issue  anddecBne  to  do.  so.  We 
should  provide  otnerfcound  procedures, 
procedures  which  Ere  Economically  sound 
and  are  not  just  temporary  make-shifts, 
such  as  the  commMee  admits  this  bill 
is  intended  to  be.

Let  me  say  in 
the  absence  of  the  Senator  from  North 
Dakota  [Mr.  Young],  who  was  in  charge 
of  the  bill,  that  the  conference  commit¬ 
tee  on  both  sides  realize  that  the  amount 
provided  might  not  be  enough,  but  the 
data  were  not  sufficient,  and  the  House 
felt  very  strongly  that  we  should  not  go 
further  at  this  time.  But  I  think  I  cor¬ 
rectly  express  the  view  of  both  sides  when 
I  say  that  it  was  felt  that  a  deficiency  ap¬ 
propriation  might  be  necessary. 

Mr.  HICKENLOOPER.  I  should  like 
to  make  it  clear  that  in  what  I  have  said 
I  am  not  criticizing  the  action  of  the  con¬ 
ference  committee.  I  merely  wished  to 
state  my  opinion  at  this  moment,  and 
give  notice  that  if  the  sum  is  not  ade¬ 
quate,  I  shall  ask  for  a  deficiency  appro¬ 
priation  at  the  proper  time,  if  it  is  indi¬ 
cated.

LEGISLATIVE  APPROPRIATION  EILL, 
1948 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  call  up  the  conference  report 
on  the  bill  (H.  R.  3993)  making  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  legislative  branch  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1948,  and 
for  other  purposes,  and  ask  unanimous 
consent  that  the  statement  of  the  man¬ 
agers  on  the  part  of  the  House  be  read 
in  lieu  of  the  report. 

The  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  bill. 

The  SPEAKER.  Is  there  objection  to 
the  request  of  the  gentleman  from  Indi¬ 
ana? 

There  was  no  objection. 

The  Clerk  read  the  statement. 

(For  conference  report  and  statement, 
see  proceedings  of  the  House  of  July  14, 
1947.)  / 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  yield  myself  1  minute. 

Mr.  Speaker,  in  the  interest  of  time, 
I  shall  not  go  into  the  details  regarding 
the  conference  report.  The  report  and 
statement  have  been  printed  in  the  Rec¬ 
ord  and  give  a  thorough  explanation  of 
the  entire  conference  report. 

I  now  yield  30  minutes  to  the  gentle¬ 
man  from  Missouri  [Mr.  Cannon]. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Speaker,  on  this 
side  of  the  aisle  we  have  signed  the  con¬ 
ference  report  with  a  good  deal  of  re¬ 
luctance  and  with  a  deep  sense  of  dis¬ 
appointment. 

The  bill  falls  far  short  of  what  we  had 
been  led  to  expect  in  the  way  of  economy 
and  retrenchment  of  expenditure.  On 
the  contrary,  it  is  the  most  prodigal  and 
wasteful  legislative  appropriation  bill 
passed  in  the  history  of  the  Congress. 

In  the  last  session,  when  the  reorgani¬ 
zation  bill,  generally  referred  to  as  the 
streamlining  bill,  was  passed,  we  were 
told  that  one  of  the  special  advantages 
of  the  new  order  provided  by  the  re¬ 
organization  would  be  a  material  reduc¬ 
tion  in  expenditures  and  stringent  re¬ 
trenchment  in  the  expenses  of  the  two 
Houses.  We  were  assured  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  employees  would  be  reduced,  and 
that  the  expenses  of  both  the  House  and 
the  Senate  would  be  drastically  curtailed. 

And  again  we  were  told  in  the  last 
campaign,  and  in  the  hysterical  days 
following  the  election,  that  a  policy  of 
rigid  economy  would  be  entered  upon 
which  would  reduce  both  the  appropria¬ 
tions  and  the  personnel  of  all  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Government. 

And  yet  we  have  a  bill  here  which  not 
only  fails  to  effect  a  reduction,  which 
provides  absolutely  no  retrenchment  in 
the  service  of  the  House,  but  which,  on 
the  contrary,  increases  the  cost  of  run- 


more  than  ever  before. 

We  are  told  in  the  report  that  the 
amount  carried  by  the  bill  is  some  $6,- 
000,000  less  than  for  the  current  year. 
That  is  the  most  regrettable  feature  of 
the  bill.  It  is  gn  attempt  to  leave  with 
the  country  the  impression  that  we  are 
reducing  expenditures  when,  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact,  we  are  increasing  expendi¬ 
tures. 

Here  is  the  catch  in  the  proposition. 
It  is  a  simple  deception,  and  one  fre¬ 
quently  resorted  in  the  drafting  of  the 
supply  bills  in  this  session.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  Printing  Office  requires  a  re¬ 
volving  fund  which  heretofore  has  been 
designated  in  the  bill  as  $20,000,000. 

We  propose  in  this  bill  to  reduce  that 
revolving  fund  to  $10,000,000,  but  by  do¬ 
ing  it  we  do  not  make  a  penny.  It  is 
merely  a  bookkeeping  proposition.  Not 
a  dollar  is  saved.  There  is  no  reason 
for  the  change  in  figures.  No  economy 
is  effected  and  no  advantage  of  any  kind 
accrues  from  the  change. 

The  sole  purpose  is  to  have  us  believe 
that  money  is  being  saved  when  it  is  not 
being  saved;  and  to  persuade  us  to  be¬ 
lieve  we  are  reducing  the  expenditures  in 
this  bill  by  $10,000,000,  when  as  a  matter 
of  fact  we  are  not  reducing  it  at  all.  By 
this  legerdemain  they  claim  that  the  to¬ 
tal  amount  appropriated  by  the  bill  is 
some  $6,000,000  less  than  for  this  year 
when  it  is  really  over  $3,000,000  more 
than  this  year. 

They  justify  the  strategem  by  saying 
that  the  Government  Printing  Office  did 
not  object;  that  the  GPO  made  no  pro¬ 
test.  Of  course,  they  did  not  object.  Of 
course,  they  did  not  protest.  All  they 
did  was  laugh.  They  laughed  because  it 
does  not  affect  them  in  the  slightest. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  has 
no  control  over  its  production  quotas.  It 
must  comply  with  the  printing  requisi¬ 
tions  of  the  departments  and  the  Con¬ 
gress.  It  will  not  discontinue  the  print¬ 
ing  of  the  Congressional  Record  or  the 
reports  of  the  various  departments  sim¬ 
ply  because  this  bill  states  that  the  re¬ 
volving  fund  shall  be  reduced  from 
$20,000,000  to  $10,000,000.  It  will  print 
what  it  is  required  to  print,  and  we  will 
provide  the  money.  There  is  no  alterna¬ 
tive.  It  is  to  be  deplored  that  we  resort 
to  such  subterfuge. 

The  amount  of  money  spent  by  the 
House  and  Senate  on  themselves  is  in¬ 
creased  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill 
to  a  figure  far  beyond  that  provided  in 
any  former  bill  in  the  entire  80  Con¬ 
gresses  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Republic. 

But,  Mr.  Speaker,  the  character  of 
some  of  the  extravagances  carried  in 
this  bill  is  a  matter  of  particular  sur¬ 
prise.  On  every  occasion  in  the  last  sev¬ 
eral  sessions  of  Congress  the  proponents 
of  economy  have  decried  duplication  of 
activities  and  overlapping  of  expendi¬ 
tures.  It  has  been  a  fetish  and  a  slogan. 
And  yet  there  are  in  this  bill  appropria¬ 
tions  for  open  and  notorious  duplications 
of  the  most  flagrant  character. 


An  appropriation  of  $150,000  is  made 
for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Atomic  En¬ 
ergy.  This  is  the  committee  popularly 
known  as  the  Watch  Lilienthal  Com¬ 
mittee.  The  sole  duty  of  this  joint  com¬ 
mittee  is  to  look  over  the  shoulder  of  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission.  We  got  the 
idea  from  Soviet  Russia.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  Russian  Revolution  a  politi¬ 
cal  commissar  was  appointed  for  each 
regiment.  He  was  a  snooper  set  to  watch 
the  colonel  of  the  regiment  and  his  staff. 
Much  of  the  credit  for  the  debacle  of  the 
Russian  Army  in  its  disastrous  war  with 
little  Finland  was  laid  to  the  meddling 
of  the  political  commissars.  If  any  un¬ 
toward  influences  affect  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission, 
it  will  probably  be  due  to  the  meddling 
of  the  political  commissars  appointed  to 
watch  Lilienthal — and  it  will  cost  us  this 
year  $150,000.  They  wanted  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars  to  start  with.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  estimate  what  they 
will  ask  when  the  witch  hunting  really 
gets  hot. 

We  have  innumerable  commissions  and 
agencies  in  the  Government.  But  this  is 
the  first  time  a  committee  of  Congress 
has  been  appointed  and  financed  to 
watch  one  of  them.  In  order  to  carry 
out  completely  the  program  of  our  Rus¬ 
sian  prototype  we  should  appoint  still 
another  committee.  Stalin  appoints 
committees  to  watch  committees  and 
then  he  appoints  committees  to  watch 
the  committees  who  are  watching  the 
committees.  Now  that  we  have  a  joint 
committee  to  watch  the  Commission,  we 
should  appoint  a  committee  to  watch  the 
joint  committee.  And  finance  them  with 
$150,000  to  start  on.  The  system  has 
endless  possibilities. 

Mr.  Speaker,  economy,  like  charity,  be¬ 
gins  at  home.  If  we  had  put  our  investi¬ 
gators  upon  this  bill  as  we  did  upon  the 
other  supply  bills,  if  we  had  required  our 
investigators  to  follow  out  every  expen¬ 
diture  here  and  make  an  analysis  and  a 
report,  as  we  did  in  the  departments 
downtown,  it  would  make  very  interest¬ 
ing  reading. 

We  also  provide  in  this  bill  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $60,000  for  a  Coordinator  of 
Information.  It  is  a  high-sounding  title 
but  the  duties  of  the  position  are  an  ex¬ 
act  duplication  of  the  work  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Reference  Service  of  the  Library 
of  Congress.  No  attempt  is  made  to  dis¬ 
guise  the  fact  that  the  position  is  cre¬ 
ated  for  the  purpose  of  doing  precisely 
the  work  now  performed,  so  efficiently 
and  so  acceptably  by  the  Legislative 
Reference  Service.  If  there  is  any  doubt 
as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Legislative  Ref¬ 
erence  Service,  that  doubt  is  effectively 
dispelled  by  the  vote  of  the  House  when 
it  specifically  authorized  expansion  of 
the  Service  in  the  Reorganization  Act 
and  when  it  recently  authorized,  after 
exhaustive  debate,  the  printing  and  re¬ 
printing  of  brochures  prepared  by  the 
Legislative  Reference  Service. 

This  studied  neglect  of  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  its  services  is  pointed  out 
in  a  brief  article  in  the  July  5,  1947,  issue 
of  the  weekly  digest,  Quote.  I  will  read 
it  in  full: 

In  a  remote  part  of  Africa  there  is  a  fe¬ 
rocious  tribe  of  savages  who  have  as  their 
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most  sacred  possession  a  book.  This  book  is 
in  a  small  hut  which  serves  as  the  temple 
of  the  tribe.  It  is  guarded  day  and  night  by 
warlike  young  men  who  will  kill  instantly 
any  unauthorized  person  who  approaches  it, 
and  everybody  Is  unauthorized  except  the 
high  priest  and  his  acolytes.  What  the  book 
is,  no  one  knows,  but  there  it  is  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  their  lives,  honored,  feared,  and  un¬ 
read.  Modern  civilized  society  can  find  in¬ 
structive  parallels  in  the  lives  of  savages. — 
(Yale  Review.) 

In  this  bill  we  might  find  one  of  those 
parallels.  Although  the  Library  of  Con¬ 
gress  is  the  greatest  library  in  the  world, 
the  penurious  policy  of  the  committee  in 
refusing  funds  to  maintain  the  services 
of  the  Library  and  make  its  treasures 
available  to  the  Congress,  leaves  the 
books  of  this  vast  storehouse  of  knowl¬ 
edge  “honored,  feared  and  unread.” 
With  increased  demands  and  increased 
material  available  as  result  of  the  close 
of  the  war,  we  are  providing  less  for  the 
Library  proper  than  last  year.  But  we 
are  providing  for  ourselves  and  our  pa¬ 
tronage  here  in  the  Capitol  over  $3,000- 
000  more  than  last  year. 

Mr.  Speaker,  at  a  time  when  the  na¬ 
tional  debt  has  assumed  gargantuan  pro¬ 
portions,  when  the  need  for  economy  is 
paramount,  when  we  are  preaching 
economy  for  others  and  practicing  ex¬ 
travagance  for  ourselves,  this  bill  pro¬ 
viding  the  largest  number  of  employees 
for  the  House  and  Senate,  at  the  highest 
salaries  ever  paid,  and  carrying  the  larg¬ 
est  appropriations  for  the  Capitol  and  its 
staff,  is  a  repudiation  of  our  promises  to 
economize  and  the  implement  of  waste, 
duplication,  and  maladministration. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  yield  back  the  remain¬ 
der  of  my  time. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  yield  myself  1  minute. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  am  somewhat  surprised 
at  the  statement  just  made  by  my  dis¬ 
tinguished  friend  and  colleague  from 
Missouri  [Mr.  Cannon].  During  the  en¬ 
tire  consideration  of  this  bill  up  to  this 
very  moment  he  has  not  proposed  one 
single  solitary  reduction  in  any  appro¬ 
priation.  When  we  had  the  bill  under 
consideration  he  complained  very  bit¬ 
terly  because  largely  as  a  result  of  the 
work  of  the  committee  investigator,  we 
had  cut  the  Library  of  Congress  appro¬ 
priation.  So  I  am  somewhat  surprised 
at  the  remarks  of  my  good  friend. 

Mr.  Speaker,  a  few  members  of  com¬ 
mittees  that  are  utilizing  the  services  of 
the  legislative  reference  section  of  the 
Library  have  told  me  that  they  had  been 
informed  that  the  men  whose  services 
they  were  utilizing  would  be  discharged. 
There  is  absolutely  no  justification  for 
action  of  this  character.  The  legislative 
reference  section  should  retain  those 
whose  services  are  requested  for  commit¬ 
tee  work.  And  if  this  is  not  done  we  pro¬ 
pose  to  find  out  why  it  is  not  done. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  move  the  previous  ques¬ 
tion. 

The  previous  question  was  ordered. 

The  SPEAKER.  The  question  is  on 
agreeing  to  the  conference  report. 

The  conference  report  was  agreed  to.

"Every  committee  serving  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  report  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  within  15  days  after  December  31 
and  June  30  of  each  year  the  name,  profes¬ 
sion,  and  total  salary  of  each  person  em¬ 
ployed  by  such  committee  or  any  subcom¬ 
mittee  thereof  during  the  period  covered  by 
such  report,  and  shall  make  an  accounting  of 
funds  made  available  to  and  expended  by 
such  committee  or  subcommittee  during  such 
period,  and  such  information  when  reported 
shall  be  published  in  the  Congressional 
Record.  The  first  such  report  shall  cover 
the  period  beginning  on  January  3,  1947,  and 
ending  on  June  30,  1947,  and  succeeding  re¬ 
ports  shall  cover  the  6-month  period  ending 
on  the  preceding  December  31  or  June  30, 
as  the  case  may  be.  The  information  re¬ 
quired  to  be  reported  and  published  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  the  information  required  to 
be  reported  and  published  under  section 
134  (b)  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization 
Act  of  1946,  as  amended,  in  the  case  of  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  House  and  their  subcommit¬ 
tees.” 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Indiana.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  move  that  the  House  recede 
from  its  disagreement  to  the  amendment 
of  the  Senate  No.  14  and  concur  therein. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  DIRKSEN.  I  yield. 

Mr.  CANNON.  Mr.  Speaker,  this 
amendment  marks  another  stage  in  the 
retreat  from  the  reorganization  bill. 
The  reorganization  bill  contained  a  spe¬ 
cific  requirement  that  the  data  referred 
to  in  the  amendment  be  published  every 
3  months,  that  it  be  published  as  a  sepa¬ 
rate  document  and  that  it  be  included 
in  the  Congressional  Record.  This  pro¬ 
vision  of  the  Reorganization  Act,  like  so 
many  other  provisions  of  that  ill-starred 
act,  has  never  been  complied  with.  Al¬ 
though  enacted  by  the  Congress  and  now 
the  law  of  the  country,  it  has  never  been 
observed.  No  such  list  has  ever  been 
prepared;  no  such  document  has  ever 
been  printed;  and  no  such  data  has  ever 
appeared  in  the  Congressional  Directory. 

Now  the  pending  amendment  proposes 
to  change  the  dead  letter  of  the  law,  and 
provide  for  printing  in  the  Congressional 


Record  instead  of  as  a  separate  docu¬ 
ment,  and  only  every  6  months.  I  favor 
the  amendment  if  it  so  modifies  the  law 
as  to  provide  for  its  enforcement.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  original  provi¬ 
sion  has  not  been  carried  out,  and  this 
proposal  is  merely  another  evidence  of 
the  utter  failure  in  every  particular  of 
the  so-called  “streamlining  act"  which 
we  passed  in  the  last  session  of  Congress 
with  such  high  hopes  and  such  flam¬ 
boyant  predictions.

For  clerk  hire  necessarily  employed  by  each  Member  and  Delegate, 
and  the  Resident  Commissioner'  from  Puerto  Rico,  in  the  discharge 
of  his  official  and  representative  duties,  $5,915,000,  as  authorized  by 
law,  including  increased  and  additional  compensation  provided  by 
the  “Federal  Employees  Pay  Act  of  1945”,  as  amended  by  the

(Public  Law  812)  ;  the  sum  of  $1,200  for  the  exchange,  operation, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Clerk’s  motor  vehicles;  the  sum  of 
$500  for  the  exchange,  operation,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  the 
folding  room  motor  truck;  the  sum  of  $2,200  for  the  purchase, 
exchange,  maintenance,  operation,  and  repair  of  the  post-office  motor 
vehicles  for  carrying  the  mails;  the  sum  of  $600  for  hire  of  automobile 
for  the  Sergeant  at  Arms,  and  materials  for  folding ;  in  all,  $165,000 :

Joint  Committee  on  Internal  Revenue  Taxation:  For  the  payment 
of  the  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Internal 
Revenue  Taxation,  $185,000. 

Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Information:  For  salaries  and  other 
expenses  of  the  Office  of  the  Coordinator  of  Information,  $60,000. 

Telegraph  and  telephone:  For  telegraph  and  telephone  service, 
exclusive  of  personal  services,  $400,000. 

Stationery:  For  a  stationery  allowance  of  $500  for  each  Repre¬ 
sentative,  Delegate,  and  the  Resident  Commissioner  from  Puerto 
Rico,  for  the  second  session  of  the  Eightieth  Congress,  and  for 
stationery  for  the  use  of  the  committees,  departments,  and  officers  of 
the  House  (not  to  exceed  $8,000),  $227,000,  to  remain  available  until 
expended.  There  is  hereby  established  a  revolving  fund  for  the 
purpose  of  administering  the  funds  appropriated  for  stationery 
allowances  to  each  Representative,  Delegate,  the  Resident  Commis¬ 
sioner  from  Puerto  Rico;  and  stationery  for  use  of  the  committees, 
departments,  and  officers  of  the  House.

Postage  stamps :  Postmaster,  $200 ;  Clerk,  $400 ;  Sergeant  at  Arms, 
$250;  Doorkeeper,  $100;  and  to  enable  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to 
procure  and  furnish  each  Representative,  Delegate,  and  the  Resident 
Commissioner  from  Puerto  Rico,  United  States  air-mail  and  special- 
delivery  postage  stamps  as  authorized  by  law,  $32,850;  in  all  $33,800. 

Folding  documents:  For  folding  speeches  and  pamphlets,  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  $1  per  thousand  or  for  the  employment  of  personnel 
at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  $5.20  per  day  per  person,  $60,000. 

Revision  of  laws:  For  preparation  and  editing  of  the  laws  as  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Act  approved  May  29,  1928  (1  U.  S.  C.  59),  $10,000,  to 
be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

Speaker’s  automobile:  For  exchange,  driving,  maintenance,  repair, 
and  operation  of  an  automobile  for  the  Speaker,  $9,200. 

The  appropriation  for  committee  employees  as  contained  in  this 
Act  and  hereafter,  shall  be  available  in  such  amounts  and  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Committee  on  House 
Administration  for  compensation  of  employees  of  the  standing  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  except  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations.

during  the  period  covered  by  such  report,  and  shall  make  an  account¬ 
ing  of  funds  made  available  to  and  expended  by  such  committee  or 
subcommittee  during  such  period,  and  such  information  when  reported 
shall  be  published  in  the  Congressional  Record.  The  first  such  report 
shall  cover  the  period  beginning  on  January  3,  1947,  and  ending  on 
June  30,  1947,  and  succeeding  reports  shall  cover  the  six  months’ 
period  ending  on  the  preceeding  December  31  or  June  30,  as  the  case 
may  be.  The  information  required  to  be  reported  and  published  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  the  information  required  to  be  reported  and  published 
under  section  134  (b)  of  the  Legislative  Reorganization  Act  of  ,, 
1946,  as  amended,  in  the  case  of  committees  of  the  House  and  their  | 
subcommittees. 

CAPITOL  POLICE 

General  expenses:  For  purchasing  and  supplying  uniforms,  pur¬ 
chase,  exchange,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  motor-propelled  pas¬ 
senger-carrying  vehicles,  contingent  expenses,  including  $25  per 
month  for  extra  services  performed  by  a  member  of  such  force  for 
the  Capitol  Police  Board,  $15,500. 

Capitol  Police  Board :  To  enable  the  Capitol  Police  Board  to  provide 
additional  protection  for  the  Capitol  Buildings  and  Grounds,  including 
the  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildings  and  the  Capitol  Power  Plant, 
$8,600.  Such  sum  shall  only  be  expended  for  payment  for  salaries 
and  other  expenses  of  personnel  detailed  from  the  Metropolitan  Police 
of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of 
Columbia  are  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  details  upon  the 
request  of  the  Board.  Personnel  so  detailed  shall,  during  the  period 
of  such  detail,  serve  under  the  direction  and  instructions  of  the  Board 
and  is  authorized  to  exercise  the  same  authority  as  members  of  such 
Metropolitan  Police  and  members  of  the  Capitol  Police  and  to  perform  d 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Board.  Reimbursement  for  1 
salaries  and  other  expenses  of  such  detail  personnel  shall  be  made  to 
the  government  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  any  sums  so  reim¬ 
bursed  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  or  appropriations  from 
which  such  salaries  and  expenses  are  payable  and  be  available  for  all 
the  purposes  thereof :  Provided ,  That  any  person  detailed  under  the 
authority  of  this  paragraph  or  under  similar  authority  in  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Branch  Appropriation  Act,  1942,  and  the  Second  Deficiency 
Appropriation  Act,  1940,  from  the  Metropolitan  Police  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  shall  be  deemed  a  member  of  such  Metropolitan  Police 
during  the  period  or  periods  of  any  such  detail  for  all  purposes  of 
rank,  pay,  allowances,  privileges,  and  benefits  to  the  same  extent  as 
though  such  detail  had  not  been  made,  and  at  the  termination  thereof 
any  such  person  who  was  a  member  of  such  police  on  July  1,  1940, 
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shall  have  a  status  with  respect  to  rank,  pay,  allowances,  privileges, 
and  benefits  which  is  not  less  than  the  status  of  such  person  in  such 
police  at  the  end  of  such  detail. 

The  foregoing  amounts  under  “Capitol  Police”  shall  be  disbursed 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

OFFICE  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COUNSEL 

For  salaries  and  expenses  of  maintenance  of  the  Office  of  the 
Legislative  Counsel,  as  authorized  by  law,  including  increased  and 
additional  compensation  as  provided  by  the  “Federal  Employees 
Pay  Act  of  1945”,  as  amended  by  the  “Federal  Employees  Pay  Act  of 
1946”,  $160,000,  of  which  $80,000  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  and  $80,000  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

EDUCATION  OF  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  PAGES 

For  reimbursement  to  the  District  of  Columbia  for  education  of 
congressional  pages  and  pages  of  the  Supreme  Court?  pursuant  to  the 

I  provisions  of  section  243  of  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  “An  Act  to 
provide  for  increased  efficiency  in  the  Legislative  Branch  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment”,  approved  August  2,  1946,  $21,300,  which  amount  shall  be 
credited  to  the  appropriation  for  “General  supervision  and  instruc¬ 
tion,  public  schools,  District  of  Columbia,  1948”,  and  the  Board  of 
Education  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
such  personnel  for  the  education  of  pages  as  may  be  required  and  to 
pay  compensation  for  such  services  in  accordance  with  such  rates  of 
compensation  as  the  Board  of  Education  may  prescribe:  Provided , 
That,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the  Act  entitled 
“An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive,  and 
judicial  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes”, 
approved  May  10,  1916,  as  amended,  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  is  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  Joseph  Skubitz 
and  Joseph  J.  Sullivan  for  services  rendered  by  them  as  teachers  in 
the  Capitol  Page  School  for  the  period  January  2,  1947,  to  April  3, 
1947,  inclusive.

Salaries:  For  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  Assistant  Architect  of 
the  Capitol  (whose  compensation  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  $7,000  per 
annum),  Chief  Architectural  and  Engineering  Assistant,  and  other 
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personal  services  at  rates  of  pay  provided  by  law;  and  the  Assistant 
Architect  of  the  Capitol  shall  act  as  Architect  of  the  Capitol  during 
the  absence  or  disability  of  that  official  or  whenever  there  is  no 
Architect,  and,  in  case  of  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  Assistant 
Architect,  the  Chief  Architectural  and  Engineering  Assistant  shall 
so  act;  $105,000. 

Appropriations  under  the  control  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol 
shall  be  available  for  expenses  of  travel  on  official  business  not  to 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  under  all  funds  the  sum  of  $1,500. 

Cost  of  handling  penalty  mail,  Architect  of  the  Capitol :  For  deposit 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  Treasury  for  cost  of  penalty  mail  of  the 
Architect  of  the  Capitol  as  required  by  section  2  of  the  Act  of  June 
28, 1944  (Public  Law  364) ,  $350. 


CAPITOL  BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Capitol  Buildings:  For  necessary  expenditures  for  the  Capitol 
Building  and  electrical  substations  of  the  Senate  and  House  Office 
Buildings,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol, 
including  minor  improvements,  maintenance,  repair,  equipment,  sup¬ 
plies,  material,  fuel,  oil,  waste,  and  appurtenances;  furnishings  and 
office  equipment;  special  clothing  for  workmen;  waterproof  wearing 
apparel;  personal  and  other  services;  cleaning  and  repairing  works 
of  art;  purchase  or  exchange,  maintenance  and  driving  of  motor- 
propelled  passenger-carrying  office  vehicle;  not  exceeding  $300  for 
the  purchase  of  technical  and  necessary  reference  books,  periodicals, 
and  city  directory;  not  to  exceed  $150  for  expenses  of  attendance, 
when  specifically  authorized  by  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol,  at  meet¬ 
ings  or  conventions  in  connection  with  subjects  related  to  work  under 
the  Architect  of  the  Capitol;  $463,700. 

Capitol  Grounds :  F or  care  and  improvement  of  grounds  surround¬ 
ing  the  Capitol,  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildings;  Capitol  Power 
Plant;  personal  and  other  services;  care  of  trees;  planting; 
fertilizers;  repairs  to  pavements,  walks,  and  roadways;  purchase  of 
waterproof  wearing  apparel;  maintenance  of  signal  lights;  and  for 
snow  removal  by  hire  of  men  and  equipment  or  under  contract  with¬ 
out  compliance  with  section  3709  (41  U.  S.  C.  5)  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  $177,500. 

Legislative  garage:  For  maintenance,  repairs,  alterations,  personal 
and  other  services,  and  all  necessary  incidental  expenses,  $24,300. 

Subway  transportation,  Capitol  and  Senate  Office  Buildings:  For 
repairs,  rebuilding,  and  maintenance  of  the  subway  system  connecting 
the  Senate  Office  Building  with  the  Senate  wing  of  the  United  States 
Capitol  and  for  personal  and  other  services,  including  maintenance 
of  the  cars,  track,  and  electrical  equipment  connected  therewith, 
$2,000. 

Senate  Office  Building:  For  maintenance,  miscellaneous  items  and 
supplies,  including  furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment,  and  for 
labor  and  material  incident  thereto,  and  repairs  thereof ;  for  purchase 
of  waterproof  wearing  apparel  and  for  personal  and  other  services, 
including  four  female  attendants  in  charge  of  ladies’  retiring  rooms 
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at  $1,500  each  and  one  at  $1,560,  for  the  care  and  operation  of  the 
Senate  Office  Building;  to  be  expended  under  the  control  and  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol ;  in  all,  $547,205. 

House  Office  Buildings:  For  maintenance,  including  equipment, 
waterproof  wearing  apparel,  miscellaneous  items,  and  for  all  neces¬ 
sary  services,  $652,500,  and  so  long  as  the  position  is  held  by  the 
present  incumbent  the  superintendent  of  the  House  Office  Buildings 
shall  be  paid  $500  per  annum  in  addition  to  compensation  otherwise 
payable  under  law. 

Capitol  Power  Plant:  For  lighting,  heating,  and  power  for  the 
Capitol,  Senate  and  House  Office  Buildings,  Supreme  Court  Building, 
Congressional  Library  Buildings,  and  the  grounds  about  the  same, 
Botanic  Garden,  legislative  garage,  and  fouling  and  storage  rooms 
of  the  Senate,  and  for  air-conditioning  refrigeration  not  supplied 
from  plants  in  any  of  such  buildings;  for  heating  the  Government 
Printing  Office  and  Washington  City  Post  Office  and  for  light  and 
power  therefor  whenever  available;  personal  and  other  services, 
engineering  instruments,  fuel,  oil,  materials,  labor,  advertising,  and 
purchase  of  waterproof  wearing  apparel  in  connection  with  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation  of  the  plant,  $1,056,650. 

The  appropriations  under  the  control  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol 
may  be  expended  without  reference  to  section  4  of  the  Act  approved 
June  17,  1910  (41  U.  S.  C.  7),  concerning  purchases  for  executive 
departments. 

The  Government  Printing  Office  and  the  Washington  City  Post 
Office  shall  reimburse  the  Capitol  Power  Plant  for  heat,  light,  and 
power  whenever  any  such  service  is  furnished  during  the  fiscal  year 
1948,  and  the  amounts  so  reimbursed  shall  be  covered  into  the 
Treasury.

MECHANICAL  AND  STRUCTURAL  MAINTENANCE 

Salaries:  For  chief  engineer  and  all  personal  services  at  rates  of 
pay  provided  by  law,  $180,000. 

Salaries,  Sunday  opening:  For  extra  services  of  employees  and 
additional  employees  under  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  to  provide 
for  the  opening  of  the  Library  Buildings  on  Sundays,  at  rates  to  be 
fixed  by  such  Architect,  $14,700. 

General  repairs,  and  so  forth:  For  necessary  expenditures  for  the 
Library  Buildings  and  Grounds  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Architect 
of  the  Capitol,  including  minor  improvements,  maintenance,  repair, 
equipment,  supplies,  waterproof  wearing  apparel,  material,  and  appur¬ 
tenances,  and  personal  and  other  services  in  connection  with  the 
mechanical  and  structural  maintenance  of  such  buildings  and  grounds, 
$57,050. 

For  furniture,  including  partitions,  screens,  shelving,  and  electrical 
work  pertaining  thereto  and  repairs  thereof,  and  the  purchase  of 
office  and  library  equipment,  apparatus,  and  labor-saving  devices,

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BOTANIC  GARDEN

to  Director’s  residence;  and  all  other  necessary  expenses;  all  under  , 
the  direction  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Library,  $20,000. 

No  part  of  the  appropriations  contained  in  this  Act  for  the  Botanic 
Garden  shall  be  used  for  the  distribution,  by  congressional  allotment, 
of  trees,  plants,  shrubs,  or  other  nursery  stock. 

LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS 

Salaries,  Library,  proper:  For  the  Librarian,  the  Librarian  Emer¬ 
itus,  Chief  Assistant  Librarian,  and  other  personal  services,  including 
investigations  of  Library  employees  with  regard  to  loyalty  and  includ¬ 
ing  special  and  temporary  services  and  extra  special  services  of 
regular  employees  (not  exceeding  $5,000)  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by 
•  Librarian,  $2,350,000,  of  which  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  may  be  \ 
transferred  to  other  agencies  of  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  ■ 
investigating  the  loyalty  of  Library  employees :  Provided ,  That  here-  j 
after  the  gross  salary  of  any  position  in  the  Library  which  is  aug¬ 
mented  by  payment  of  an  honorarium  from  other  than  appropriated 
funds  shall  not  exceed  such  rate  as,  combined  with  such  honorarium, 
will  not  exceed  $10,000. 

COPYRIGHT  OFFICE 

Salaries:  For  the  Register  of  Copyrights,  assistant  register;  and 
other  personal  services,  $591,925. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  SERVICE 

Salaries :  To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Congress  to  employ  competent 
persons  to  gather,  classify,  and  make  available,  in  translations,  indexes, 
digests,  compilations,  and  bulletins,  and  otherwise,  data  for  or  bear- 
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ing  upon  legislation,  and  to  render  such  data  serviceable  to  Congress, 
and  committees  and  Members  thereof,  and  for  printing  and  binding 
the  digests  of  public  general  bills,  miscellaneous  printing,  supplies  and 
materials,  and  including  not  to  exceed  $20,000  for  employees  engaged 
on  piecework  and  work  by  the  day  or  hour  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Librarian,  $450,000:  Provided ,  That  not  more  than  $25,000  of  this 
sum  shall  be  used  for  preparation  and  reproduction  of  copies  of  the 
Digest  of  General  Public  Bills.

Salaries  and  expenses:  For  the  distribution  of  printed  cards  and 
other  publications  of  the  Library,  including  personal  services,  freight 
charges  (not  exceeding  $500),  expressage,  postage,  traveling  expenses 
connected  with  such  distribution,  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings 
when  incurred  on  the  written  authority  and  direction  of  the 
Librarian,  and  including  not  to  exceed  $30,000  for  employees  engaged 
in  piece  work  and  work  by  the  day  or  hour  and  for  extra  special 
services  of  regular  employees  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Librarian; 
l  in  all,  $350,000. 

INDEX  TO  STATE  LEGISLATION 

Salaries  and  expenses:  To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Congress  to 
prepare  an  index  to  the  legislation  of  the  several  States,  together 
with  a  supplemental  digest  of  the  more  important  legislation,  as 
authorized  and  directed  by  the  Act;  entitled  “An  Act  providing  for

UNION  CATALOGUES 

Salaries  and  expenses:  To  continue  the  development  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  the  Union  Catalogues,  including  personal  services  within 
and  without  the  District  of  Columbia  (and  not  to  exceed  $700  for 
special  and  temporary  services,  including  extra  special  services  of 
regular  employees,  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Librarian),  travel, 
necessary  material  and  apparatus,  stationery,  photostat  supplies,  and 
incidentals,  $61,000. 

MOTION  PICTURE  PROJECT 

For  expenses  during  the  month  of  July  and  liquidation  (including 
storage  of  films  pending  disposition  and  $5,030  available  exclusively 
for  terminal  leave)  $12,000. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS 

General  increase  of  Library:  For  purchase  of  books,  miscellaneous 
periodicals  and  newspapers,  photo-copying  supplies  and  photo-copy- 
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ing  labor,  and  all  other  material  for  the  increase  of  the  Library, 
including  payment  in  advance  for  subscription  books  and  society 
publications,  and  for  freight,  commissions,  and  traveling  expenses  not 
to  exceed  $25,000,  including  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings  when 
incurred  on  the  written  authority  and  direction  of  the  Librarian  in 
the  interest  of  collections,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  the 
acquisition  of  books,  miscellaneous  periodicals  and  newspapers,  and 
all  other  material  for  the  increase  of  the  Library,  by  purchase,  gift, 
bequest,  or  exchange,  $300,000,  to  continue  available  during  the  fiscal 
year  1949. 

Increase  of  the  law  library :  For  the  purchase  of  books  and  for  legal 
periodicals  for  the  law  library,  including  pa3Tment  for  legal  society 
publications  and  for  freight,  commissions,  traveling  expenses  not  to 
exceed  $2,500,  including  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings  when 
incurred  on  the  written  authority  and  direction  of  the  Librarian  in 
the  interest  of  collections,  and  all  other  expenses  incidental  to  the 
acquisition  of  lawbooks,  and  all  other  material  for  the  increase  of  the 
law  library,  $95,000,  to  continue  available  during  the  fiscal  year  1949. 

Books  for  the  Supreme  Court:  For  the  purchase  of  books  and 
periodicals  for  the  Supreme  Court,  to  be  a  part  of  the  Library  of 
Congress,  and  purchased  by  the  Marshal  of  the  Supreme  Court,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  Justice,  $20,000. 


BOOKS  FOR  ADULT  BLIND 


To  enable  the  Librarian  of  Congress  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  books  for  the  adult  blind”, 
approved  March  3,  1931  (2  U.  S.  C.  135a),  as  amended,  $1,000,000, 
including  not  exceeding  $50,000  for  personal  services,  not  exceeding 
$200,000  for  books  in  raised  characters,  and  the  balance  remaining 
for  sound-reproduction  records  and  for  the  purchase,  maintenance, 
and  replacement  of  the  Government-owned  reproducers  for  sound- 
reproduction  records  for  the  blind  and  not  exceeding  $1,000  for  neces¬ 
sary  traveling  expenses  connected  with  such  service  and  for  expenses 
of  attendance  at  meetings  when  incurred  on  the  written  authority 
and  direction  of  the  Librarian. 


PRINTING  AND  BINDING 


General  printing  and  binding:  For  miscellaneous  printing  and 
binding  for  the  Library  of  Congress,  including  the  Copyright  Office,  ’ 
and  the  binding,  rebinding,  and  repairing  of  Library  books,  and  for 
the  Library  Buildings,  $381,500. 

Printing  the  Catalogue  of  Title  Entries  of  the  Copyright  Office: 
For  the  publication  of  the  Catalogue  of  Title  Entries  of  the  Copyright 
Office  and  the  decisions  of  the  United  States  courts  involving 
copyrights,  $35,000. 

Printing  catalogue  cards:  For  the  printing  of  catalogue  cards  and 
of  miscellaneous  publications  relating  to  the  distribution  of  catalogue 
cards,  and  for  duplication  of  catalogue  cards  by  methods  other  than 
printing,  $400,000. 
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CONTINGENT  EXPENSES  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

For  miscellaneous  and  contingent  expenses,  stationery,  office 
supplies,  stock  and  materials  directly  purchased,  miscellaneous 
traveling  expenses,  postage,  transportation,  incidental  expenses  con¬ 
nected  with  the  administration  of  the  Library  and  Copyright  Office, 
including  not  exceeding  $500  for  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings 
when  incurred  on  the  written  authority  and  direction  of  the  Librarian, 
$40,000. 

For  personal  services,  paper,  chemicals,  and  miscellaneous  supplies 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  photoduplicating  machines  of  the 
Library  and  the  making  of  photoduplicate  prints,  and  for  the 
purchase  of  photoduplications,  $20,700. 

Penalty  Mail  Costs,  Library  of  Congress :  For  deposit  in  the  general 
fund  of  the  Treasury  for  cost  of  penalty  mail  for  the  Library  of 
Congress  as  required  by  section  2  of  the  Act  of  Juno  28,  1944  (Public 
Law  364) ,  $29,000. 

LIBRARY  BUILDINGS 

Salaries:  For  the  superintendent  and  other  personal  services,  in 
i  accordance  with  the  Classification  Act  of  1923,  as  amended,  including 
special  and  temporary  services  and  special  services  of  regular 
employees  in  connection  with  the  custody,  care,  and  maintenance  of 
the  Library  Buildings  in  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian  (not  exceed¬ 
ing  $750)  at  rates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Librarian,  $495,000. 

For  mail,  delivery,  including  maintenance,  operation,  and  repair 
of  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying  vehicles,  telephone  services, 
rubber  boots,  rubber  coats,  and  other  special  clothing  for  employees, 
uniforms  for  guards,  and  elevator  conductors,  medical  supplies, 
equipment,  and  contingent  expenses  for  the  emergency  room,  station¬ 
ery,  miscellaneous  supplies,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  custody  and  maintenance  of  the  Library  Build¬ 
ings,  $30,000. 

LIBRARY  OF  CONGRESS  TRUST  FUND  BOARD 

For  any  expense  of  the  Library  of  Congress  Trust  Fund  Board 
not  properly  chargeable  to  the  income  of  any  trust  fund  held  by  the 
Board,  $500. 

Not  to  exceed  ten  positions  in  the  Library  of  Congress  may  be 
I  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  section  202  of  the  Independent  Offices 
I  Appropriation  Act,  1948,  but  the  Librarian  shall  not  make  any 
appointment  to  any  such  position  until  he  has  ascertained  that  he 
cannot  secure  for  such  appointment  a  person  in  any  of  the  three 
categories  specified  in  such  section  202  who  possesses  the  special  quali¬ 
fications  for  the  particular  position  and  also  otherwise  meets  the 
general  requirements  for  employment  in  the  Library  of  Congress. 

GOVERNMENT  PRINTING  OFFICE 

WORKING  CAPITAL  AND  CONGRESSIONAL  PRINTING  AND  BINDING 

To  provide  the  Public  Printer  with  a  working  capital  for  the 
following  purposes  for  the  execution  of  printing,  binding,  litho- 
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graphing,  mapping,  engraving,  and  other  authorized  work  of  the 
Government  Printing  Office  for  the  various  branches  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment:  For  salaries  of  Public  Printer  and  Deputy  Public  Printer; 
for  salaries,  compensation,  or  wages  of  all  necessary  officers  and 
employees  additional  to  those  herein  appropriated  for,  including 
employees  necessary  to  handle  waste  paper  and  condemned  material 
for  sale;  to  enable  the  Public  Printer  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  law  granting  holidays  and  half  holidays  and  Executive  orders 
granting  holidays  and  half  holidays  with  pay  to  employees;  to  enable 
the  Public  Printer  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  law  granting 
leave  to  employees  with  pay,  such  pay  to  be  at  the  rate  for  their 
regular  positions  at  the  time  the  leave  is  granted;  rental  of  buddings 
and  equipment;  fuel,  gas,  heat,  electric  current,  gas  and  electric  fix¬ 
tures;  bicycles,  motor-propelled  vehicles  for  the  carriage  of  printing 
and  printing  supplies,  and  the  maintenance,  I’epair,  and  operation  of 
the  same,  to  be  used  only  for  official  purposes,  including  operation, 
repair,  and  maintenance  of  motor-propelled  passenger-carrying 
vehicles  for  official  use  of  the  officers  of  the  Government  Printing 
Office  when  in  writing  ordered  by  the  Public  Printer;  freight,  express- 
age,  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  furniture,  typewriters,  and  car¬ 
pets  ;  traveling  expenses,  including  not  to  exceed  $3,000  for  attendance 
at  meetings  or  conventions  when  authorized  by  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Printing;  stationery,  postage,  and  advertising;  directories,  tech¬ 
nical  books,  newspapers,  magazines,  and  books  of  reference  (not 
exceeding  $750)  ;  adding  and  numbering  machines,  time  stamps,  and 
other  machines  of  similar  character ;  purchase  of  uniforms  for  guards ; 
rubber  boots,  coats,  and  gloves;  machinery  (not  exceeding  $300,000) ; 
equipment,  and  for  repairs  to  machinery,  implements,  and  buildings, 
and  for  minor  alterations  to  buildings;  necessary  equipment,  mainte¬ 
nance,  and  supplies  for  the  emergency  room  for  the  use  of  all 
employees  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  who  may  be  taken 
suddenly  ill  or  receive  injury  while  on  duty;  other  necessary  con¬ 
tingent  and  miscellaneous  items  authorized  by  the  Public  Printer; 
for  expenses  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  Print¬ 
ing  for  the  inspection  of  printing  and  binding  equipment,  material, 
and  supplies  and  Government  printing  plants  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  or  elsewhere  (not  exceeding  $1,000  )  ;  for  salaries  and 
expenses  of  preparing  the  semimonthly  and  session  indexes  of  the 
Congressional  Record  under  the  direction  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Printing  (chief  indexer  at  $4,951,  one  cataloger  at  $1,537,  two  cata¬ 
loged  at  $3,544  each,  and  one  cataloger  at  $3,047)  ;  and  for  all  the 
necessary  labor,  paper,  materials,  and  equipment  needed  in  the  prose¬ 
cution  and  delivery  and  mailing  of  the  work;  in  all,  $14,520,000;  to 
which  sum  shall  be  charged  the  printing  and  binding  authorized  to 
be  done  for  Congress  including  supplemental  and  deficiency  estimates 
of  appropriations;  the  printing,  binding,  and  distribution  of  the 
Federal  Register  in  accordance  with  the  Act  approved  July  26,  1935 
(44  U.  S.  C.  301,  317)  (not  exceeding  $450,000)  ;  for  the  printing  and 
binding  of  the  supplements  to  the  Code  of  Federal  Regulations,  as 
authorized  by  the  Act  of  July  26,  1935  (44  U.  S.  C.  311),  $100,000; 
the  printing  and  binding  for  use  of  the  Government  Printing 
Office;  the  printing  and  binding  (not  exceeding  $5,000)  for  official 
use  of  the  Architect  of  the  Capitol  upon  requisition  of  the  Secretary 
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of  the  Senate ;  in  all  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $4,520,000 :  Provided , 
That  not  less  than  $10,000,000  of  such  working  capital  shall  be  returned 
to  the  Treasury  as  an  unexpended  balance  not  later  than  six  months 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1948:  Provided  further ,  That  not¬ 
withstanding  the  provisions  of  section  73  of  the  Act  of  January  12, 
1895  (44  U.  S.  C.  241),  no  part  of  the  foregoing  sum  of  $1,520,000 
shall  be  used  for  printing  and  binding  part  2  of  the  annual 
report  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  (known  as  the  Year-book  of 
Agriculture). 

Printing  and  binding  for  Congress  chargeable  to  the  foregoing 
appropriation,  when  recommended  to  be  done  by  the  Commitlee  on 
Printing  of  either  House,  shall  be  so  recommended  in  a  report  con¬ 
taining  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  thereof,  together  with  a 
statement  from  the  Public  Printer  of  estimated  approximate  cost  of 
work  previously  ordered  by  Congress  within  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
this  appropriation  is  made. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1948  any  executive  department  or  independent 
establishment  of  the  Government  ordering  printing  and  binding  or 
blank  paper  and  supplies  from  the  Government  Printing  Office  shall 
pay  promptly  by  check  to  the  Public  Printer  upon  his  written  request, 
either  in  advance  or  upon  completion  of  fhe  work,  all  or  part  of  the 
estimated  or  actual  cost  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  bills  rendered 
by  the  Public  Printer  in  accordance  herewith  shall  not  be  subject  to 
audit  or  certification  in  advance  of  payment:  Provided ,  That  proper 
adjustments  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  cost  of  delivered  work  paid  for 
in  advance  shall  be  made  monthlv  or  quarterly  and  as  mav  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Public  Printer  and  the  department  or  establishment  con¬ 
cerned.  All  sums  paid  to  the  Public  Printer  for  work  that  he  is 
authorized  by  law  to  do;  all  sums  received  from  sales  of  wastepaper, 
other  waste  material,  and  condemned  property;  and  for  losses  or 
damage  to  Government  property;  shall  be  deposited  to  the  credit,  on 
the  books  of  the  Treasury  Department,  of  the  appropriation  made  for 
the  working  capital  of  the  Government  Printing  Office  and  be  subject 
to  requisition  by  the  Public  Printer. 

No  part  of  anv  money  appropriated  in  this  Aut  shall  be  paid  to  any 
person  employed  in  the  Government  Printing  Office  while  detailed  for 
or  performing  service  in  the  executive  branch  of  the  public  service 
of  the  United  States  unless  such  detail  be  authorized  by  law. 
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OFFICE  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  DOCUMENTS 


Salaries:  For  the  Superintendent  of  Documents,  assistant  superin¬ 
tendent  and  other  personal  services  in  accordance  with  the  Classifica¬ 
tion  Act  of  1923,  as  amended,  and  compensation  of  employees  who 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  “An  Act  to 
regulate  and  fix  rates  of  pay  for  employees  and  officers  of  the 
Government  Printing  Office”,  approved  June  7,  1924  (44  U.  S.  C.), 
$1,321,500. 

General  expenses:  For  furniture  and  fixtures,  typewriters,  carpets, 
labor-saving  machines  and  accessories,  time  stamps,  adding  and  num¬ 
bering  machines,  awnings,  curtains,  books  of  reference;  directories, 
books,  miscellaneous  office  and  desk  supplies,  paper,  twine,  glue, 
envelopes,  postage,  carfares,  soap,  towels,  disinfectant,  and  ice ;  dray- 
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age,  express,  freight,  telephone,  and  telegraph  service;  traveling 
expenses  (not  to  exceed  $200)  ;  repairs  to  buildings,  elevators,  and 
machinery;  rental  of  equipment;  preserving  sanitary  condition  of 
building;  light,  heat,  and  power;  stationery  and  office  printing, 
including  blanks,  price  lists,  bibliographies,  catalogs,  and  indexes; 
for  supplying  books  to  depository  libraries;  in  all,  $370,000:  Pro¬ 
vided ,  That  no  part  of  this  sum  shall  be  used  to  supply  to  depository 
libraries  any  documents,  books,  or  other  printed  matter  not  requested 
by  such  libraries,  and  the  requests  therefoi^  shall  be  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents. 

PENALTY  MAIL,  GOVERNMENT  PRINTING  OFFICE 

For  deposit  in  the  general  fund  of  the  Treasury  for  cost  of  penalty 
mail  of  the  Government  Printing  Office  as  required  by  section  2  of  the 
Act  of  June  28,  1944  (Public  Law  364),  $400,000. 

Sec.  102.  Purchases  may  be  made  from  the  foregoing  appropria¬ 
tions  under  the  “Government  Printing  Office”,  as  provided  for  in  the 
Printing  Act  approved  January  12,  1895,  and  without  reference  to 
section  4  of  the  Act  approved  June  17,  1910  (41  U.  S.  C.  7),  concern¬ 
ing  purchases  for  executive  departments. 

Sec.  103.  In  order  to  keep  the  expenditures  for  printing  and  bind¬ 
ing  for  the  fiscal  year  1948  within  or  under  the  appropriations  for 
such  fiscal  year,  the  heads  of  the  various  executive  departments  and 
independent  establishments  are  authorized  to  discont  inue  the  printing 
of  annual  or  special  reports  under  their  respective  jurisdictions:  Pro¬ 
vided,  That  where  the  printing  of’ such  reports  is  discontinued  the 
original  copy  thereof  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  offices  of  the  heads  of 
the  respective  departments  or  independent  establishments  for  public 
inspection. 

Sec.  104.  No  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  in  this  Act  shall  be 
used  for  the  maintenance  or  care  of  private  vehicles. 

Sec.  105.  Whenever  any  office  or  position  not  specifically  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  Legislative  Pay  Act  of  1929  is  appropriated  for  herein 
or  whenever  the  rate  of  compensation  or  designation  of  any  position 
appropriated  for  herein  is  different  from  that  specifically  established 
for  such  position  by  such  Act,  the  rate  of  compensation  and  the 
designation  of  the  position,  or  either,  appropriated  for  or  provided 
herein,  shall  be  the  permanent  law  with  respect  thereto :  Provided , 
That  the  provisions  relating  to  positions  and  salaries  thereof  carried 
in  House  Resolutions  628,  691,  and  693  (Seventy-ninth  Congress) 
and  House  Resolutions  42,  54,  74,  78.  96,  113,  and  183  (Eightieth  Con¬ 
gress)  shall  be  the  permanent  law  with  respect  thereto. 

Sec.  106.  No  part  of  any  appropriation  contained  in  this  Act  shall 
be  paid  as  compensation  to  any  person  appointed  after  June  30,  1935, 
as  an  officer  or  member  of  the  Capitol  Police  who  does  not  meet  the 
standards  to  be  prescribed  for  such  appointees  by  the  Capitol  Police 
Board  :  Provided ,  That  the  Capitol  Police  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
to  detail  police  from  the  House  Office,  Senate  Office,  and  Capitol  Build¬ 
ings  for  police  duty  on  the  Capitol  Grounds. 

Sec.  107.  No  part  of  any  appropriation  contained  in  this  Act  shall 
be  used  to  pay  the  salary  or  wages  of  any  person  who  engages  in  a 
strike  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States  or  who  is  a  member 
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of  an  organization  of  Government  employees  that  asserts  the  right  to 
strike  against  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  who  advocates, 
or  is  a  member  of  an  organization  that  advocates,  the  overthrow 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  by  force  or  violence :  Provided , 
That  for  the  purposes  hereof  an  affidavit  shall  be  considered  prima 
facie  evidence  that  the  person  making  the  affidavit  has  not  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section  engaged  in  a  strike  against  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States,  is  not  a  member  of  an  organization  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  employees  that  asserts  the  right  to  strike  against  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States,  or  that  such  person  does  not  advocate,  and 
is  not  a  member  of  an  organization  that  advocates,  the  overthrow  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  by  force  or  violence :  Provided 
further ,  That  any  person  who  engages  in  a  strike  against  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States  or  who  is  a  member  of  an  organization  of 
Government  employees  that  asserts  the  right  to  strike  against  the 
Government  of  the  United  States,  or  who  advocates,  or  who  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  an  organization  that  advocates,  the  overthrow  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States  by  force  or  violence  and  accepts  employment  the 
salary  or  wages  for  which  are  paid  from  any  appropriation  contained 
in  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  one  year, 
or  both:  Provided  further ,  That  the  above  penalty  clause  shall  be  in 
addition  to,  and  not  in  substitution  for,  any  other  provisions  of  existing 
law. 

Sec.  108.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  “Legislative  Branch  Appro¬ 
priation  Act,  1048”.
